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Not being a morning person, I was less than excited when 
the only screening of American Splendor - a film based on 
the comics of Harvey Pekar and the lives of Pekar; his wife, 
Joyce Brabner; and daughter, Danielle - with seats avail- 
able at the 2003 Sundance Film Festival was at 8am. It was 
Chronicle Film Editor Marge Baumgarten who opened that 
door. Now, if I’ve been up all night watching movies, an 8am 
screening is fine; I’m usually coming into my second wind 
at that point. This one was not the 
tail-end of an all-nighter but found me 
fresh from sleep in cold, snow-covered 
Park City, Utah. 

Back in my dark ages, the first decade 
or so of the Chronicle, it was Steve 
Fore who turned us all on to the great 
American Splendor comic. Fore, who 
was a fellow film graduate student in 
the Radio -Television-Film Department 
at the University of Texas as well as a 
CinemaTexas film-program note writer 
back then, now teaches about film in 
Hong Kong. 

Reading a single issue of American 
Splendor was more than enough to 
cause addiction. 

I hesitate to credit Harvey Pekar with 
being the first to use comic books to 
portray the ordinary and often mundane 
lives of ordinary and often mundane 
people, but he is without doubt the 
most influential. Not that Harvey’s work lacks fascinating 
characters or creative stories, but it is devoid of superheroes, 
science fiction, historical depictions (for the most part), 
accelerated melodrama, and hysterical emphasis. Instead the 
books are autobiographical; they’re about Harvey Pekar: liv- 
ing in Cleveland, Ohio: husband of Joyce Brabner, father of 
Danielle, employed as a file clerk at the Cleveland VA hospital. 
In American Splendor s wake have come dozens if not hundreds 
of mimetic comics - essentially a full, expansive genre. 

I’ve been trying to remember how we first got to know Pekar 
here at the Chronicle. More on that later. 

A hipster and fanatical jazz collector, Pekar was an intel- 
ligent literary and music critic and historian interested in 


the more obscure American avant-garde writers, as 
well as in much of the history of jazz, the blues, and 
popular music. By far his best-known and most impor- 
tant work was in comic book stories, but he also wrote 
essays and reviews. 

Comic art legend Robert Crumb, his friend since 1962, has 
written, “Harvey was the first person I met who I thot was 
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a genuine ‘Hipster.’

Crumb goes on, “and he was seething, 
intense, burning up, always moving, pac- 
ing, jumping around. . . . 

“Yeah, Harvey is an ego-maniac; a 
classic case ... A driven, compulsive mad 
Jew ... Watching him eat - he eats faster 
than anyone I’ve ever seen, shoveling it in 
as if someone had a gun to his head and 
was threatening to kill him if he didn’t get 
it all down in ten seconds.” 

A brilliant observer of mundane 
human actions and minute details of 
ordinary life, most importantly Pekar 
was a nearly unparalleled, world-class 
grouch, an irritated and irritating mal- 
content, and one of the great unrepen- 
tant curmudgeons of all time. 

Charles Bukowski (impossibly hip but 
not one of my favorites) has a wonderful 
poem about what really drives a person 
to madness is when a shoelace tears 
apart. This is the world Pekar explores. 
He writes about the daily annoyances of

being a file clerk, getting stuck in line at the grocery behind 
an overly obsessed customer, not getting the doughnuts he 
wants, a friend visiting and overstaying his welcome, annoying 
drivers, the almost unbearable existentialism of some simple 
errands, and all different manner of rude, overbearing people. 

In 1976, he began self-publishing American Splendor, fea- 
turing his autobiographical comic book stories. Pekar only 
wrote comic books; he got others to illustrate them. Over 
time, any number of superb comic book artists worked for 
Harvey, illustrating his stories while often enduring his nag- 
ging phone calls. 

Pekar has been compared to Theodore Dreiser, Fyodor 
Dostoevsky, Jack Kerouac, and Lenny Bruce. Whereas he 


certainly belongs in their company, such 
comparisons fail miserably because, just 
like those others, Harvey Pekar was a com- 
pletely original artist. In the comic book 
introduction to one of his anthologies 
he offers some insights into his world. In 
one panel, the caption reads, “I think if 
you feel rotten most of the time by a certain 
age, you’re always gonna feel lousy - your glass 
is always gonna be half empty.” In the panel is an 
illustration of Harvey saying, “I don’t have it worse than a lot of 
people but I pity myself more.” 

The one-page strip ends with Harvey observing, “Anyway, I 
look at it this way - anything that doesn’t kill me could be the 
basis of one of my stories.” 

Now, if all Pekar did in his work was complain, while also 
exploring the more obscure nooks and crannies of American 
culture, there would be little reason to celebrate him. It is in 
that detailing of the mundane, annoying, and frustrating that 
Pekar brings an extraordinary energy, a skill at storytelling, 
and a brilliantly idiosyncratic sense of humor to his work. His 
tone is both self-deprecating and royally pissed off. Reading it 
ends up being a magnificent, exhilarating, sometimes hilari- 
ous, but always life-affirming experience. 

In many circles, over time, American Splendor came to be a 
highly regarded and praised publication. Still, Harvey’s greatest 
and most public notoriety was when he was booked on David 
Letterman’s NBC show, as an anthology of his work had been 
published. Pekar was all over Letterman, who had no idea at all 
of what to make of him. There were another seven or so guest 
appearances on Late Night, until Harvey got himself banned 
when he opened his shirt to reveal an anti-GE slogan after that 
multinational conglomerate had purchased NBC. 

It was during one of Harvey’s early Letterman appearances 
that one of my favorite illustrative moments of contemporary 
culture occurred. Harvey was talking to Dave about how, 
because he had no money, he was going to have to work as 
a filing clerk until he was eligible for his retirement benefits. 
Clearly, Letterman didn’t believe him, pointing out that Pekar 
had published this book. It seemed as though Letterman 
couldn’t believe that a well-known cultural figure with a book 
out from a mainstream publisher could be broke. 

In the history of the Chronicle, certainly for the first two 
decades, we almost never put anyone on the cover who wasn’t 
related to Austin in some direct way. There were exceptions: 
For film series, we had Sam Peckinpah and Robert Thom on

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the cover, and I know that Frank Zappa and 
Duke Ellington were each on the cover once. 
When it comes to Cleveland’s Harvey Pekar, 
I’m trying to remember if we had him on the 
cover only twice, or was it three times? 

After the first cover appearance, Harvey 
got in touch with us. He would call look- 
ing for work, always out hustling to make 
money. Talking to Harvey on the phone mostly 
involved listening, as in a soft but unending 
voice, he almost breathlessly offered endlessly 
run-on sentences, a fantastic verbal poetry 
with a Beat argot and rhythm detailing the 
latest annoying details of his life. “I just can’t 
get on the phone any more, Joyce is on it all 
the time, at least all during the day so I can’t 
get or make calls, man it is driving me crazy. 
Who knows who’s trying to call me? And 
Joyce, Joyce, now she’s taking my old clothes 
to make into Harvey Pekar dolls that she’s sell- 
ing and, man, do you 
have any work for me, 
anything I can do, we 
need the money . ...” 

Eventually Harvey 
and Joyce visited Austin, 
which led to our becoming actual friends. 
They were both smart, articulate, and enter- 
taining. It was fun hanging out with them. 

Harvey chronicled his life’s most petty as well 
as important details, including meeting and 
marrying Joyce Brabner, adopting a daughter, his 
bout with cancer, and his experiences when a 
movie based on his work was finally made. 

There were many years of extended phone 
calls between Harvey and myself or other mem- 
bers of the Chronicle staff. Very occasionally, 
we’d get together socially. Music Editor Raoul 
Hernandez became Harvey’s main Chronicle 
contact for many years. Earlier today, he sent 
me an e-mail: “not three weeks ago Agnes 
and I were having milkshakes with Harvey 
just around the comer from his brownstone in 
Cleveland Heights, then we hit a record store 
together two doors down from the restaurant, 
hell, he was the LEAD of my Crossroads feature 


two weeks ago. it was the first time we’d met 
after an inadvertent estrangement, i’m kinda 
heartbroken, poor Harvey.” 

I don’t know. I think I love Harvey and 
Joyce. I know I love their work. 

There had been any number of attempts 
to capture Pekar ’s world on film, but all had 
come to nothing. At one point, my friend 
Jonathan Demme contemplated making an 
American Splendor film but couldn’t raise 
the money at the time. As always Harvey 
complained: “Demme? Demme? He’s talk- 
ing about having some kid waiting in line at 
a grocery cashier wearing headphones but 
Demme wants him to be listening to loud 
punk music! Punk music! I don’t know any- 
thing about it and I’m not interested. That’s 
not my trip at all.” 

Producer Ted Hope, then working for Good 
Machine, initiated an American Splendor film, 
worked out a deal with 
Joyce, and hired the 
husband-and-wife team 
of Shari Springer Berman 
and Bob Pulcini to write 
and direct (Harvey had 
done a draft of the script). Paul Giamatti and 
Harvey Pekar played Harvey; Hope Davis and 
Joyce Brabner played Joyce. 

American Splendor is a brilliant, innovative 
film that remarkably captures both Pekar’s 
world and the many textures of his storytell- 
ing. Watching it at that ungodly early hour 
made no difference. After the screening, the 
filmmakers, Harvey, and Joyce did a Q&A. 
After that was over, Marge and I went up to 
say hello to them. Immediately after saying 
hello and sharing her happiness to see us, 
Joyce pushed on to: “Do you have any work 
for Harvey? He needs the work, and we need 
the money!” 

We next said hello to Harvey, me not 
realizing it would be the last time I’d ever 
see him. Like Joyce, he almost immediately 
launched into: “You got any work for me? We 
need the money.” ■

Stairway to Cleveland 

My dinner with Harvey Pekar

“I don’t have any coffee,” 
rasped Harvey Pekar over 
the phone. 

In Cleveland three weeks ago 
for some 36 hours, I’d finally 
reached the longtime Chronicle 
contributor after weeks and weeks 
of trying. Working together a 
decade and then not talking for 
another three or four years after 
an inadvertent work estrangement, 
we’d never met. 

“C’mon, Harvey!” I exclaimed. 

“How about some chocolate 
milk?” he cried. 

Deal. I offered to buy dinner (our publisher 
insisted), but the renowned Cleveland native 
begged off, citing a new graphic novel he’d con- 
tracted to write, something with a crazy title 
like How Israel Got the Whole World to Hate It. 
After an unexpectedly immersive day at the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, not far from down- 
town stadiums for the Indians, Browns, and 
Cavaliers, we called Pekar back, and damned if 
he didn’t answer the phone, let alone actually 
agree to have Agnes and me over. When our 
$28 cab ride arrived at the doorstep to his 
Cleveland Heights brownstone, he was sitting 
on his porch, hazel-green eyes ablaze. 

“Can I still take you up on dinner?” 

He drove us to a hippie hummus joint around 
the corner in Coventry, in a car that resembled 
the Volkswagen Beetle in Woody Allen’s 
Sleeper. He limped slightly and maneuvered his 
downbeat compact with little regard for stop 
signs or lanes. 

“I’m 70!” he pleaded. He didn’t look it. 

At Tommy’s, there was a wait, and once it 
passed two or three minutes, Pekar was up and 
at the young waitstaff monitoring the list. A 
grandmother took his seat while he was doing so. 

“I was sitting there,” he demanded, nerves jan- 
gling. She scooted without incident. 

When they waived our party of three into a 
handsome wood-cabin booth several minutes 
later, Pekar immediately recommended the 
milkshakes. He had black cherry. We shared a 
Moosetracks. We ate our rabbit food and talked 
about American Splendor and Austin. I’d edited 
a minianthology of Pekar’s jazz reviews in the 
paper and midwifed my share of historical com- 
ics the music scholar/cultural critic had written 
but not drawn. He was no illustrator. Until 
American Splendor came out, seven years into 
our relationship, I knew him not by or for his 
celebrity but as a jazz encyclopedia that had 
come with my job. 

He pitched me reviews, and I elicited his 
misadventures, his Charlie Brown to my nick- 
el Lucy van Pelt in times of marital, parental, 


and professional chaos, which was usually. 
Pekar’s pathos was as high frequency as his 
mordant humor was lo-fi. After the film was 
released and I understood his tribal worth, I 
couldn’t justify assigning him any more $35 
record reviews even though he wanted to con- 
tinue writing them. A feature I pitched him 
about the history of music collapsed under 
the weight of its amorphous essence (mine) 
and handwringing (his). We didn’t talk after- 
ward, embarrassment (ours) more than hard 
feelings the cause. 

Over dinner, quietly discounted in half by 
the restaurant, Pekar’s rigid body language 
elasticized visibly. His smile softened, and his 
eyes let down their guard. He acknowledged 
how lucky he’d been in having American 
Splendor made into a film and how terrific 
Paul Giamatti had been in the role. On our 
way back to the car, we ducked into Record 
Revolution two doors down from Tommy’s - 
empty save for its young minder, who was 
delighted to see Pekar. I considered a Rocky 
Horror Picture Show poster; our host recom- 
mended a Sun Ra DVD. 

At 7:30pm, he was ready to take Agnes and 
me back to our lodging, me offering shotgun to 
the lady and hearing about it afterward in terms 
like “sheer terror” and “most frightening experi- 
ence of my life.” I questioned our chauffeur 
about his hometown the whole way. He told us 
that in Cleveland everyone kept their head down 
- eyes to the ground. Whether he realized it or 
not, he didn’t. 

He dropped us off, and we promised to 
return and buy him another meal. I got nos- 
talgic about Pekar associate and local jazz 
library Jay Trachtenberg and my great journal- 
istic coup: landing Duke Ellington on the cover 
of the Chronicle for the centennial of his birth. 
Pekar’s review of the 24-CD box set accompa- 
nying the event was a victory in and of itself. 

Harvey Pekar wore his insecurities on the sleeve 
of every conversation we ever had, 1996-2006. As 
Agnes and I discovered at Tommy’s, his heart was 
in that black-cherry milkshake. ■

IS THE 'CHRONICLE’ BLIND?

Richard Whittaker’s Formula One overview 
[“Austin at Very High Speed,” News, July 9] has a 
glaring omission. Nowhere in the article does he 
reference the tens of millions that will pass from 
Texas taxpayers to Formula One’s London-based 
owner and CEO Bernie Ecclestone. At first, state 
officials said that no taxpayer money would be 
dispensed. Then we learned about a state tax- 
incentive program known as the Major Events 
Trust Fund. The fund reimburses local govern- 
ments for costs incurred in hosting large sporting 
events, like Super Bowls. It had previously been 
generated from sales tax receipts attributable to 
spending in the host community. However, it then 
came to light that in the last legislative session, 
$25 million was quietly moved from the General 
Revenue Fund into the Major Events Fund, and

FI was added to the list of eligible events. The 
next shoe dropped when we learned that FI has 
a “sanctioning fee” that is typically - wait for 
it - $25 million. So it looks like we’ll be paying 
that sanctioning fee, and state officials now char- 
acterize it as a taxpayer “investment” that will be 
paid back. If I can cleanly lay out these facts and 
this timeline in a letter to the editor, how is it they 
didn’t make their way into the Chronicle's lengthy 
3,000-word article on the subject? Is it somehow 
not germane in your journalistic eyes?

[Richard Whittaker replies: The potential for tap- 
ping the Major Events Trust Fund was covered at 
length in the sidebar that accompanied the article 
(“ High-Speed Facts: Formula One Straightaway ”). 
The state's Major Events Fund is designed to 
assist local government with the costs required to 
host an event , such as policing and emergency 
services. (The legislation also allows the cash to 
be used to cover hosting and application fees , but 
that has never been done to date.) The cost to the 
state is then recouped out of sales taxes. As stated 
in the article , at this point this is all hypothetical: 
An application cannot be filed until a year before 
the event , meaning that the earliest the paperwork 
can be submitted is June 2011.]

million water transmission tunnel from the new 


water plant at RM 620 and 2222 under Bull 
Creek, established neighborhoods, and Canyon 
Vista Middle School and over to U.S. 183 and 
McNeil Road. 

It’s impossible to list either the known harms 
or the unanswered questions still remaining for 
the tunnel, the plant, the construction shaft pro- 
posed for Bull Creek parkland, or the other four 
miles of water tunnels in one news article. Yet a 
narrow 4-3 majority of our City Council voted last 
month to begin building the plant. 

For the 10-plus miles of 10-to-13-foot-diameter 
tunnels, the city has yet to estimate how many 
truckloads of rock and debris will be required, 
where the trucks will dump the debris, what 
traffic tie-ups can be expected, how much water 
mixed with drilling fluids and waste will be dis- 
charged to Bull Creek, or what levels of noise 
during what hours of day Spicewood neighbors 
must live with? Or how many Bull Creek headwa- 
ter springs will be ruined (in addition to the one 
spring the city already ruined)? 

What is the current total estimated cost of build- 
ing the plant and its intake and delivery tunnels? 
The city’s $508 million estimate, or $1.2 billion 
counting debt-financing costs, is more than a 
year old. And how much are residential water 
rates expected to increase in the years ahead 
to pay for the plant - on top of the 10.1% rate 
increase already imposed this year? 

Many thanks go to Council Members Laura 
Morrison, Bill Spelman, and Chris Riley for con- 
tinuing to oppose this financial and environmen- 
tal fiasco in progress.

The city’s Fleet Services story is getting curiouser 
and curiouser. 

As Jordan Smith reports in this issue (see “Not 
Quite Fleet,” p.24), city officials have spent the last 
two weeks trying to get the egg off their faces over 
misinformation they released in response to Jordan’s 
July 2 story (see “Kicking the Tires at Fleet”) 
which reported that they had spent the last 
two years mostly ignoring managerial and 
other problems called to their attention by 
an employee whistle-blower, Daniel Lomas. 

They could have saved themselves a good 
deal of embarrassment if they had simply 
talked to Jordan directly instead of releasing 
memos in response to her questions. So 
before Chief Financial Officer Leslie Browder 
reiterated (in yet another memo) that city officials 
hadn’t known of the city’s scrap tire pile illegally aban- 
doned in Southeast Austin until Jordan started asking 
questions about it last November, Jordan would have 
been happy to provide (as we did last week) Lomas’ 
Aug. 2, 2009, e-mail to City Manager Marc Ott laying 
out that matter, along with several other potentially 
criminal allegations involving Fleet personnel. 

Turns out the city had lost the e-mail. 

More precisely, Ott had responded briefly to 
Lomas (“If what you’re saying is true those respon-

sible will be held accountable”) and forwarded the 
message to City Attorney David Smith, who turned 
it over to the Police Department. So far, so good, 
except that Smith apparently neglected to inform 
anybody else - meaning neither Browder (ultimately 
responsible for Fleet) nor Assistant City Attorney 
Lee Crawford nor even Ott himself (pre- 
sumably attorney Smith’s client) received 
the benefit of Smith’s memory or 
knowledge or counsel when they tried 
to address these matters in November, 
or February, or July. Of course, by 
July, the city attorney was no longer 
employed by the city, having resigned 
in the wake of the KeyPoint Government 
Solutions report fiasco - which turned on 
Smith’s decision that only he could determine 
who should read the critical KeyPoint report. 

If this all sounds less like the behavior of a city 
attorney and more like that of a Mafia consigliere - 
whose job it is to make troublesome things disap- 
pear - draw your own conclusions. In considering 
Smith’s habit of omerta, Crawford would only say 
that he’s sure Smith believed he was acting “in the 
best interest of the city”

> CAMPAIGNING OFF AIR 

House candidate and 
sports radio host Dan 
Neil is trying to blame 
opponent Rep. Donna 
Howard, D-Austin, for 
the fact that his employ- 
ers at 104. 9FM the Horn 
are complying with 
Federal Communications 
Commission regulations. 

In a July 12 press 
release, Neil’s campaign 
claimed Howard “forced 
Republican opponent 
Dan Neil off the air- 
waves, harming his ability to make a living.” Not quite: According to man- 
agement at the ESPN affiliate, Neil is still on staff and the decision to 
remove him from the air was made solely by attorneys for station owner 
Border Media. The FCC requires that candidates who are in broadcast- 
ing either be removed from the air or their opponents must be given 
equal access to air time. Neil went on hiatus from his show May 13, 
before the station contacted Howard’s campaign to discuss options. The 
Howard campaign was happy to negotiate, but station attorneys decided 
to err on the side of caution and remove Neil for the duration of his cam- 
paign. So why bring this up months later? Neil spokesman Zach Vaughn 
said, “The formal decision only came at the end of June, maybe early 
July.” Station Vice President Bob Proud confirmed that Neil is still a sta- 
tion employee, adding, “We’re hoping to find other ways to use him until 
such a time as we can put him back on the air.” - Richard Whittaker 

OPEN MEETINGS VS. FIRST AMENDMENT Texas Attorney General 
Greg Abbott is asking the federal court to dismiss the city of Alpine’s 
challenge to the Texas Open Meetings Act, a law requiring that govern- 
ment officials post public notice before meeting in a quorum to discuss 
public matters. The city filed suit, arguing that the law’s criminal provi- 
sion violates First Amendment protections. Abbott’s brief to the district 
court in Pecos cries foul on that: “At bottom, [the public officials’] consti- 
tutional attack is about protecting not free speech, but secret speech,” 
reads the A.G.’s brief. There is a limited right to engage in such “anony- 
mous speech, where necessary to protect private persons against unjust 
retaliation,” the brief continues. “But what [city officials] seek here is not 
protection against unjust retaliation - but rather, immunity for govern- 
ment officials from political accountability to their constituents.” Abbott 
notes in a press release that previous such challenges to the law have 
failed - including in the federal court in Pecos. - Jordan Smith 



TAKE A BOARDWALK WITH ME 

While Council takes off, the bond battle heats up

Time accrues momentum as we age. Take summer, for 
instance. When you’re young, those three school-free 
months seem to stretch out interminably. But as the years 
pass, time sails by in an ever-quickening procession. 

Suffice to say, City Council’s summer hiatus is imbu- 
ing the Hustle with a sense of childlike wonder, 
because time seems to be moving ... so ... slowly in 
the council’s absence. 

Mike Martinez’s Facebook page contains a stream of 
updates from Colorado. Laura Morrison just returned 
from Arkansas, where she reportedly read The Girl Who 
Kicked the Hornets' Nest (self-help advice?). Chris Riley 
is staycationing (carbon-neutral, natch). The lack of coun- 
cil drama has made your humble author wonder whether 
he shouldn’t cash in some of his accrued vacation time. 
When you’re counting down the days until council’s draft 
agenda is posted, well ... you begin to wonder. 

That’s not to say there’s no action at the city - it’s just 
burrowed down a little deeper. As we reported last week, 
council’s Public Health and Human Services 
Committee is re-examining funding for social 
service contracts and ways to prioritize those 
needs and to gauge the return on the city’s 
investment (see “City Hall Hustle,” July 9). 

Morrison, who sits on the PH&HS Committee 
with Martinez and Randi Shade, e-mailed 
the Hustle on her way out the door last week, 
describing her own priorities going forward. 

“My concern in setting priorities is that we 
maintain the broad picture of the continuum of 
needs rather than narrowing it to only basic services. That 
also means having an understanding of funding from 
other sources and what their priorities are to minimize 
gaps. Obviously transparency and accountability are key in 
this process as is ensuring our allocations bring maximum 
benefits for least cost.” 

Morrison also addressed concerns with the prioritiza- 
tion areas the committee tentatively committed to last 
meeting - earmarking funding foremost for housing, food, 
employment, and social/functional skills, areas coalesced 
around the concept of self-sufficiency. “Our current com- 
prehensive plan with its interim update actually lists the 
priorities that we use now,” she notes, referencing the 14 
unweighed categories that contracts currently address, 
running the gamut from basic needs to drug treatment 
and job training. “I would have some discomfort in modify- 
ing that to any major degree without including stakehold- 
ers in the discussion.” 

Other questions are currently swirling around the sen- 
sitive subject, but council still appears to be in info-gath- 
ering mode. Wednesday, as the Chronicle prepped for

press, the PH&HS Committee (sans Martinez) was gath- 
ering for a staff briefing on the current contracting pro- 
cess from the Health and Human Services Department. 
And yes, this time the meeting will be televised. (At 
press time, Channel 6 was working to get the previous 
meeting online.) 

Meanwhile, another discussion of how to best allocate 
the city’s funds is under way - this time, pertaining to the 
November transportation bond election and its unlikely crux 
of controversy, the Boardwalk Trail at Lady Bird Lake. 

The citizens task force charged with examining the 
bond lent its approval to the package Monday on a vote of 
6-0, but with two members abstaining. Aside from general 
complaints about the way in which the package was 
assembled, the tweaks to the boardwalk seemed to 
engender the most controversy. As task force Chair 
Sandy Baldridge told In Fact Daily after the vote, “Saying 
that it was $17 million [for the project] ... when they knew 
it would only be $14 [million] was, as far as I am person- 
ally concerned ... a stretch to the general public.” 
Tweaks to the package were trotted out 
last week in a memo from Transportation 
Director Rob Spillar, and they mainly 
addressed the boardwalk. True to Spillar’s 
previous comments that the project could 
be phased, the revision calls for $9 million 

r in bond funding for Phase 1, connecting 

from the end of the trail to just east of 1-35. 
Phase 2, connecting the new Eastside endpoint 
to Lakeshore Boulevard, could be accomplished 
with $4.9 million in bond funding, plus a newly pro- 
posed $3 million contribution from the Trail Foundation, 
lessening the cost of the project by that amount. Those 
savings, coupled with an additional $5 million in bond- 
ing capacity (raising the overall package from $85 to 
$90 million), are mainly farmed out to roads - projects 
and engineering along 1-35, and on other street projects 
in a partnership with the county. The move lends cre- 
dence to theorizing that the boardwalk - the largest sin- 
gle expense in the package - was developed as low- 
hanging fruit which could be plucked to appease the 
roads crowd. Not that the Hustle is necessarily in dis- 
agreement with them: Of all the traffic jams in town, the 
one along Town Lake Trail is perhaps the least concern- 
ing. On the other hand, no one donating their time to 
the transpo bond task force wants to feel like they’re 
being taken for a ride. 

Maybe this time, there’s excitement without council 
after all.... ■

Wheels Finally Turning 

The current upshot is that Ott has recently 
sent two more memos to City Council trying to 
explain all this. His July 9 memo tries to clarify 
any confusion created by his July 2 memo, as 
well as Browder’s Dec. 8, 2009, and June 29 
memos. (Should you be so inclined, you can 
find the whole string on our website, posted 
herewith - Browder’s June 29 contribution and 
Ott’s latest effusion should bring you more or 
less up to date. Enjoy.) 

Since impertinent questions by Jordan Smith 
and yours truly evoked Ott’s somewhat 
annoyed responses (always glad to be of public 
service), I’ll do my best to summarize the cur- 
rent situation. Ott insists that, over the past 
two years, “our staff has been working to inves- 
tigate each and every allegation and take cor- 
rective action where we found deficiencies.” He 
itemizes a list of “major actions” taken at Fleet 
in response to various problems - most of 
them called to the city’s attention by Service 
Center Manager Lomas; when Lomas initially 
raised them, beginning in early 2008, he was 
largely dismissed or ignored within Fleet. 
Indeed, as near as we can tell, no serious action 
was taken until Jordan’s stories brought the 
scrap tire pile into public (and City Council) 
knowledge - those reverberations continue. 
The former tire program manager, Billjanousek, 
has been dismissed, one or two others have 
been disciplined or reproved, a police investi- 
gation of the tire program (and related matters) 
continues, and the city recently commissioned 
an independent audit of Fleet. 

We’re all eager to learn the results of all 
this subsequent review. 

Tale of the Tape 

Ott’s memo to council bristles a bit at the 
Chronicle’s criticism of Fleet and its manage- 
ment, and that’s fine - love from City Hall is 
not our reason for existence. But in echoing 
Browder, Ott also diminishes the importance 
of a “surreptitious recording” Lomas made of 
an Aug. 24, 2009, disciplinary meeting with 
Fleet managers, in which he again tried to 
inform them of serious problems with the 
tire program that he had first raised as early 
as May 2008. On the recording, Fleet Officer 
Gerry Calk firmly and repeatedly dismisses 
Lomas’ legitimate concerns as overblown 
and inaccurate - Calk is grimly determined 


to keep the discussion focused on whether 
Lomas could manage to “disagree without 
being disagreeable.” 

Last week Calk acknowledged his mistake 
in not heeding Lomas’ warnings, and Ott 
writes that Calk’s inattention “has been 
addressed separately and appropriately with 
Mr. Calk.” But Ott also repeats Browder and 
Crawford’s mischaracterization of the 
recording, insisting that Lomas’ report was 
“indirect and nonspecific” - I’ve listened to 
it, and in fact it’s quite direct, specific, and 
even insistent. Ott also fails to acknowledge 
that by the time of that August 2009 meet- 
ing, Lomas had been trying in vain to get 
somebody at Fleet or City Hall to pay seri- 
ous attention to these matters for nearly a 
year and a half. Indeed, three weeks earlier, 
in his Aug. 2, 2009, e-mail, Lomas had 
alerted Ott in detail to these serious allega- 
tions and had heard nothing since. As we 
learned last week, the information had offi- 
cially disappeared into the black hole also 
known as David Smith. For all Lomas knew, 
this was the official management answer to 
his whistle-blowing: a disciplinary meeting 
with his supervisor. 

Fleet managers and city officials may well 
have been stung by Lomas’ “surreptitious 
recording” of his supervisors and his even- 
tual transmittal of that recording to the 
Austin Police Department (after Browder and 
Crawford seemed largely uninterested). But 
by the time he spoke to Browder and 
Crawford (February 2010), Lomas had spent 
nearly two years trying to get city officials to 
take his information seriously, and until 
Jordan Smith reported it, what he had to 
show for it was a couple of disciplinary let- 
ters in his personnel file. Under the circum- 
stances, it’s understandable that he might 
want to document his official interactions. 

No doubt the whole matter has been a 
nuisance for Fleet and city management. But 
it is indeed gratifying that City Manager Ott 
has declared his renewed determination to 
take “significant corrective actions” to make 
things right. I strongly suggest - however 
much it might discomfit the current chain of 
command - that he and CFO Browder con- 
sult with Daniel Lomas on the best ways to 
do that. ■

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tioned whether it’s still the same house.) By 
1943 the Missionary Sisters of the 
Immaculate Conception were using the 
house as a convent. The nuns worked at 
the nearby Holy Cross Hospital, the first 
integrated hospital in the South, where 
African-Americans were first allowed to have 
hospital births. Sister Celine Heitzman, 
the convent’s mother superior and the physi- 
cian at the 12-bed hospital, lived in the 
house. Heitzman was the first nun licensed 
to be a physician in the United States, 
Johnson said; she delivered more than 
4,000 babies and had a racially mixed staff 
- a bold step in the 1940s. Later, the prop- 
erty was used as a rectory for Holy Cross’ 
priests, who developed programs to serve 
the surrounding, mostly African-American 
community, including a school in the church 
basement and a program known as Holy 
Cross Colored Missions. 

But the hospital was long ago demol- 
ished; the original church was lost to fire. 

So the house is the last standing connec- 
tion to an important chapter in Eastside his- 
tory, argues the Blackshear petition, espe- 
cially given that so “many structures with 
important ties to this East Austin community 
have been lost through neglect, urban renew- 
al, and demolition.” 

Walker says the diocese and parish are 
trying to improve the neighborhood: “We 
would like to use the property initially for a 
community garden, create meditation areas, 
a rosary garden - something very attractive 
for the community. ... 

“I’ve seen some beautiful historic proper- 
ties and dwellings,” he added. “This is not 
one of them.” - Katherine Gregor 


Holy Uproar Over 

Is it a priceless relic of Eastside history 
or a worthless money pit? That’s the ques- 
tion at the heart of a historic-preservation 
controversy involving the 1917 Schmidt 
House at 1600 E. 11th. On March 25, the 
Catholic Diocese of Austin, which owns 
the property, petitioned the city to demol- 
ish the house. Deacon Ron Walker said 
the building “is in very poor condition” and 
not worth the expense of renovation, esti- 
mated between $125,000 and $200,000. 
But community members oppose the demo- 


not a historically significant site,” he 
said. “It’s just an old beat-up house.” It’s 
been altered so many times over the 
. years, he said, that any architectural 
character was lost long ago. 

The property, considered part of the 
nearby Holy Cross Catholic Church 
parish, has been the subject of many 
parish discussions, said Walker. “The 
pastor [the Rev. Michael Ajewole], 
after consulting with all the groups, is of 
the opinion that the house really should 
be torn down,” he said, adding: “The 
Holy Cross parish, the first African- 
American church in Austin, has 
remained a poor parish. They don’t have 
the means to spend that kind of money 
on renovating an old house.” The church 
has prominent members, including civic 
leader and former state Rep. Wilhel- 
mina Delco, Texas NAACP President 
u. Gary Bledsoe, and Bledsoe’s wife,

| er Alberta Phillips. And some parishio- 
| ners are in favor of preservation. “As 
2 much as I pray for complete unity, that 
doesn’t seem to happen,” said Walker. 

The Historic Landmark Commission 
denied the demolition request in April and ini- 
tiated a zoning change to historic single-fami- 
ly. The case goes back to the commission for 
possible final resolution July 26. “There’s still 
a lot of discussion that could take place,” 
said Walker. 

According to the BNA and city staff, the 
property was once part of the German- 
American Ladies College campus. The 
house itself was built around 1917 for 
Victor R. and Ella Schmidt. (Walker ques-

lition, and the Blackshear Neighborhood 
Association has passed a resolution sup- 
porting historic zoning, also recommended 
by the city’s historic preservation office. 
While the designation would provide a tax 
break and stop demolition, it would not 
compel renovation. 

D’Ann Johnson, who has worked on the 
case for BNA, believes the vacant one-story, 
two-bedroom cottage is worthy of preserving 
for its architectural quality as well as its long 
and significant history.

DNA Lab to Be Put Under Microscope 


Auditors with the National Institute of Justice will be in 
Austin over the next few weeks giving the Austin Police 
Department’s DNA lab a once-over. Specifically, they’re look- 
ing into the lab’s use of the nation’s Combined DNA Index 
System, as part of a visit already on the calendar when com- 
plaints about the lab by a former employee, Cecily Hamilton, 
hit the news last week. Those allegations may lead to anoth- 
er independent audit. And though Hamilton doesn’t imply that 
any mistakes were made at the lab, prosecutors are bracing 
for the worst. 

Hamilton worked at the APD’s lab for three years before 
leaving earlier this year. In a lengthy memo written in February 
to supervisors, Hamilton makes a laundry list of complaints 
about the lab - but, notably, makes no complaints about the 
actual scientific work done by its analysts. Instead, in addi- 
tion to complaining that training for employees is lacking, she 
focuses primarily on personnel issues at the lab - and, seem- 
ingly, her personal conflicts with various employees that she 
alleges made the lab a “hostile work environment.” 

Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo said that Hamilton first 
complained about lab practices last fall and that her allega- 
tions had been investigated and deemed unfounded. She 
repeated her concerns in February, and they were again 
reviewed, he said. Police briefed the Travis County District 
Attorney’s Office about the Hamilton complaints in June. 
Notably, Hamilton has not complained about the quality of the 
DNA work done at the lab - she’s made no complaints 


regarding the quality of the “science ... the techniques ... or 
the analysis” done by scientists, said Ed Harris, who super- 
vises the APD’s labs. Nor has she made any allegations 
about faulty work in any particular case, said Acevedo. 

The lab, which opened in 2005, has never failed any of its 
audits, which are conducted by both the FBI and the 
American Society of Crime Laboratory Directors. 
Nonetheless, Harris said, APD has asked the Travis County 
District Attorney’s Office to select a company or individual of 
their choosing to come in and conduct another audit. Harris 
said he’s waiting to hear who the D.A. will choose. 

John Neal, first assistant Travis County district attorney, 
said prosecutors have begun to notify all defense attorneys in 
pending criminal cases about the allegations and are now 
considering the logistics of how to notify defendants who 
have already been convicted in cases that involve work done 
at the APD lab. He said the office has consulted with three 
longtime local defense attorneys - Sam Bassett, David 
Sheppard, and Betty Blackwell - about how to handle noti- 
fications. What effect, if any, Hamilton’s allegations will have 
on the day-to-day workings of the criminal justice system 
remains to be seen. 

Acevedo said he believes that in the end the lab will get 
another clean bill of health but that accusations about integri- 
ty are always serious business: “The lab has never had a 
problem,” he said. “But this is important to us, which is why 
we’re taking it so seriously.” - Jordan Smith 



Sanders Family to Settle 
With City? 

With just more than a week to go before they were to meet 
in federal court, lawyers for the city and for the family of 
Nathaniel Sanders II have reached a tentative agreement to 
settle the family’s civil rights suit against the city and former 
Austin Police Department Officer Leonardo Quintana, who 
shot and killed Sanders in the parking lot of an East Austin 
apartment complex in the early morning of May 11, 2009. 
Quintana was cleared by the department of wrongdoing in 
connection with the shooting but was fired earlier this year 
after he was popped in January for drunken driving. (Quintana 
is appealing his termination.) The city has offered $750,000 
to settle the case before trial, an offer that will need to be 
approved by council members when they return from their 
summer hiatus at the end of the month. - J.S.

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The Lights of Texas Are Upon UT

Earlier this month, the University of 
Texas at Austin Department of Astronomy 
and the McDonald Observatory devoted a 
week to explaining to Texans the dangers of 
light pollution (“Don’t Go Into the Light,” July 
2). The practice of turning night into day 
with unnecessary lighting has been shown 
to affect sleep cycles, as well as animal 
breeding and migratory patterns, and can 
make driving harder. Yet as one of the big- 
gest light polluters in Austin, is UT walking 
its own talk? 

As a city within a city, UT owns some of 
Austin’s worst light emitters: Topping the list 
are Darrell K. Royal-Texas Memorial 
Stadium, Disch-Falk Field, and the UT 
Tower. Illuminated, these buildings have 
become an iconic part of Austin’s skyline, but 
it costs UT tens of thousands of dollars 
every year to light the night sky. “Thankfully, 
those aren’t on every night,” said Lara 
Eakins, technical services supervisor in UT’s 
Astronomy Department. She has run UT’s 
public star-watching parties since 1995, a 
job made more difficult by light pollution. 
While using the telescopes on Painter Hall 
and the Robert Lee Moore building “helps a 
little,” Eakins said, “when the background sky 
is bright, it decreases the contrast so we 
can’t see fainter objects such as nebulae, 
star clusters, and galaxies.” City life brings 
another form of pollution: airborne fumes 
from vehicle exhaust systems. “When we get 
a large amount of particulates in the air or 
have an ozone action day,” she explained, 
“the light just scatters across the sky and 
wipes out all but the brightest objects.” 

Even though the star-watch parties are a 
campus institution dating back to the 1930s, 
it’s an uphill battle to get the big bulbs 
dimmed. “On at least one occasion, we man- 



aged to get the administration to turn the 
Tower off during a lunar eclipse,” Eakins said, 
“but that is the only case I can remember.” 

It’s not just the big lights that cause a 
problem. The UT campus has thousands of 
pedestrian way lights that need to stay on. 
“Our first priority is keeping the kids safe,” 
said Robert Speer, electrical distribution 
manager in UT’s Department of Utilities and 
Energy Management. “Secondly is the energy 
conservation, and last is light pollution.” With 
state budgets being slashed, the energy con- 
servation issue is becoming an increasingly 
important part of the university’s calculations. 
UT-Austin’s Facilities Services recently 
announced that the campus fountains will 
only run for 10 hours a day, rather than the 
current 17 hours, for an anticipated savings 
of $40,000 a year. Similarly, cutting down on 
light pollution would cut the campus energy bill. 

Those savings are why the city of Austin 
announced on July 6 that it will be replacing 
existing metal halide fittings at seven 
municipal buildings with more energy-effi- 
cient and less light-polluting high-bay fluo- 
rescent lights. The numbers speak for them- 
selves: Updating 77 exterior lamps at the 
Palmer Events Center should cut its annu- 
al electricity bill by $21,501, which should 
recover the replacement costs within four 
and a half years and save enough energy to 
power 22 average-sized homes. It’s all part 
of a larger initiative, paid for with American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act stimulus 
cash, to save $400,000 a year by optimiz- 
ing the energy consumption of 16 city-run 
buildings. The light retrofitting project will 
also include day-harvesting equipment, 
which reduces the amount of artificial light 
when the sun is shining, as well as occu- 
pancy sensors. Austin Energy spokesman 
Carlos Cordova said, “It’s just like our par- 


While the Texas Union’s decision to close 
the Cactus Cafe was met with public outcry, 
the parallel decision to terminate the informal 
classes in the fall went relatively unmourned. 
Now a new plan to shift the program else- 
where in the university appears set to revive 
the long-running educational program. 

Dean of Continuing and Innovative 
Education Judy Ashcroft said, “Some time 
this summer, hopefully sooner than later, 
there will be information on the Union web- 
site, and it will say, ‘Informal Classes will be 
moving to Continuing and Innovative 
Education.’” Rather than running the cours- 
es directly, Ashcroft’s office will function as a 
clearinghouse for noncredit courses open to 
students, staff, and community members at 
large. The initial plan is for a very stripped- 
down first wave of classes “to keep the spirit 
alive while we get the business model and 
the back-office to support all of this,” said 
Ashcroft. The Texas Union, which canceled 
the program to cover the cost of a 2% merit 


ents would tell us to turn off the lights 
behind us when they’re not needed.” 

UT has actually been working on its light 
pollution impact for the last 15 years - first 
by building homemade reflectors and now by 
adopting a new lighting standard as part of 
the campus master plan. The university’s 
new Lunar Optics fixtures meet state-mandat- 
ed requirements limiting light to 2.5 degrees 
above the “horizontal” (imagine drawing a 
line through the middle of a streetlight to cre- 
ate the “horizontal” - anything that goes 
above that line is considered bad light). 
However, staff at Facilities Services want to 
reach full cutoff (zero degrees above the hori- 
zontal) by retrofitting existing high-intensity 
metal halide fixtures with LED lights. Doing 
so requires a balancing act: While LEDs are 


pay pool, has historically subsidized the low- 
price courses. Since Continuing Education is 
completely self-sustaining, Ashcroft said the 
department will make sure the program cov- 
ers its operating costs. 

The informal classes program was founded 
in 1971 and has served tens of thousands of 
students - both university members and other 
Austinites - every year. Due to its continuing 
popularity, there have been multiple attempts 
to find an alternative administrative home for 
it since the termination decision was made 
public on Jan. 29. On Feb. 3 University Unions 
Executive Director Andy Smith wrote that “we 
are evaluating an offer from a private vendor 
off campus.” The Texas Union was also 
approached by a coalition of course tutors 
and held direct discussions with Austin 
Community College about transferring all or 
some of the courses to new management. 

The first course in the new Continuing 
Education era, the Lady Bird Johnson 
Wildflower Center’s Go Native U, will start 


cheaper to run and produce a better quality 
of light, the kits cost $700 - almost three 
times more than the regular arrays - and 
there are real questions about their durabili- 
ty. “We communicate with other campuses 
that use the LEDs, and they’re not meeting 
the 50,000 hours promised life expectancy,” 
said Speer. 

For now, UT will continue to experiment 
with different lighting designs that both save 
money and cut down on wasted electricity. If 
all goes according to plan, it should also 
reopen the heavens to astronomers. “We 
might even be able to pick out parts of the 
Milky Way galaxy that you usually have to go 
out into the country to see,” said Eakins, 

“but that might just be wishful thinking on 
my part.” - Richard Whittaker 


Ashcroft said 
she is in discussions with UT schools, includ- 
ing the Kinesiology and Health Education 
Department, the Butler School of Music, and 
the School of Fine Arts and off-campus enti- 
ties, including ACC, to run some courses 
under this new umbrella program.

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After two years of delays and gaffes, the 
launch of the MetroRail Red Line was sup- 
posed to be good news for Capital Metro. 
Arguably, it’s only made things worse. Disap- 
pointing ridership figures in the first months 
of operation have only given ammo to those 
who claim rail “Costs Too Much, Does Too 
Little,” as was written on bumper stickers a 
decade ago. So Cap Metro is taking action: 
At the most recent board of directors meet- 
ing at the end of June, the transit agency’s 
staff announced it will undertake a program 
of “ridership enhancement” to bring those 
numbers up. 

The program is badly needed. Cap Metro 
had hoped for 1,700 to 2,000 boardings 
per day, a target that MetroRail easily 
exceeded in the first month due to two 
weeks of free fares and curious citizens. 

But ridership fell to 901 boardings per day 
in April and then fell again to 775 a day in 
May. (Bear in mind that most riders board 
twice a day, assuming they travel round-trip.) 

Those numbers created an ugly financial 
picture for MetroRail: In the 2010 fiscal 
year budget, staff predicted that the subsidy 
per boarding (that is, the remaining cost 
picked up by the taxpayer after the rider has 
paid the fare) would be $17.44. That looks 
bad enough, considering the average bus 
subsidy is around $3.50 per trip. But the 
anemic ridership means the actual subsidy 
is currently $36.69 per one-way rider. 

Cap Metro’s attempt to attract more riders 
will be three-pronged: adjustments to ser- 
vice, marketing/outreach, and possibly lower 
fares. The first prong is already set to roll: A 
“rail connector” bus route from Kramer 
Station will be added as part of the regular 


August service change. “There are several 
major employers near Kramer (IBM, National 
Instruments, Domain to name a few), and 
there is a lot of interest among employees 
to ride rail and use Kramer,” said Cap Metro 
spokesman Adam Shaivitz via e-mail. 

“Our observation is that a lot of bicyclists 
were taking the train to Kramer,” added Cap 
Metro interim CEO Doug Allen in a later 
interview. Presumably, they’re cycling to get 
to jobs a little farther away than walking dis- 
tance from the station. Cap Metro plans to 
make schedule changes that will align bus 
arrival times with train arrivals, and longer- 
term, it hopes to address what has easily 
been the biggest item in the suggestion 
box: running the train more often than just 
its current weekday, rush-hour-only service. 

As for the other prongs, Allen said that in 
rail’s early days back in March, “we didn’t 
do hardly any marketing or outreach, 
because we wanted to make sure the sys- 
tem was working well and reliably. That has 
happened.” Aside from last week’s freight 
train derailment that caused the commuter 
train to cancel a morning of service, he 
said, “We’ve had a 99.7 percent on-time 
rate last month. So now it’s a matter of 
marketing and having outreach to ... make 
sure people understand what their options 
are and how to use the system.” The third 
prong - fares - is less defined at this point, 
but Shaivitz noted that the 31-day pass for 
rail is $7 higher than an express bus pass, 
so it’s possible riders could be wooed from 
the buses over to the train. Ultimately, Cap 
Metro hopes to phase out some of the 
express buses in favor of the train - Allen 
said Cap Metro “cannot afford service that 


is duplicative,” although some of the 
express buses from the suburbs might 
remain if they’re “doing a different role” 
from the train. 

There is an underlying problem with most 
of these solutions, however - how does Cap 
Metro pay for them? Since every transit trip 
is subsidized, then more service costs more 
money, something that has been in short 
supply lately. Allen said the initial Kramer 
connector is no problem - since the Down- 
town and MLK connectors have proven less 
popular than anticipated, some vehicles will 
be removed from those routes and shifted 
to Kramer. As for the rest, “We’re going 
through the budget process now,” Allen 
said. “We’re preparing scenarios. We’ll see 
if we can afford it. The cost to add midday 
service is about $300 per train hour.” Allen 
speculated that perhaps two vehicles might 
perform those midday runs - according to 
the Chronicle's calculations, that might cost 
$1 million per year to an agency with a pro- 
jected $140 million 2011 fiscal year budget, 
most of which comes from sales taxes, 
which Allen said “are coming back to where 
we wanted” after being severely down the 
past couple of years. 

Of course, a major criticism from the 
anti-rail crowd is that rail inevitably takes 
away services from other transit customers 
- and, in fact, Cap Metro trimmed bus and 
paratransit services while completing the 
Red Line in order to balance its budget. Will 
anything be cut to bring more rail? “I don’t 
think so,” Allen said. “I think it’s a matter of 
seeing what all of our services are ... and 
where they all fit into our projected budget.”

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Not Quite Fleet 

City management still catching up with the mess at Fleet Services

More than seven months after city officials 
first told the Chronicle, and the City Council, 
that our November 2009 inquiries about the 
pile of city scrap tires abandoned in Southeast 
Austin were the first they’d heard of the mess 

- and two weeks after they publicly reiterated 
that claim - officials acknowledged last week 
that city management had in fact been for- 
mally alerted to the scrap tire pile in August 
2009, when a Fleet Services manager, Daniel 
Lomas, sent an e-mail to City Manager Marc 
Ott with details about the city’s illegal dump- 
ing of scrap tires - as well as several other 
allegations of misconduct. 

Last week, at a July 8 meeting with the 
Chronicle at City Hall with several key officials 

- including Fleet Officer Gerry Calk, Deputy 
Fleet Officer Urcha Dunbar-Crespo, Chief 
Financial Officer Leslie Browder, Deputy CFO 
Jeff Knodel, Assistant City Attorney Lee Craw- 
ford, and top city spokesman Doug Matthews 

- the officials acknowledged that Ott had 
received the e-mail in question and responded 
to it and had forwarded it to then-City Attorney 
David Smith. (A few days earlier, the officials 
couldn’t immediately find the e-mail and were 
questioning its existence.) However, Crawford 
said, none of the responsible officials - man- 
agers who would presumably need to know, 
especially Browder and Knodel, who have 
direct supervisory authority over Fleet - were 
ever told about the e-mail to Ott or about the 
problems Lomas described. 

Instead, it appears Smith turned the com- 
munication over to the Austin Police Depart- 
ment’s Special Investigations Unit without 
mentioning it to anyone else or even following 
up with Ott. ‘Apparently he didn’t talk to any- 
one in this room” about the e-mail, Crawford 
told the Chronicle at last week’s meeting. “And 
frankly ... he didn’t tell me about it either. The 
people he did tell about 


tire program. Janousek was placed on admin- 
istrative leave shortly after our first story ran 
and was later fired - though the city said it 
terminated him for violating a city personnel 
policy (i.e., lending large amounts of money to 
Almaguer) and not for anything directly con- 
nected to the tire dumping. Janousek is 
appealing his termination. 

After that story was published, Lomas said 
he was stunned to read that the city denied 
knowing anything about the scrap tire situa- 
tion prior to our report. In fact, Lomas said, 
he had been telling his supervisors and city 
management about the problem for months 
- and he had reported to Fleet officials and 
to those at City Hall, including Ott, other 
instances of possible corruption inside Fleet 
for nearly two years. (For details on Lomas’ 
allegations, see “Kicking the Tires at Fleet,” 
July 2.) 

In his Aug. 2, 2009, e-mail to Ott, Lomas 
reported that he’d spoken with Almaguer and 
that the tire man had confirmed that he’d 
picked up scrap tires from the city. “Almaguer 
said he has a stockpile of used scrap tires that 
he got from Bill Janousek that will cost 
$45,000 to $65,000 to dispose of,” Lomas 
wrote to Ott. “Almaguer said he was not sub- 
contracted ... for picking up scrap tires.” 
Lomas also told Ott that Almaguer admitted 
that he was not “registered with the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality as 
required by law for transporting, disposing or 
storing scrap tires.” Ott passed that informa- 
tion on to Smith and assured Lomas that the 
city would “get to the bottom of it.” (The full 
e-mail, along with Ott’s response, is posted 
with this story online.) 

Yet in November 2009, when the Chronicle 
began asking questions about the city’s han- 
dling of scrap tires, Smith had apparently not 
told anybody else in 
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it are the [SIU] people 
at APD,” he said, 

“because [it] appeared 
to involve potential 
criminal conduct.” (In 
late May, Smith resigned 
his position after criti- 
cism of his handling of 

the KeyPoint Government Solutions report 
reviewing the police shooting of Nathaniel 
Sanders II.) 

Some background: The Chronicle first 
reported on Dec. 4, 2009, that thousands of 
tires removed from city vehicles and destined 
for disposal instead were stacked on property 
leased by Victor Almaguer, owner of Vic’s Tire 
Service, who previously had held a contract to 
fix flats on city vehicles. Almaguer was not 
registered to transport or store large numbers 
of tires, as required by Texas law, but said he 
had been told to transport and store them by 
Bill Janousek, the former manager of Fleet’s

management about the 
tire issue or any of the 
other allegations, which 
included questions of 
bid-rigging on city con- 
tracts. And as recently 
as two weeks ago, June 
29, Browder released a 
memo she’d written to Ott, again insisting city 
officials only learned of the scrap tire pile in 
November 2009 - four months after Lomas’ 
e-mail to Ott. 

Reminded of this correspondence last 
week, officials meeting with the Chronicle 
acknowledged that Ott and Smith had been 
told about the pile of tires - but said they 
themselves hadn’t been. That’s about all they 
would say on the topic because, Crawford 
noted, the criminal inquiry into the matter is 
ongoing. (The Travis County District 
Attorney’s Office confirmed that the matter 
remains under investigation.)

‘Extensive Review’ 

So last week’s meeting did not resolve lin- 
gering questions about what Fleet and city 
officials knew about problems in the depart- 
ment or what has been done to address those 
problems. For example, in the course of 
reporting our original story about the scrap 
tire pile, the Chronicle discovered that the city 
had failed since at least 2006 (the first year for 
which we requested records) to properly track 
its scrap tires as required by state law. TCEQ 
requires all scrap tires to be tracked from the 
time they’re removed from a vehicle through 
to their ultimate disposal, via a five-part mani- 
festing form. The city had not properly com- 
pleted any of those forms, making it difficult 
to determine how old tires were being dis- 
posed of. Dunbar-Crespo, who moved to Fleet 
from Purchasing in 2008, says it was at some 
point in 2008 that Fleet officials first realized 
they might have a problem with scrap-tire 
tracking; that led to conversations with TCEQ 
about whether the city was tracking its tires 
properly (it wasn’t, TCEQ said) and what 
needed to be done to comply with environ- 
mental regulations.

Nonetheless, by fall 2009, when we first 
asked for the manifesting records, the city still 
hadn’t changed its faulty practices. “We were 
still investigating,” Dunbar-Crespo said. “We 
had an extensive review going on across the 
board.” (Since December, Calk said, the city 
has revamped its tracking and disposal of used 
tires and has created a multilayered tracking 
process that should keep tires from being 
improperly diverted.) 

In addition to the Aug. 2, 2009, e-mail to 
Ott, Lomas provided the Chronicle with an 
audio recording of an August meeting that 
included Calk, Operations Manager Irvin 
Schmidt, and Fleet’s Human Resources man- 
ager Sharon Huckabee, during which Lomas 
told Calk specifically that the city wasn’t prop- 
erly disposing of its scrap tires. During the 
recorded meeting from Aug. 24, 2009, Lomas 
reported the illegal disposal problem directly to 
Calk, his immediate supervisor. “It’s been going 
on for years . . . that I know of. And you con- 
tinue to let it happen,” Lomas tells Calk on the 
recording. “And I’ve given you where to look, 
and now ... I think it is a liability on the city’s 
behalf because of all the dumping we’ve been 
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doing of discarding these tires improperly. 
And were talking about thousands of tires 
that have been dumped, and were liable for 
them.” Lomas tells Calk that Janousek is 
passing the tires to Almaguer to “dump them 
for him” and reminds Calk that Almaguer is 
not registered to do that work nor is he con- 
tracted with the city to handle scrap tires. 

At the meeting last week, Calk said that 
he remembers the August meeting (con- 
vened to discuss a different topic) but that 
he simply didn’t catch that Lomas was mak- 
ing a “report” that something was wrong 
with the city’s disposal of scrap tires. “I was 
told in that meeting that there was illegal 
dumping going on. [The conversation] did 
not talk about a stockpile of tires. I missed 
picking up on that,” Calk said last week. “I 
just failed to pick up on it; it just did not 
register with me that he was discussing ille- 
gal dumping at that point.” 

Hearing no substantive response from the 
city for months after his initial reports, 
Lomas met in February of this year with 
Browder and Crawford. But Crawford said 
that when Lomas played the recording (in 
part) for them, he wasn’t sure that Lomas’ 
report would have put Calk on “inquiry 
notice” that something was going on that 
needed looking into. 

‘The Best Interest of the City’ 

Both Crawford and Browder diminish the 
importance of Lomas’ recorded August 2009 
meeting with Calk. In her June 29 memo to 
Ott, Browder described the conversation 
with Calk - which in fact lasts nearly five 
minutes - as alternately a “single reference” 
or a “single statement” in a much longer 
meeting. Again last week, Crawford said 
that he didn’t know that Lomas’ statements 
during that meeting - which he called 
“pretty innocuous” - could equate into his 
having reported to anyone in management 
that there was something that needed inves- 
tigation: “Maybe you could have gotten that 
from the snippet of meeting on August 24, 
maybe you didn’t draw that conclusion,” 
Crawford said. “Apparently Gerry [Calk] 
didn’t draw the conclusion at the time.” 

Crawford also acknowledged that he did 
not alert APD to the existence of the record- 
ing (it wasn’t until more than two months 
after the meeting that APD found out about 
the audio, when Lomas told them about it) 
but says he did tell Smith about it. What 
Smith did with that information, Crawford 
doesn’t know. “I’m not going to second-guess 
[Smith’s decisions] at the time,” he said. “I 
can assure you that whatever David did, he 
thought was in the best interest of the city.” 

In the end, officials said they believe the 
backlash over the tires has helped the city to 
redesign its tire program. Fleet has since 
incorporated tires into its regular inventory 
processes, Calk said, and has created several 
new layers of oversight to ensure that tires 
are properly moved through inventory and 
ultimately to the scrap heap. Moreover, 
Crawford said, the city has “taken seriously” 


all allegations that have come up regarding 
possible problems at Fleet. Maybe the city 
hasn’t moved as quickly as the officials “would 
have liked” to get to the bottom of problems, 
but they have worked diligently to do so, he 
said. And the city has hired an outside auditor 
to review Fleet’s operations. That review should 
be complete in three or four weeks, said 
Deputy CFO Knodel. From there, said Browder, 
her department will put “together an action 
plan for anything that needs to be fixed.” 
Overall, said Crawford, the city is commit- 
ted to weeding out the problems at Fleet. “Do 
we feel like we’re headed in the right direction? 
Yes, we do,” he said. “We’ve taken . . . allega- 
tions seriously as they’ve come up, and we’ve 
tried in the past and are currently trying to put 
in place effective controls to make sure that 
we’re wise stewards of the taxpayers’ money. 
That’s the bottom line. And nobody here is 
trying to cheat the taxpayer at all.” ■ 
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Best-Laid Plans 

How does the patchwork of separate plans for the future 
of Central Texas fit together? No one knows.

In Central Texas, right now, there’s a whole 
lot of planning going on. Big visions and deci- 
sions for the region’s next 20 to 30 years are 
being created - or were just adopted - by a 
dizzying array of cities, counties, agencies, 
organizations, and community nonprofits. 
Road maps chosen now will determine where 
we end up when today’s toddlers hit the work 
force in 2030. They’ll also drive hundreds of 
millions of dollars in public investments, fund- 
ed with our tax dollars. So it’s worth making 
sure that we truly endorse the collective course 
set by all of these long-range plans. Just as we 
can trace our history by following the course of 
rivers, roads, train tracks, and power lines 
since the early 1800s, we can foresee the 
Austin area’s future by following the plans for 
water, land use, transportation, and energy. 

Yet across the fast-growing region, it’s no 
one’s job to track and analyze how well all of 
these long-range planning efforts align. The 
plans include the expensive Big Eight newly 
affecting Austin (see “Plans in Play,” p.28): 

• the emerging city of Austin 

comprehensive plan, 

• the adopted Capital Area Metropolitan 

Planning Organization 2035 plan, 

• the emerging Austin Energy 2020 plan, 

• the adopted Austin Independent School 

District 2010-2015 plan (and emerging 

facilities plan), 

• the adopted Austin Community College 

2011-2013 plan, 

• the emerging Travis County 2035 

facilities plan, and comprehensive plan, 

• the adopted Capital Metro 2020 service 

plan, and 

• the emerging Lower Colorado River 

Authority 2100 plan. 

With so many potentially powerful plans in 
development simultaneously, it might seem 
practical, prudent, and fiscally responsible for 
regional leaders to call for at least an advisory 
cross-check. But no one has stepped up to 
address that need. How will the various loca- 
tions that individual agencies choose (for their 
new water mains, schools, job training cam- 
puses, and rapid bus and rail transit) advance 
- or defeat - a presumed goal of growing as 
one sustainable, 
compact, con- 
nected place? It’s 
anyone’s guess. 


No one agency is the keeper of the plans; no 
one brain (or brain trust) in Austin has ana- 
lyzed them collectively. (Indeed, so far as 
numerous reporting inquiries could determine, 
no single person has actually read all the cur- 
rent plan documents in full.) Is anyone looking 
across the region’s long-range planning efforts 
and advising all the players on cross-sector 
opportunities or looming conflicts? Identifying 
collaborative opportunities for efficiencies that 
would save taxpayers money? The answer, said 
Travis County Commissioner Sarah Eckhardt, 
is a “big fat no.” 

The Common Costs 

There’s a reason for that. The current push 
for concurrent long-range planning is new in 
Central Texas - a response to our rapid growth, 
in becoming a metro area of more than 1 mil- 
lion people - so we’re still getting the hang of 
it. Historically, there’s been a strong Texas 
political and cultural suspicion of any public 
“planning” at all - fueled partly by business 
and monied interests cool to interference in 
their private-sector plans and partly by a “prop- 
erty rights” tradition that rejects almost any 
governmental regulation of private property. 

But for our lack of coordination as a region- 
al community, we pay a price. “The biggest 
problem arising from uncoordinated programs 
is that they will likely cost much more in the 
long run,” said Kent Butler, director of the 
graduate program in community and regional 
planning at the University of Texas’ School of 
Architecture. “We don’t operate regionally as 
efficiently as we should,” observed Sean 
Moran, who earlier this year left his position 
as director of Regional Services for the Capital 
Area Council of Governments (CAPCOG). 
Without a shared regional vision, “I think 
we’ll start to lose opportunities for economic 
development,” commented Joe Cantalupo, 
who recently left his position as executive 
director of CAMPO. “Everyone’s screaming for 
greater coordination” between CAMPO and 
CAPCOG, he said - although Cantalupo him- 
self doesn’t see that as a catch-all solution. 
CAPCOG is widely regarded as a weak player 
in regional planning; it has not provided or 
roused the leadership, sense of urgency, or 
funding necessary to forge decisive regional 
solutions. (A subcommittee of its board mem- 
bers is looking at the issue now.) Cantalupo 


did concede that without coordination, “you 
always run the risk of tripping over each other. 
You can have two very well-meaning, capable 
organizations that develop plans that work at 
cross purposes.” 

Eckhardt cited three big risks of uncon- 
nected long-range plans: wasted opportuni- 
ties, wasted resources, and wasted money. 
“We have an abundance of natural assets,” she 
noted, “that are quickly disappearing due to a 
lack of planning and coordinated effort.” 
Asked for specific examples of the problem, 
Envision Central Texas board Chair Travis 
Froehlich (whose day job is chief strategy 
officer for the Seton Family of Hospitals) 
points to the region’s failure to collaborate on 
a corridor plan for State Highway 130. “Though 
there was some effort to encourage coordinat- 
ed land use planning and other collaborations 
early on,” he said, “not much actually came to 
fruition.” Butler points to the fact that the 
city’s Austin Water utility is building an 
expensive new water treatment plant (Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4) on Lake Travis - just a 
jet-ski ride away from where Brushy Creek 
Regional Utility Authority is building its own, 
separate new water treatment plant, “all with 
little or no coordination.” That missed oppor- 
tunity to work 
collaboratively 
translates to big 
increases in water 
rates, he said, 


particularly straining households struggling 
with poverty (which include 19% of Travis 
County’s children). 

The two projects also reflect burgeoning 
regional (and statewide) competition for 
resources, especially water. It’s difficult to get 
competing communities to collaborate on 
long-range planning if they (rightly or wrong- 
ly) perceive a direct conflict in their interests. 
The risk, said Butler: “Over time, the cost and 
reliability of municipal water supplies is likely 
to become more precious, less secure, and 
much more expensive.” 

Cantalupo noted that Austin, for most of the 
past decade, ranked as the nation’s No. 1 most 
traffic-congested midsize city. In 2009, the 
Texas Transportation Institute ranked Austin as 
a large city instead; we’re now tied for No. 10 in 
that category for traffic congestion by annual 
delay per traveler (29 hours/27 gallons wasted). 
“If we could turn back the clock 20 or 30 years 
and had figured out a way to work more closely 
together, and coordinate, would we have wound 
up better on that?” Cantalupo asked. “I believe 
that it would have helped.” 

Eckhardt pointed to our region’s recent fail- 
ure to be optimally competitive for millions in 
federal funds; she said we’ve lost out on fed- 
eral stimulus money, U.S. Housing and Urban 
Development funding (low-income housing), 
Department of Transportation TIGER grants 
(transformational transit), and Department of

Justice Byrne grants (juvenile/criminal justice 
and drug prevention), “because we could not 
compete with other areas sporting a higher 
degree of intergovernmental coordination .” 

If other planning efforts fail to support the 
CAMPO 2035 Regional Transportation Plan, a 
big first step toward advancing compact 
regional development over sprawl, said 
Cantalupo, “we’re going to wind up spending 
more time in our cars. The price we pay indi- 
vidually is losing time - time with your kids or 
doing things you enjoy, like reading a book or 
going for a walk.” 

The Status duo 

In Texas, no one single entity has official 
authority to link planning across jurisdictions 
and issues. While other areas of the country 
benefit from regional planning entities which 
have both power and money, we have no such 
animal. Instead, Central Texas relies on an 
awkward constellation of three quasi-govern- 
mental authorities to promote regional think- 
ing and action - CAMPO (federal authority for 
transportation planning, with power and fund- 
ing for five counties), CAPCOG (voluntary 


10-county association, with some federal and 
state funding for individual programs and 
plans), and Envision Central Texas (voluntary 
five-county nonprofit, with no official power). 

Many interviewed praised ECT for leading

E: — regionalism. “The 


2004 ECT vision was never officially adopted 
by any other entity besides itself. Like a com- 
mon-law marriage, it’s now treated as real 
simply because it’s been around so long. The 
nonprofit has struggled to stay relevant; it suf- 
fers from funding reductions, a tiny staff, and a 
too disparate board that ducks advocacy. Like 


Council Member Chris Riley noted that as an 
elected official, he serves on the boards of 
Austin Energy, Capital Metro, CAMPO, 
CAPCOG (and its Clean Air Coalition), and 
the Texas Municipal League; that leads to 
some natural cross-pollinating. “There’s 
always nuts-and-bolts interaction, which takes 
place outside the context of the long-range 
plans,” he said. 

Belinda Powell, strategic planning manager 
for Travis County, cited efforts to ensure that 
the county’s Downtown campus master plan 
advances the urban design goals of the city’s 
Downtown Austin Plan, as well as city and Cap 
Metro plans for transit and strategic mobility. 
ACC spokeswoman Alexis Patterson said the 
college is tuned in to plans for future rail tran- 
sit: “It’s a factor in many of our recent acquisi- 
tions (rail alongside the Leander, Highland 
Mall, and Kyle properties and in proximity to 
the Elgin land),” she said in an e-mail. Joey 
Crumley, planning supervisor for AISD, cited 
the school district’s community outreach as it 
develops its first comprehensive facilities mas- 
ter plan. And Cap Metro’s Doug Allen pointed 
out that all major transportation studies occur

ty unique,” observed Doug Allen, interim 
president/CEO at Capital Metro. (On Sept. 10, 
ECT will host the third of its 2010 regional 
forum series, this one called Getting the 
Biggest Bang for Our Buck: Can We Improve 
the Way We Grow in Central Texas?)

CAPCOG, ECT hasn’t proved equal to broker- 
ing agreement on one unified region plan, 
which addresses the interdependence of pressing 
issues - what’s now termed “sustainability.”

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through CAMPO’s annual Unified Planning 
Work Program, which is “intended to foster 
good regional coordination on various plan- 
ning efforts.” In addition, he said, “We have an 
informal group of representatives at an execu- 
tive level from CAMPO, Central Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority, the Texas Department of 
Transportation’s regional office, Cap Metro, 
and the city of Austin that meets monthly to 
coordinate and dialogue on transportation.” 

From Conversation to 
Coordination 

Yet for the most part, long-range plans and 
master plans remain isolated in organizational 
silos. It’s a problem even within single organi- 
zations. Neither the city of Austin nor Travis 
County has compiled an internal directory - 
or even maintains a complete list - of its own 
departmental long-range and master plans. 
(The city’s comprehensive planning staff 
began compiling one recently, after the city 
was unable to produce a list for this article.) 
Austin is developing a comprehensive plan, 


but its scope is the city and its extraterritorial 
jurisdiction - with just a best-guess look at 
the larger region. In following the public pro- 
cess for the comprehensive plan, Butler said 
he’s become “keenly interested and con- 
cerned” about the need for “a more integrated 
and unified planning process” across depart- 
ments. For example, he said, “The opportuni- 
ties to integrate water and electric and road- 
way planning are immense.” 

“There is a need for regional thinking,” 
asserted Gamer Stoll, the staff lead on the 
city of Austin’s comprehensive plan, as an 
assistant director in the Planning and 
Development Review Department. “Envision 
Central Texas started that dialogue. But it 
never got past the vision level. The ECT 
vision was very important, and it had a major 
influence. But it never translated into imple- 
men table plans.” 

Now, he said, “It is real important to rec- 
oncile the plans. But maybe even more 
important is to have a system that causes the 
plans to actually be implemented. That 
seems to be lacking from regional planning 


in Texas. The housing market, the economy 
and job growth, natural systems and envi- 
ronmental issues - none of that pays any 
attention to municipal boundaries.” 

Cantalupo agreed. “You can look at the 
CAMPO plan, city of Austin comprehensive 
plan, any plan - what it’s going to boil down 
to at the end of the day is whether people 
who are responsible for implementing it carry 
it out,” he said. “We’re just sort of tmsting. 
... To a certain extent, we’ve just sort of 
depended on accident and luck to be sure 
that these things can get done. I don’t think 
we can do that anymore.” 

Toward Solutions 

Several officials and observers suggested a 
structural solution: Consolidate CAMPO 
and CAPCOG. The North Central Texas 
Council of Governments (which is also the 
region’s metropolitan planning organiz- 
ation) was frequently cited as a positive 
model. Riley said that on a chamber of com- 
merce visit to Phoenix he was favorably

Sustainable Planning 

Our region certainly isn’t the only one strug- 
gling to get a cohesive act together. Recognizing 
that regional planning needs help nationwide, the 
U.S. Congress has provided $150 million to the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development 
for a Sustainable Communities Initiative that 
integrates housing and transportation and envi- 
ronmental planning - funding land-use plans and 
zoning that “incorporate livability, sustainability, 
and social equity principles!’ In addition, Congress 
is currently debating the Livable Communities 
Act, which would provide more than $4 billion 
for local governments to shape development with 
planning that co-locates transportation, homes, 
and businesses. The joint Housing and Urban 
Development/Department of Transportation/ 
Environmental Protection Agency livability initia- 
tive is similarly focused on getting more bang for 
the federal buck by funding cross-sector projects 
that advance multiple objectives. Additionally, the 
federal TIGER II grant program offers funds for 
regional transportation plans. 

Central Texas wants to win its fair share of that 
highly sought-after money. To win a grant of up to 
$5 million, a working group convened by Envision 
Central Texas is meeting regularly now on a joint 
grant application (due Aug. 23) to fund a regional 
plan for sustainable development. If our region can 
win one of the highly competitive national grants, 
the funded project (related to implementing the 
CAMPO 2035 plan) should help to coalesce both 
planning and action. The city of Austin’s transporta- 
tion department is also planning a collaborative 
approach to a TIGER II grant application. - K.G. 


impressed by the Maricopa Association of 
Governments - another MPO-COG. (Both 
regions have successfully built regional rail 
transit systems - advanced by their councils 
of government.) Las Vegas and Reno also 
have strong MPO-COGs. 

So far CAMPO (which has more money and 
power) has been cool to the idea of a merger. 
But Betty Voights, executive director of 
CAPCOG, said she’s been advocating a first 
step of co-locating for a while. The COG has 
minimal staff or funds to 
do broad regional plan- 
ning, she said; it is fund- 
ed only to do single-issue 
strategic plans for eco- 
nomic development, air 
quality, solid waste, 
emergency communica- 
tions, homeland security, 
and criminal justice. But Voights cautioned 
that “two-thirds of my board is rural, from 
outside the area that’s concerned about 
regional planning. Frankly, that may be why 
the MPO doesn’t want us and why they don’t 
push us into a bigger role.” 

Rural counties and towns in Texas have 
tended to view suspiciously any planning 
efforts that originate from urban areas. Yet in 
our region, they also look to Austin and Travis 
County for protection from encroaching, 
unplanned development and its consequences 
- like gravel pits, traffic, and environmental 


degradation. Meanwhile, CAMPO board mem- 
bers each have tended to advocate for their 
jurisdiction’s separate interests rather than 
acting as stewards for the region as a whole. 

CAPCOG veteran Sean Moran, who now 
teaches at ACC, said that while few will argue 
publicly against consolidating the two groups 
(and perhaps ECT as well), in private they 
protect the status quo. According to Moran, 
the real problem is internal resistance: “Look 
at who was providing oversight to those plans 


- county judges, [Sen.] Kirk Watson, a whole 
list of people. They like to have influence over 
a process,” he said. “So that’s your obstacle - 
it’s going to change the landscape, as far as 
who has influence and power and who does 
not.” He added: “They’re not motivated, 
because it will change the landscape not only 
for the boards but for the staffs as well. People 
fear change.” 

Moran believes the idea of a merger has 
merit, however. “If they were to become one 
organization, the territory issue would instant- 
ly be gone. You would see a lot of consolida- 


tion and coordination naturally occur if you 
could get those organizations under the same 
roof.” (There’s also a practical barrier: The city 
of Austin provides the MPO with leased 
offices at One Texas Center, and its staff 
doesn’t want to move to the rather depressing 
space shared by CAPCOG and ECT, far from 
the center of town.) 

Moran suggested a way to push through the 
resistance: Bring in an outside consultant to 
objectively assess the advantages and down- 
sides of a joint MPO-COG 
and report them publicly. “If 
the business community and 
its leadership said, ‘We want 
to make sure we’re getting the 
biggest bang for our buck,’ 
that would do it,” said Moran. 
“If we really look at it and 
decide it’s not for Austin, then 
fine - that’s an intelligent decision.” Voights 
said she was amenable to the idea: “I’m will- 
ing to open up my books to look at it and 
figure it out.” 

Like others, Stoll pointed to Oregon (par- 
ticularly the Portland region) as a model for 
integrated regional planning. According to 
national transportation consultant Paul Bay, 
“Albany, New York, has done an exceptional 
job; San Diego, Sacramento, and Salt Lake 
City regions all do an above-average job.” 

Stoll said the Denver region, where he for- 
merly worked, may offer a more realistic

middle-course model for Central Texas. The 
Denver Regional Council of Governments 
(affectionately known as “Dr. Cog”) serves 
as the regional planning commission for the 
Denver metro area. In 2000, it helped ratify 
the Mile High Compact, a voluntary agree- 
ment among Denver metro area cities and 
counties to manage growth throughout the 
region by adhering to a collective quality-of- 
life vision and set of principles. Helping 
DRCOG get it done was the Metro Mayors 
Caucus, a cooperative alliance of the may- 
ors of 39 cities and towns (urban, subur- 
ban, and rural). According to the caucus 
website, the metro region s elected officials 
collaborate on “providing leadership and 
creative solutions on some of the most chal- 
lenging issues in our region” that require 
collective action “and cannot be effectively 
addressed by any one jurisdiction acting 
alone.” Stoll credited the caucus with 
advancing numerous progressive growth 
strategies. Recently, they’ve been working 
together on Complete Streets policies to 
encourage multimodal transportation. 

In Austin, Mayor Lee Leffingwell is work- 
ing to simply organize a first step: a joint 
presentation of various regional plans. The 
mayor’s office hopes to host it in August or 
September; Leffingwell has asked for the 
city’s Channel 6 to tape, broadcast, and 
archive the presentations. Said Leffingwell: 
“We want to be sure these different agencies 
are working together and with area govern- 
ments so we have a coordinated, regional 
answer to our long-range issues.” A series of 
PowerPoint presentations does not a regional 
plan make - but it’s a start. 

Leffingwell said he’s been meeting with 
mayors from the five-county area; he cur- 
rently has no plan to convene a formal 
group like the Metro Mayors Caucus. But 
perhaps it’s an opportune moment. 

“It’s a very exciting time, with so many 
planning efforts going on,” observed Powell. 
“It does afford us an opportunity to collabo- 
rate on a cohesive future vision.” 

Meanwhile, the local group Liveable City 
has been working on a field guide to 
Austin-area planning efforts. It focuses on 
the city of Austin, ACC, and AISD. Board 
Member Mark Yznaga, who also serves on 
the Austin Comprehensive Plan Citizens 
Advisory Task Force, said the final interac- 
tive guide (with policy points, contact 
information, and critical dates) will be 
posted at www.liveablecity.org. “This was 
developed after we understood the large num- 
ber of important planning and policy issues 
that were going forward in this short time 
frame,” he said. “In our mind, these are the 
years that will change Austin’s future.” ■

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A Fallen Catholic in 
a Fallen Church

During the election of 2008, I sought to 
pray for my country Not to pray for a specific 
outcome, but for the well-being of my country 
To do this in my apartment seemed somehow 
inadequate. I wanted to pray among others 
who share our country’s fate. So, for the 
first time since boyhood, I attended church 
somewhat regularly - Saint Joseph’s, a largely 
Hispanic congregation in Lubbock. I had not 
been to a Catholic service since Vatican II 
and had no desire to hear Mass celebrated in 
English. Understanding Spanish as little as I 
understand Latin, I attended Saturday after- 
noon Spanish services. 

I am what they call a “fallen Catholic,” 
but no matter how far a Catholic 
may fall, to step into a Catholic 
church is a solemn, utterly famil- 
iar feeling. Over the years I’d 
sometimes entered an empty 
Catholic church to light a can- 
dle for someone or to pray by 
myself or just to sit. I’ve taken 
off my hat, dipped my fingers in 
the holy water, and made the sign 
of the cross. Before entering a pew, I’ve 
observed custom and knelt toward the altar 
and again made the sign of the cross (repeat- 
ing this when I left the pew). 

Why? I don’t believe the doctrine, I know 
too much church history to revere the institu- 
tion, and its Dantean sense of order I find false 
and stifling. Yet mine were not empty gestures. 
What was I praying to? What, with these per- 
formances or echoes of ritual, was I honoring? 
Something in my bond with the infinite resides 
in those gestures of ritual, and I have been 
content to let that be. Faithful or not, some- 
thing strong in me still is Catholic. It would be 
petulant intellectual pride to deny that. 

Then, appropriately enough, at an Easter 
dinner, another somewhat fallen Catholic and 
I - both of us working-class men - conversed 


about the church of our childhood. I spoke of 
my father’s death and how, for the first time 
as an adult, I’d desired to go to confession in 
order to take Holy Communion at the next 
day’s Mass. I didn’t need a reason. It was just 
something I wanted. 

But I felt a shade embarrassed. What would 
I say in the confessional? “Forgive me, Father, 
for I have sinned. It has been 40-odd years 
since my last confession. In all honesty, I am 
not sorry enough for my sins to deserve abso- 
lution.” Something like that. 

I walked to a church in the evening, only to 
find it locked. The churches of my childhood 
were never locked, and there was always 
a priest present to hear confession. 
In fact, I’d thought the great dif- 
ference between Catholics and 
Protestants was that Protestants 
locked their churches and 
Catholics didn’t. Well, now 
Catholics do. Another boyish 
illusion gone. Since I couldn’t 
take Communion without con- 
fession, the impulse passed. 

“But you can!” said my sur- 
prised conversant. “Since Vatican II, you can.” 
Here I was confronted by a paradox that 
floored me, for I heard myself say, with no 
small indignation: “That’s wrong! That just 
flat out ain’t right. I could never do that.” 
Then: “Oh, my God! Obviously, in some part 
of me, all this intellect doesn’t matter. I still 
believe that Communion without confession 
is a sin.” 

I was laughing, but also not. In spite of 
my private, painful investigations into what 
the word “God” might mean for me, there 
still lived that boy Michael who believed. Yes, 
and that teen Michael who for a time thought 
of becoming a priest. (I was dissuaded by 
remembering that priests must swear obedi- 
ence to church hierarchy. Obedience is not 


one of my virtues. And there was the rather 
large stumbling block that, intellectually, even 
at 16, I could not accept the church, nor 
would it likely accept me. Father Michael was 
not to be.) 

Still, there I was that Easter, feeling that the 
sacrament of Communion without the sacra- 
ment of confession was wrong. 

This was something else I let be. James 
Hillman taught me that there are rocks in the 
psyche, fixed points in oneself that had best 
not be messed with. These rocks - some are 
boulders, some emeralds and jade. If some of 
my rocks are remnants of Catholicism, that’s 
how it is. The saints, the Virgin, the mysteries 
of the sacraments, the statues and stained- 
glass windows, the incense, Gregorian chant - 


no getting past them. A few years ago, in New 
Mexico, I’d even asked a priest for his bless- 
ing. Rocks, the beautiful and the unbeautiful. 
Step around them. Let them be. 

Buddha taught that one must make peace 
with the god or gods of one’s childhood. 
Honoring the Catholic in me was sort of a way 
of doing that. 

So, as I’ve said, during the election of 2008 
I went to Mass. The Spanish language was so 
like Latin that I understood most of the same 
words - Dios and the like. And I was comfort- 
able among olive-skinned working people very 
like the Italians and Sicilians who surrounded 
me in church as a kid. What struck me deeply 
was that there were no altar boys. (My broth- 
ers had been altar boys.) Instead, to my great

surprise: altar girls! Led by a girl in her 
teens who performed her tasks with splen- 
did dignity and beamed a serene joy To be 
honest, I did not think of all the church’s 
sins against women, which are many and 
mighty I was moved almost to tears that 
these girls, and several lay women, were 
part of what had been a strictly male service 
in my youth. The priests were fairly young, 
enthusiastic as well as reverent. Among 
these men, women, and children, it felt 
somehow whole to pray for the well-being 
of our country. 

The Hasidic Rabbi Pinhas taught that 
“prayer unites the principles.” One prays 
not to supplicate but to unite with God 
and with community. For me, it means 
to declare oneself a willing participant in 
something larger and a neighbor to others. 
As for the worth of prayer, measuring that is 
as pointless as trying to measure the worth 
of art (which, they say, started as prayer). 
For me, the declaration of solidarity is 
something valuable in itself. 

Of course, nowadays, to mention the 
Catholic Church is to invoke its sexual- 
abuse scandals that have implicated, by his 
inaction, even the pope. In the church of 
my childhood, “abuse” wasn’t called that. 
It wasn’t called anything. As a boy, I was 
intimate with the abuses of priests and 
nuns. Except for a few beatings with a ruler, 
it didn’t happen to me, but it happened to 
people I loved. These scandals have shown 
the world an ugliness that for generations 
has been cloaked in silence: When threat- 
ened with exposure, the Vatican’s prime 
response is to protect itself, not its kids. 

The Catholic Church has always been 
about saving souls, not people. Do not 
in the least discount the efforts over the 
centuries of many thousands of sincere 
priests, nuns, and Catholic lay people, 
such as Dorothy Day, who, as she said, 
have worked to “advance to that kind of 
society where it is easier to be good.” But, 
theologically, Holy Mother Church is about 
saving one’s immortal soul through the 
administration of the sacraments; that, and 
the continuance of the church itself, which, 
if I correctly understand the doctrine, is 
one with Christ. When you’re a believing 
child, you’re taught priests and nuns liter- 
ally represent and speak for Christ. When 
a nun beats you, it is Christ beating you. 
When a priest violates you, it is Christ 
violating you. What could be more terribly 
unfathomable to a child? That is why my 
brother Aldo would write: “Christ dwells in 
cancer cells.” 

So, when I now and again attend Saint 
Joseph’s, I am a fallen Catholic in a fallen 
church. I can’t hide from my sins and, now, 
neither can the church. We revealed our 
sins in confessionals. Now the church is 
forced to confess to the world. 

Still there is this, for me: As you get older, 
you kneel beside more and more graves of 
those you love. When I kneel beside a loved 
one’s grave, I make the sign of the cross. I 
just do. I can’t not. ■ 
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‘SWIFT SOLOS' 

The man who set the B-hoy bar 


Ken Swift might be the most famous danc- 
er you’ve never heard of, but that wouldn’t be 
the fault of olive Dance Theatre. This 
Philadelphia-based company set its course 
eight years ago: to “explore, master, and ele- 
vate the dance form of Breakin’ to solid 
ground, beyond capital and commercial gain 
into the realm of artistry.” Mission accom- 
plished, at least according to the National 
Endowment for the Arts, which this year 
favored oDT with one of its American 
Masterpieces grants for dance, which have 
been awarded previously to the companies of 
Alvin Ailey, Merce Cunningham, and Martha 
Graham. Swift Solos, the program that olive 
Dance Theatre is bringing to Reagan High 
School this weekend under the auspices of 
the ever-encompassing Dance Umbrella, is 
based on the life of ultimate B-boy Ken Swift. 

In a way, the NEA grant really is a stamp of 
legitimacy for breakin’, which emerged from a 
folk background. “Breakin’ started at block 


parties hosted outside in the summertime or 
springtime,” says oDT’s company manager, 
Brooks Jones. “They were listening to old 
Sixties and Seventies funk and soul, and 
there’s always the break, that one moment in 
the song where all the other instruments 
except the drums fade out. So Kenny and his 
crew back in the day, they would hang out at 
the party, talk to girls, dance, but really just 
be waiting for that moment, the break in the 
record, and they would literally break on the 
break.” From there, breakin’ grew outward, 
onto street corners and into films, television, 
presidential inaugurations, and world tours. 
And Ken Swift was at the center of breakin ’s 
greatest mass culture popularity. 

“Ken set the standard for where the bar is 
placed in the aesthetic of breakin’ in 1982,” 
says Jones, “and B-boys are still holding 
themselves to that aesthetic now. Which is 
kind of remarkable. But Kenny’s so incredibly 
humble, if he knew I was saying any of these

things about him, he would probably deny all 
of it.” Artistic Director Jamie Merwin agrees: 
“Ken probably wouldn’t say this about him- 
self, but I think you could say Kenny’s name 
to a breaker in any country on this planet - 
and there are breakers in every country, for 
sure - and they would know the name Ken

Swift. They might not speak English, but they 
would know the name. There’s just some- 
thing about him, the way he moves, his own 
style, his commitment to the aesthetics and 
the details, the intention of all of it. Kenny is 
very clean. He’s not a power dancer; he’s 
very precise and intentional. Crisp and 
together and mature. Open and curious.” 

Swift Solos will focus on the events in 
Swift’s life, but from a movement perspec- 
tive, highlighting the influences that shaped 
him as a B-boy, as well as articulating the 
inspiration Swift has been for the dancers in 
the show. “We really built the show around 
questions,” says Merwin. “What is the 
impact you can have when you follow your 
dream? How can we overcome struggle? Who 
is Ken Swift?” 

For the curious, Swift will have a cameo in 
both performances of Solos and will judge a 
B-boy contest, Double Trouble, for Texas 
crews on Sunday at the Millennium Youth 


Entertainment Complex.

AUSTIN CHAMBER 
MUSIC FESTIVAL 2010 

Old friends, fresh faces, and a little 
bit of badass 

Throughout the year, the Austin 
Chamber Music Center celebrates the 
traditions of chamber music with pro- 
grams that highlight Austin’s prodigious 
talents. When July rolls around, though, 
the center switches gears, throwing the 
door wide to explore the best - and 
most unique - musical collaborations 
taking place around the world. It’s sum- 
mertime, after all. When better to let 
loose and explore? 

Chamber music occupies a unique 
position in the arts economy. Whereas 
large ensembles or superstar soloists 
require huge investments for tour stops, 
chamber groups tend to be more limber 
and accessible. Even the most lauded 
of them requires just a fraction of the 
fees necessary to present a Yo-Yo Ma or 
Hilary Hahn. This reality creates a kind 
of a sweet spot for chamber musicians 
that’s rare in performance today: They 
benefit from touring as much as possi- 
ble, and since their fees are affordable, 
the opportunity for them to be booked 
widely and often is extensive. This is a 
win-win for any ambitious ensemble, new 
or seasoned. Both will be in evidence 
over the next three weeks. 

Following its opening weekend produc- 
tion of the chamber opera The Man Who 
Mistook His Wife for a Hat (see review, 
p.66), the 2010 Austin Chamber Music

HARVEY PEKAR 
BOB SWAIN 

In memoriam 

Harvey Pekar has been part of The 
Austin Chronicle for almost its entire 
existence, first appearing on a cover in 
May 1983. Though he never left his 
beloved Cleveland, he was one of our 
contributors for more than 20 years. 

We pay tribute to Pekar, who died July 12 at age 70, on p.6. 

An influential theatremaker is gone. J. Robert Swain, 
known to friends as Bob, died July 7, one day shy of his 
82nd birthday. The native of Detroit arrived in Austin in the 
Seventies, following stints in Martin, Tenn., where he 
launched the Vanguard Theatre at the University of 
Tennessee at Martin, and San Antonio, where he taught the- 
atre at Trinity University and co-founded the First Repertory 
Company, where he worked with Jaston Williams and Joe 
Sears early in their careers. Moving up 1-35, he served as a 
professor of drama and theatre arts at Austin Community 
College and artistic director for the Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center, where he gave work in the costume shop to a young 
Stephen MacMillan Moser. (For the Style Avatar’s remem- 
brance of Swain, see “After a Fashion,” p.40.) Actor and 
designer Michael Sullivan, who first worked with Swain (and 
Williams) on a production of Marat/Sade at Zach, recalls: 
“Bob was a Marine and often took the directorial approach 
of a drill instructor, especially when it came to actors learning 
their lines. Woe to the actor who showed up with a script on 
the day that Bob declared that a cast was to be ‘off-book.’ 

But Bob, with his ready smile and good humor, was ultimate- 
ly a benevolent dictator as a director, and every member of a 
cast, from the most to the least experienced, always learned 
and benefited from Bob’s insights.” Swain is survived by his 
wife, Polly; son Robb and daughter-in-law Lorrie; grandsons 
Colby, Brandon, and Dillon; and the mother of his children, 
Doris Jane Swain of San Antonio. - Robert Faires 


Festival turns to the eccentric 
and diverse world of cham- 
ber music, creating a musical 
conversation about opportu- 
nity, innovation, and that 
good old hallmark of the 
genre, intimacy. Over coffee, 
artistic director and regular 
performer Michelle 
Schumann discussed the festival from the 
inside looking out. What first strikes you is 
the sheer rigor of the festival’s schedule. 

In Schumann’s words, “You know in cham- 
ber music you better love what you do, 
because you’re always working.” No one 
who has seen Schumann lead the center, 
from the podium or the piano, would ques- 
tion whether she’s found the right gig. 

Between now and the end of the 
month, Schumann will oversee eight 
major concerts, eight free concerts 
(including two just for kids), a summer 
workshop, nine Behind the Scenes con- 
versations with festival artists, master 
classes, receptions, and more. This is 
precisely the point of a festival, though: 
For a finite period of time, it’s an invita- 
tion to openly obsess about something 
you love, without public scorn. 

This week’s festival highlights include 
three concerts at Bates Recital Hall 
with old friends, fresh faces, and a little 
bit of badass:

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As for the Man in Chair in Zach’s staging, 
well, Martin Burke effortlessly sells us on his 
deathless affection for The Drowsy Chaperone 
of 1928. The character is a tad misanthropic - 
his devotion to stage musicals on albums but 
aversion to seeing them performed live echoes 
the contention of Linus in the old Peanuts 
strip that “I love mankind. It’s people I cant 
stand!” - but when the musical strikes up, 
Burke lights up like a child with two fistfuls of 
cake and devours the performance with just as 
much joy. As he’s done so effectively with the 
Little Elf in The Santaland Diaries, this gifted 
actor hones his character’s sardonic edge to 
the point of hilarity and yet leaves room for his 
humanity, an opening through which he can 
be touched and we may glimpse his heart. 

That the show that touches Man in Chair 
is ridiculous is part of the point - and not 
so we can feel superior to him for liking this 
hooey. We all have our guilty pleasures, those 
diversions which engage us despite their lack 
of artistic power or depth. Remember what 
Noel Coward taught us: “Extraordinary how 
potent cheap music is.” Even throwaway 
works can enthrall us. The thing is, Man in 
Chair needn’t be talking about show tunes at 
all. This show could just as easily be about 
The Golden Girls or the first Twilight movie or 
the last Harry Potter book, about the comic 
where Spider-Man and Daredevil fight the 
Circus of Crime or the Astros’ loss to the 
Phillies in the fifth game of the 1980 National 
League Championship - anything that some- 
one revisits repeatedly and comes to know 
intimately, as an enthusiast. Ultimately, The 
Drowsy Chaperone is about what entertains us, 
what connects with us in spite of - perhaps 
even because of - its obvious flaws. The heart 
wants what it wants. In the end, what matters 
is not whether it’s a musical or a movie or a 
game; what matters is that whatever it is has 
the power, time and again, to spirit you away 
from your world of woes and leave you drowsy 
from its ineffable charms. ■

People who finish your sentences for you. 
People who interrupt you when you’re doing 
something important. People whose cell 
phones go off in the theatre. People who 
answer their cell phones when they go off in 
the theatre. Honestly, doesn’t the rudeness of 
some people today make you want to just lock 
the door, close the blinds, and lose yourself in 
some bit of mindless entertainment? 

Man in Chair feels your pain. This otherwise 
anonymous figure at the heart of The Drowsy 
Chaperone, currently at Zach Theatre, has seclud- 
ed himself in his apartment precisely because of 
that boorish mob beyond his door, and as the 
play opens, he’s preparing to escape from the 
uncivil modem world by listening to the cast 
album of an obscure 1920s musical - his per- 
sonal tonic for feeling blue. But before he can 
set the turntable spinning, he becomes aware 
of us, the audience, in his sanctum sanctomm, 
a turn of events which, given his aversion to 
society, might seem unwelcome. But he invites 
us to stay, a decision that ultimately says less 
about his interest in our company than about 
the pull this particular musical has on him and 
his desire, even need, to share 
with someone this nearly for- 
gotten trifle of Broadway Past 
from which he has derived - 
and continues to derive - so 
much pleasure. For Man in 
Chair not only plays the musi- 
cal for us, he provides us with 
a mnning commentary on it, 
explaining in inordinate detail 
what makes it special, how it 
came to be, who’s performing 
it, and what became of them. 

The result is a play as much 
about one man’s fascination 
with a work of entertainment 
- and not an especially stellar 
one, it turns out - as about 
the work itself. 

Of course, there is no 
such work as The Drowsy 
Chaperone. It’s purely the 
invention of Bob Martin and Don McKellar, 
who wrote the book, and Lisa Lambert and 
Greg Morrison, who created the music and 
lyrics. Taking their cue from the kind of frothy, 
frivolous shows that were all the rage in the Jazz 
Age - fluff like No, No, Nanette; Good News; 
and a slew of musicals by the Gershwins, Cole 
Porter, and their peers (Oh, Kay!; Pardon My 
English; Fifty Million Frenchmen; et al.) that are 
never revived anymore because their books are 
so flimsy - this foursome has concocted the 
ne plus ultra of featherheaded, preposterous 
Roaring Twenties song-and-dance spectacles. Of 
course, its heroine is an impossibly glamorous 
stage star who’s abandoning the Great White 


Way for wedded bliss (in this case, to a wealthy 
man-about-town whom she’s known for about 
10 minutes). And her cigar-chomping producer 
is out to sabotage the ceremony in hopes that it 
will lead his leading lady back to the spotlight, 
thus saving his new musical, as well as his own 
skin, what with the mob having dispatched to 
the wedding a pair of enforcers masquerad- 
ing as pastry chefs. The hostess for the whole 
affair is a scatterbrained socialite whose every 
move must be managed by her droll butler, 
Underling, with improbable plot developments 
provided by an ambitious starlet with eyes on 
the producer, a flamboyant Don Juan with a 
pencil mustache and an outr-r-rageous Latin 
accent, an Amelia Earhart stand-in named Trix, 
and the titular chaperone, never without a cock- 
tail in hand (“drowsy” being Prohibition patois 
for soused, sozzled, stewed). Toss in some mis- 
taken identities, blindfolded roller-skating, and 
a production number with the entire ensemble 
in monkey masks, and you have a musical that’s 
deliriously loopy, a cascade of absurdities. 

The delight for us is that even though our 
host is only playing us the LP of The Drowsy 
Chaperone, we get to see it all. 
The show springs to life in his 
apartment as it does in the 
man’s mind every time he sets 
the needle to vinyl. As Man in 
Chair admits he’s never seen 
this favorite musical of his pro- 


duced, it’s as if we’re seeing 
this show unfolding through his 
eyes. And at Zach, that show is 
conjured in all its daffy glory. 
Bounding into Man in Chair’s 
living room - realized by design- 
er Michael Raiford as a temple 
to the theatre, with framed post- 
ers of stage productions dotting walls that are the 
deep red of velvet curtains and marquee lights 
running across the ceiling - the characters look 
to be engaged in a contest to see how far over the 
top they can go. When the bakery-minded goons 
serve up enough pastry puns to fill a patisserie, 
Leslie R. Hethcox and Tyler Wallach rattle ’em 
off like they’re firing Tommy guns. Amy Nichols’ 
daft Mrs. Tottendale douses Ian Scott’s implaca- 
ble Underling with more spit takes than a season 
of The Danny Thomas Show. And when her altar- 
bound Broadway baby sings insistently that she 
“don’t wanna show off no more,” Jill Blackwood 
punctuates each verse with one show-stopping 
stunt after another, from a spinning costume 
change in a reversible dress - one of the many 


luscious and witty outfits from designer Susan 
Branch Towne - to twirling hoops on her arms to 
making a balloon animal to a split, selling each 
with the gleaming smile of a show-biz diehard. 

Such silliness may make it sound as if the 
show requires nothing more than a cast willing 
to dish up an Easter-size serving of ham. But 
there’s more to making this material fly than 
just being broad and loud. The kind of old- 
school theatricality being lampooned here was 
built on a foundation of craft, and it demands 
actors who not only get that in their show-folk 
bones but also possess enough of that craft 
themselves to replicate it. Guest director Nick 
Demos is favored with a crew of Zach stalwarts 
who know exactly what’s being burlesqued 
and whose depth of talent and skill - not to 
mention killer sense of timing - allows them to 
reap from every gag a bumper crop of laughs. 


Whenever Jamie Goodwin’s Latin Lothario 
does one of his outrageously outsized takes, 
it’s with the same precision he employed to 
make master thespian Garry Essendine such 
a riotous showboat in Zach’s revival of Present 
Faughter. Likewise, Meredith McCall’s chaper- 
one, who belts an anthem to tippling your way 
through life and brandishes her martini glass 
with the aggressive authority of Arthur wield- 
ing Excalibur, nails the diva turn as crisply and 
hilariously as she did in Ruthless! The Musical. 
(When she and Goodwin are paired here, as in 
the brief barbed send-up of The King and I, it’s 
like an explosively comic cocktail of gin and 
tequila.) These and the other sublime comic 
performances, shaped by Demos’ knowing 
hand and supplemented by the jazzy music 
direction of Allen Robertson, snappy choreogra- 
phy by Robin Lewis, and that to-die-for design 
work, land this production of The Drowsy 
Chaperone next to Ruthless! and Urinetown: The 
Musical atop the fist of Zach musical produc- 
tions that this Man in Chair would choose to 
revisit any time he was feeling blue. 


Ultimately, The Drowsy Chaperone is about what 
entertains us, what connects with us in spite of 
- perhaps even because of - its obvious flaws.

Carnage, Wrath, and 
Righteous Waves 

What’s the story with Doug Dorst’s ‘The Surf Guru?

The title story in Doug Dorst’s electric 
new collection, The Surf Guru (Riverhead 
Books), is about the CEO of a surfboard and 
accessories company who seems to ride in 
perpetuum that delicate balance between 
buzzed and blotto - gently soused, let’s call 
it. Gulping Chianti on his oceanside back 
deck, the guru - placid, godlike - watches 
over the surfers who are literally branded by 
him, wearing his signature GOO-ROO surf- 
wear. It’s a funny, fragmented, semimystical 
short, rendered in tiny but exacting detail 
(the gum is a hat connoisseur: “he dons the 
biretta, the hat of wariness and watchful- 
ness”). There’s not another story like it in 
the collection. 

In fact, no story is like any other story 
in The Surf Guru , Dorst’s follow-up to 
his acclaimed 2008 underworld-noir novel, 
Alive in Necropolis. The fineness of the lan- 
guage, the specificity of the worlds created 
within, and the astonishing, deeply imagi- 
native variedness of them are all that link 
the stories, which experiment with form, 
with subject, with tone, from the funny 
and spry “Splitters” (which Dorst calls a 
“love letter” to his botanist wife), a series 
of poison-pen biographical sketches writ- 
ten by a taxonomist with an axe to grind, to 
the dreamy but chilling “Jumping Jacks,” a 
three-page memory piece linking a child- 
hood firecracker fiasco to Bush Junior’s 
Gulf War. 

Well, maybe there’s one more thing in 
common. 

Disturbing Themes and 
Violence 

When I sit down for coffee in early July 
with Dorst, who’s on summer hiatus from 
teaching creative writing at St. Edward’s 
University, I mention that the book is, well, 
it’s kind of violent. He seems taken aback. 
I tally off ravenous hyenas, a face bashed 
accidentally with a bat, the graphic slaugh- 
ter of a rebel army, venomous snakes, shark 
attack, suicide by gunshot, and a single hack 
of a rusty sword. Dorst nods. 

“And then there’s the bottle-throwing in 
‘Vikings,’” he adds, “which is actually the 
one I’m most disturbed by, just because to 
me it’s the most possibly real.” 

“Vikings” stars two sort-of-screwups, Phil 
and Trace, longtime friends on their way to 
Alaska, ostensibly to work. Their story, set 
around the Fourth of July, ends in a moment 
of shocking violence in a hotel room, when 
they turn on a third party, hurling beer bot- 
tles at his head. I ask Dorst why the scene 
bothers him so much. 


“It’s two characters for whom I feel some 
empathy doing something really terrible to 
somebody who doesn’t deserve it. That really 
creeps me out.” 

What’s it like writing that? 

“I felt terrible writing that. And all the way 
through that scene, I was wondering: ‘Can I 
do this? Do I want to? Is it right to do this?’ 
But I think that was a good experience. It’s a 
scene that makes me really uncomfortable,” 
he says. 

“There are any number of writing teachers 
who will tell you that it’s when you get to the 
stuff that makes you uncomfortable that you 
know you’re writing the stuff that needs to 
be written. That’s the story where I had my 
firsthand experience with that. I think it’s 
good advice.” 

Where He’s Coming From, 
Parti 

When I ask Dorst about the genesis of 
individual stories, frequently he mentions 
real-life inspiration, like the soon- to-be-mar- 
ried couple whose cakemaker was stalking 
them (which grew into the collection’s sec- 
ond story, “Dinaburg’s Cake”). More than 
once, he mentions friends who are characters 
- you know, in the “he’s a real character” 
sense - who then, with substantial finess- 
ing from the author, became characters in 
his stories. He mentions the hapless duo of 
“Vikings” again, Phil and Trace, who also 
appear in another story in the collection and 
are inspired by two of Dorst’s friends from 
high school. He recalls the jumping-off point 
for “Vikings.” 

“I was in law school at the time; I was 
living in Palo Alto. They had been living 
in Durango, Colorado, and one morning, 
like, before dawn they showed up at my 
house with warrants for their arrests in 
several states. 

“And they were like, ‘Oh, Doug’s in law 
school - he can tell us what to do about the 
court dates we might be blowing off.’ And I 
did. I said, ‘Urn, go to your court date.’ That 
was my legal expertise. 

“I kinda felt, okay, let me work with that as 
a general sketch - two guys who I like, who 
are still capable of making pretty bad deci- 
sions, who generally mean well but it doesn’t 
seem to work out.” 

I ask him how the real-life models for Phil and 
Trace feel about their fictional counterparts. 

“Those two guys were totally into it,” 
Dorst says. “In fact, sometimes I’d get phone 
calls where one of them was reporting to me 
more bad decisions, and I was like: ‘Do not 
make your decision based on what will make 



you an interesting character. Please. I don’t 
want that responsibility.’” 

Plays With Language 

Pippity-pops and batter-clangs. Rattleclank 
and rumblebump. 

These are just a few of the plays with 
language Dorst uses in The Surf Guru, 
words so evocative they feel almost tactile. 
These are words that remind a person what 
a pleasure it can be to work your mouth 
around a language. 

“I’m a total language geek,” Dorst says. 
“I kind of like the idea that just because 
a word isn’t a word doesn’t mean you 
shouldn’t use it. 

“There’s playfulness in the stories; there’s 
playfulness in the language in the stories. It’s 
funny - I will kind of get grumpy old man 
[about] some repurposing of the language. I 
think it’s when it’s done for commercial pur- 
poses, when I don’t feel like there’s artistic 
self-awareness to it, and it drives me nuts. 

“Maybe I just want the world to play by 
my rules.” 

Where He’s Coming From, 
Part II 

Other stories were sparked by other works 
of art, as in “Twelve Portraits of Dr. Gachet,” 
an elegiac piece that imagines Vincent van 
Gogh’s last days from the perspective of his 
doctor. Or in “La Fiesta de San Humberto 
el Menor,” which was inspired by Alejandro 
Escovedo’s song “Paradise.” 

“That story doesn’t exist without that 
song. It’s awesome,” Dorst says. 

I mention I’ve only heard the crummy 
30-second preview on Himes. 

“You have to let it build. It’s totally a jour- 
ney song - I don’t mean it’s a Journey song.” 
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On Book Jacket Copy 

“The jacket copy on both books touts this 
connection to TC. Boyle [T Coraghessan 
Boyle, the award-winning American novel- 
ist of The Road to Wellville , among others], 
which I feel a little sheepish about, because 
I really like T.C. Boyle, and if I met him, you 
know, I wouldn’t want him to say, ‘Oh, I hear 
you’re the new me?’ I’d be like, ‘Please, I’m 
so sorry; I didn’t write that.’” 

Where He’s Coming From, 
Part III 

And sometimes a story starts at the most 
elemental place: with a word. 

Dorst tries to recall the evolution of “Little 
Reptiles,” a five-part minuet in scaled terror. 

“I came across a quote ...,” he stops him- 
self, trying to remember. 


“I got the title in my head, maybe. 

“No, I fell in love with the word ‘booms- 
lang’” - it’s a venomous, tree-dwelling snake, 
by the way - “and I wanted to write a story 
with the title ‘Boomslang.’ And the more 
I read about it, the more I sort of did that 
research-drift into other reptiles. And then I 
found the quote that the story begins with - 
St. Teresa of Avila likening self-doubt to little 
reptiles biting you - and then that became 
the organizing principle for the story - that 
suite of anxieties with fun facts of reptiles 
mixed in. 

“It’s like one of the coolest things about 
being a writer is that whatever you get inter- 
ested in, you can go check it out and make 
something out of it. It’s like being a kid in 
school, where it’s your job to learn stuff. It’s 
really fun. And most grownup jobs don’t let 
you do that.” ■

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after a fashion

IN MEMORIAM My friend Bob Swain is dead. 
One day shy of his 82nd birthday. Bob and his 
ex-wife were good friends of my parents, 

Willard and Phyllis Moser, in San Antonio in 
the late 1960s. They traveled in the same party 
circuits as my parents, and Bob and my father 
were both on the faculty at Trinity University. 
Among other trailblazing acts, he founded First 
Repertory Company, where my sister and I 
spent our summers. Bob was always a kind 
and intriguing figure to us, and I have a photo 
of Bob and his ex at my parents’ hippie party 
in 1968. Shortly thereafter, when my family life 
was splintered into a million pieces by aban- 
donment, divorce, and suicide, Bob re-entered 
my life in Austin, where I’d gone to school, and 
he was teaching theatre at Austin Community 
College as well as being the 
artistic director at Zach Scott. 

I’d originally gone to ACC so I 
could continue collecting survi- 
vor’s benefits from Social 
Security, but I stayed because 
of Bob. I remember going down to the old audi- 
torium to register for classes (this was 1975), 
and there behind one of the registration tables 
was Bob Swain. I was both shocked and 
pleased to see him, a benevolent ghost from 
my past. He welcomed me warmly, and when it 
turned out that I was signing up for his theatre 
classes, we were both pleased. It was a lean 
time for me, both emotionally and financially, 
and I was happy to lose myself in the world of 


theatre - and Bob was happy to have an aco- 
lyte that worshipped him and was always avail- 
able at the drop of a hat. I had nothing better 
to do, but Bob did, and he always took the time 
to take me out to lunch, counsel me, and help 
guide me through those troubling years. At 
Zach Scott, where all the ACC theatre classes 
were taught, I was in heaven and had found a 
new home. Working for Bob, I did lights, sets, 
props, sound, etc., until I was assigned to the 
costume shop for The Pirates of Penzance. It 
was there I fell in love - with a sewing 
machine. The fabulous designer Libby Winters 
(who had lived in that big castle on Wooldridge) 
took me under her wing and began to show me 
the ins and outs of costume design. I was 
enthralled and a devoted fan of Libby’s and the 
techniques she was teaching 
me. The next show, The Devil's 
Disciple, was another chance 
to learn costuming under Bob’s 
former student Noel Noblitt, 
who had also been at Trinity. 
After that, Bob directed After the Fall and 
allowed me to design the show myself. I was 
17. From the fishtail gowns to the cocktail 
dresses to the 1950s suits, I never looked 
back. Sewing, design, and fashion became my 
life and remain so even now, after a fashion. I’d 
seen him again a handful of times over the 
years - most recently about five years ago 
when my sister and I went out to dinner with 
him. Just as irascible and wicked as ever, his

During my childhood spent growing up 
on the East Coast, an onion bagel with 
chive cream cheese was my favorite com- 
fort food. But having lived in Austin for 
nearly 20 years, I gave up hope long ago 
of ever finding a good bagel in this town. 
So believe me when I tell you that Wholy 
Bagel, which opened in far South Austin 
earlier this year, has revived my craving 
for bagels. 

Scott Campanozzi, the brash New 
Jersey native who owns the store, knows 
a thing or two about bagels. First, he 
knows that bagels aren’t supposed to be 
sweet (unless they happen to be flavored 
with fruit), like they sometimes are at 
chain bagel stores. Second, he knows 
that a good bagel must be kettled. This is 
the initial boiling process that gives 
bagels their iconic chew. Wholy bagels 
have plenty of chew, plenty of air pockets 


inside, but are still crisp on the outside. 
Third, he knows that coatings like onions, 
garlic, or poppy seeds should be ample. 
Campanozzi’s coatings cover both sides 
of the bagel - not just on one side or 
tucked into the dough. 

He learned the business through years 
of working as a commodities distributor 
to bakeries in the Northeast. If you have 
the time and a willing ear, he’ll tell you all 
about it when you visit the store. And if 
you’re like me, you’ll listen appreciatively, 
grateful that finally there’s a decent bagel 
place in Austin. 

Campanozzi also makes his own 
cream cheese blends, which means 
they’re fresh, though I thought the scal- 
lions in the scallion cream cheese were 
cut too large. And he offers a variety of 
meats, veggies, and condiments to build 
bagel sandwiches at lunch. Order a 
dozen bagels, and Campanozzi will give 
you his Texas dozen, which unlike a bak- 
er’s dozen, is 14 bagels, because, you 
know ... everything’s bigger in Texas.

Owner/chef Nic Patrizi grew up in Switzerland, traveled in Italy, 
earned a degree in finance, and then finally decided that his 
future was in food. His family was in the restaurant business, and 
he first planned on opening a conventional cafe until he realized 
that it would take too much money. Like many in mobile food, he 
realized that this less-expensive option was much more practical. 


Situated on the northwest corner of 15th and San Antonio streets, 
Patrizi’s semitrailer-based unit can be found under the trees, along 
with several picnic tables for seating. You order at the window, 
and the foil-wrapped sandwiches come down a delivery chute 
when they’re ready. 

We tried four of his dozen or so options, all priced at $5.50. 

Our favorite was the Jalopy Original: griddle-toasted bread with 
generous amounts of moist chicken, demi-glace, and vibrant, cara- 
melized onion confit. There’s a nice balance of fillings and taste, 
with a sweet-tart hint. The Bacon features chicken with crisp, 
smoky bacon; a bacon-infused aioli; and tomatoes: a BLT gone 
fowl. The Son Hong comes with chicken, sweet/salty/spicy chile 
sauce, pickled onions, cucumbers, and cilantro salad: Nic’s ver- 
sion of Vietnamese bahn ml. The Caprese offers chicken paired 
with a zesty lemon-parsley pesto, mozzarella, and tomatoes, and 
it’s a surefire winner. 

Our made-to-order veggie chips, which come dusted with your 
choice of seven different seasonings, weren’t made-to-order, but in 
all fairness, we were the first table of the day. They were enjoyable 
just the same with the Parmesan-garlic and barbecue flavorings. If 
we had a suggestion, it might be to lube the bread rather than dry- 
toast it; the crunch can be a little rough on the roof of the mouth. 

Patrizi is offering fresh, flavorful sandwiches made from quality 
ingredients at a great price point, convenient whether you work in 
one of the many surrounding offices or drop in off the street.

food-o-file

A simmering controversy between two Sixth 
Street businesses boiled over on the Internet last 
week before splattering across the mainstream 
press. Parkside (301 E. Sixth, 474-9898, www. 
parkside-austin.com) and the Best Wurst (www.the 
bestwurst.com) mobile hot dog stand occupy the 
same prime corner of Downtown real estate. The 
Cirkiel family bought the building at the corner of 
East Sixth Street and San Jacinto Boulevard to 
house chef Shawn Cirkiel’s casual fine-dining 
eatery in June 2007. Best Wurst owner Jon 
Notarthomas has operated a mobile hot dog cart 
in front of that particular building since 1993. The 
Cirkiels are now ready to go forward with their 
long-range plans to add a balcony and a sidewalk 
cafe to the front of their building - but their vision 
for the expanded outdoor seating in front of the 
restaurant does not include a hot dog cart in 
close proximity. The Best Wurst’s $400 annual 
mobile-food-vending permit to operate in front of 
the building expired in June, and the Cirkiels are 
contesting Notarthomas’ permit renewal applica- 
tion. Notarthomas pioneered street food vending 
in the neighborhood and has built a successful 
business that provides a living for his family and 
several employees. He has a proprietary attach- 
ment to the corner and is understandably dis- 
tressed at the thought of having to forfeit the 
income from such a prime location. 



Emotional press releases and message board 
postings are framing this issue as another good 
vs. evil, quintessential Austin battle of greedy out- 
siders bent on destroying the cherished weirdness 
of an enterprising local musician, but that really 
isn’t the case. What we have here is two local 
small businesses with differing views of each 
other and competing visions for the ever-changing 
landscape of the Downtown Entertainment District. 
Shawn Cirkiel is a talented homegrown chef, and 
parkside is representative of the diverse mix of 
businesses both 6ixth Street Austin and the 
Downtown Austin Alliance are trying to attract to 
the neighborhood. Recently voted “Best Street 
Food” in the annual Austin Chronicle Restaurant 
Poll, the Best Wurst is widely acknowledged to be 
a model vendor by 6ixth Street Austin Executive 
Director Josh Allen and Alamo Drafthouse at the 
Ritz owner Tim League, as well as by former neigh- 
bor Steve Batlin, operator of Dan McKlusky’s, and 
newer neighbor Nilda de la Llata of El Sol y la 
Luna. “The Best Wurst is exactly the kind of ven- 
dor we want to keep on Sixth Street, and we want 
Jon involved in the planning about street food 
vending in the Waller Creek area as that devel- 
ops,” says League.

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Tacos and Tequila

When I heard that Tacos and Tequila was 
opening with chef Alma Alcocer-Thomas at the 
helm in the kitchen, I imagined a cantina-style 
Mexican eatery serving a variety of tacos. The 
menu turned out to have a Southwestern 
influence instead, which isn’t entirely surpris- 
ing, given Alcocer-Thomas’ 15 years of experi- 
ence at Jeffrey’s. The menu is the same for 
lunch and dinner, centered on marinated, 
grilled proteins served in a variety of combina- 
tions and presentations. Diners can choose 
tacos or skewers served with com or flour 
tortillas or burritos, wraps, or salads. Choices 
include grilled skirt steak with a chile baste, 
chicken with chipotle-ginger glaze, red adobo 
shrimp, Southwestern vegetables with bal- 
samic marinade, com-crusted chicken with 
coriander and pickled red onions, pulled bar- 
becue pork, and Korean-style beef short ribs. 

The modern, open floor space is very wel- 
coming, exuding a cool yet neighborly vibe. 
The freestanding square bar is outfitted with 
100-plus tequilas in all price ranges, lining the 
shelves of a striking rebar fixture that hangs 
from the ceiling. The north wall boasts two 
flat-screens projecting local and national video 
art, and the open kitchen has a sit-down bar 
for those who like to dine close to the action. 

The cocktails from Tacos and Tequila’s entic- 
ing list are made with fresh-squeezed juices and 
fruit purees, using only seasonal flavors, local 
when possible. From the permanent menu, we 
loved the cucumber-jalapeno margarita ($9.50) 
made with 1800 Silver, fresh cucumber mud- 
dled with jalapeno, and fresh-squeezed lime 


juice. The Modem Paloma ($10.50) is a take on 
my favorite tequila cocktail with the addition of 
fresh mby-red grapefruit to the grapefruit soda 
and lime. There are also three taps of ice-cold 
tequila, including a featured tequila that chang- 
es weekly and is served straight up or in a spe- 
cial cocktail blended with seasonal fruit (on a 
recent visit it was honeydew-avocado-lime, 
mmmmm!). The other two are infusions created 
by bar manager Shelby Lynne Erickson. 
Examples include pineapple-ginger, organic 
green tea with fresh peaches and apricots, and 
chocolat e-guajillo. As impressed as I was with 
the cocktails, I was disappointed by the sangrita, 
which was nothing but bottled Bloody Mary 
mix and orange juice. With such amazing atten- 
tion to the quality of cocktail ingredients, I’d like 
to see a little more love toward the sangrita. 

On my first visit, we were welcomed with a 
paper bag full of piping hot sweet-potato chips 
served with a trio of homemade salsas: an 
avocado tomatillo, a smoky and chunky toma- 
to, and a guajillo chile mayonnaise. The TNT 
signature Good Karma Guacamole ($8.50) is 
freshly made table-side and is the best-tasting 
guacamole I’ve had at a restaurant in town, 
and TNT donates 50 cents from every order to 
support the local farm group Urban Roots. 
The specialty platters ($ 1 1) are good for tast- 
ing a variety of meats. The taco platter comes 
with three tacos and a choice of sides; mine 
was the ginger rice (ginger is neither a Mexican 
nor Southwestern spice, but it’s featured 
prominently on the menu). I particularly liked 
the Korean short rib and the barbecue pulled 
pork tacos. The mixed skewer platter comes 
with steak, chicken, and shrimp skewers with 
tortillas and a sweet corn and masa pudding. 
It also comes with Chimayo market corn, 


served on the cob and heavily seasoned with 
mild chile powder, spices, and grated cheese. 
In general, I found most of the glazes and 
marinades to be on the sweet side, and my 
palate tired of the sameness after a while. 

On a happy hour visit, our food experience 
was not as good. The sweet potato chips 
arrived cold, limp, and stale; I sent them back 
and was given commercial tortilla chips instead. 
The queso flight ($5) offers three small servings 
of your choice of flavored quesos. Those I 
picked - beef chorizo and artichoke spinach - 
are the same regular queso with a tiny portion 
of each topping. They were runny and tasted 
suspiciously like condensed cream of celery 
soup. Not the best I’ve had, by far. The shrimp 
in the ceviche ($9) was not marinated in lime 
juice (therefore it should not be called cevi- 


che), but rather it was overboiled and rubbery, 
tossed with cooked pineapple chunks in a 
spicy sauce that was almost sticky sweet. We 
hated it. Luckily, the free quesadilla bar that’s 
available during happy hour, 4-6 :30pm, came 
through with crispy flour tortilla quesadillas 
filled with sauteed mushrooms, chopped steak, 
and pulled pork. And at the end of this meal, I 
liked the push-pop made especially for TNT by 
Dallas’ Dude, Sweet Chocolate: an apricot mole 
ice cream with Chubby Nuts, which are maca- 
damia nuts, almonds, hazelnuts, and soy nuts 
- tasty and innovative. 

While the food here is not entirely to my 
taste, the fabulous cocktails, cool atmosphere, 
and plenty of garage parking will make this a 
favorite spot for meeting friends for drinks all 
the same. - Claudia Alarcon

Owners Silke and Jeremiah Dye opened 
Nuernberg Brauhaus with one goal - bring 
great family-style German food to Pflugerville 
- and they’ve succeeded deliciously. With 
Nuernberg native Sonja Vogt manning the 
stove as head chef, we couldn’t be any more 
pleased with the food. Vogt’s daughter and 
Jeremiah’s mom are servers who know the 
food intimately, and they can provide any 
details necessary while making you feel like 
a regular. The restaurant is small and cozy, 
with 10 tables, six bar stools, and an out- 
door patio. 

We started with a bowl of the rich, meaty, 
and paprika-kissed goulash ($4.50) and loved 
every bite. Next arrived bratwurst and sauer- 
kraut ($9.50): two excellent homemade pork 
sausages served with perfectly balanced sau- 
erkraut with succulent pork chunks and a 
pile of buttered potatoes. We all but wept in 
joy over the combination of the three. 
Currywurst with fries ($6.50) is two juicy 
pork and turkey sausages and a mountain of 
crispy fries resting on a lake of homemade 
curry-flavored ketchup (a classic German 
street treat condiment). 

Jaeger schnitzel ($12.95, also available in a 
smaller portion as a sandwich) is a large half- 
inch-thick slab of perfectly crusted, juicy, and 


tender pork steak bathed in a rich brown 
sauce of mushroom and onion. Normally 
jaeger schnitzel looks like a tired, thin patty 
beaten to within an inch of its life, but not at 
Nuernberg. That same cut of meat can be had 
with several different sauces. We had it with 
a bowl of the blaukraut (red cabbage and 
apple kraut) that was ideally seasoned and 
not too sweet, as it so often is. If the previous 
dishes hadn’t already impressed us, this last 
combination certainly did, as we almost came 
to blows over the last bite. We had it with 
some Spaten Optimator ($4.50), a well-syn- 
copated match. 

Our next visit started with three large pota- 
to pancakes ($4.50) served with apple sauce 
and rich sour cream. The interior is moist 
while the exterior is golden brown and crispy, 
a nice foil for either sauce. We wanted to try 
the chicken schnitzel, but it’s only served on 
Wednesdays. We settled on the platter of pork 
and beef patties ($7.95, also available in 
burger form) accompanied by the German 
potato salad. The patties are nicely crusted on 
the outside, well-seasoned, and surprisingly 
light. The flavor is addictive; a burger awaits 
my next visit. 

The German potato salad is a perfect sweet- 
tart combination, with tender potatoes bathed 


in a parsley-flecked dressing. We expected to 
find some bacon in it, but the dish doesn’t 
need it. The sauerkraut was so good the first 
time that we could not pass it up on the 
return. This time we were less frenzied and 
more rational in our assessment, able to taste 
nuances of caraway and clove. I know that 
every time I eat there, a bowl of that kraut will 
be on my table; it’s that good. 

Homestyle potatoes ($3.50) are a big mound 
of crispy cubes, with a zesty seasoning on the 
exterior. The cabbage salad ($3.95) is Vogt’s 
version of coleslaw, with crispy vegetables and 
a dressing that complements without smoth- 
ering. The cucumber salad ($3.50) is crunchy 
slices of cucumber and onion, with a slightly 
sweet yogurt dressing. We loved it. 

Our only disappointment was the apple 
pancakes ($3.95). We found them a little 
bland, not living up to our expectations. The 
only thing we’ve found missing at Nuernberg 
is some pumpernickel or dark rye bread, and 
the restaurant’s considering it. Service is fan- 
tastic, the food is amazing, prices are very 
reasonable, and portions are huge. What’s not 
to like? Forget New Braunfels and 
Fredericksburg or any other local magnet for 
German food. If you want the best, head to 
the east side of Pflugerville. - Mick Vann 
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Notarthomas’ concerns are much more 
immediate, however. He fears that the loss of 
his permit to operate at the Sixth and San 
Jacinto location means a death knell for his 
business as it currently exists. Even though 
he is a mobile vendor, Notarthomas cannot 
easily pick up and relocate to another spot 
along the street. There are a finite number of 
mobile vending permits for this area, and 
none are currently available. It has been 
suggested that he move directly across East 
Sixth in front of a dance club called Vice, but 
the permit for that spot is not available on a 
regular basis, and Notarthomas says locating 
there would create serious right-of-way issues 
when the Best Wurst and both the dance 
clubs on that corner have lines of people 
waiting for service. 

Though Best Wurst has another outlet at 
the corner of East Sixth and Red River and is 
invited to serve food at the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival and at big shows at the new 
Backyard, the original location in front of 
Parkside generates most of the business 
income. While Notarthomas acknowledges 
that change is coming to Sixth Street, he 
thought his longtime residency on the corner 
and his good reputation in the neighborhood 
would eventually inspire the Cirkiels to view 
him as a good neighbor and an asset to their 
business. But based on documents the 
Cirkiels submitted to contest the Best 
Wurst’s permit renewal application and 
Notarthomas’ written response, peaceful 
coexistence under any circumstances seems 
unlikely. It is a classic situation of value 
being in the eye of the beholder. 

For example, where Notarthomas sees him- 
self as a good neighbor and reliable communi- 
ty watchdog who helps other business owners 
and the police keep lawless behavior on the 
corner under control, the Cirkiels see some- 
one promoting a “bad-boy image” in front of 
their business. Best Wurst customers regularly 
comment on the “wonderful, awesome” aro- 
mas of onions and sauerkraut cooking at the 
hot dog cart, but parkside customers who dine 
on the upstairs rooftop deck are reported to 


complain about the “noxious odors” wafting 
up from the street. Notarthomas is a guitar 
player who provides employment for other 
musicians - parkside hires musicians, as well, 
and participates in annual benefits for the 
SIMS Foundation, so that point appears to be 
a wash. The Best Wurst bills itself as “a 
cheap eats” option that’s an “integral part of 
the definitive Sixth Street experience.” 

Parkside owners see a nuisance that blocks 
their front window, impedes the flow of cus- 
tomers into their business, and competes with 
Shawn Cirkiel’s house-made sausages. 

Notarthomas’ well-orchestrated and emo- 
tionally framed public relations campaign has 
generated plenty of enthusiastic public sup- 
port. The Cirkiels appear to be ready to 
weather some bad publicity in order to com- 
plete their plans for the building they own. It 
remains to be seen whether or not staunch 
public support for the Best Wurst will have 
much bearing on the permit renewal decision 
to be made by the city of Austin’s Right of 
Way Management division. Perhaps Best 
Wurst would be better served by encouraging 
its supporters to regularly purchase hot dogs 
at the East Sixth and Red River outlet until 
another prime vending permit location 
becomes available. We’ll keep you posted.

FAMILY ALBUM 

A chaotic childhood inspires the 
Safdie brothers’ ‘Daddy Longlegs’

When Dad is just a big kid himself, what becomes of his 
children’s upbringing? That’s the question that filmmakers 
Josh and Ben Safdie explore in this semi-autobiographical 
work. Basically a three-character study, Daddy Longlegs looks 
at the relationship between adult Lenny and his two young 
sons, Sage and Frey, as the boys try to negotiate the residue 
of feelings they have for this irresponsible yet spontaneous 
grownup. The film is both a critique of Lenny’s parenting 
skills and a love letter to their own father, who taught them a 
great deal about living in the moment and the illusiveness of 
reality. “He planted a seed of reflection in us,” says Josh in a 
phone conversation. 

The Safdies’ chaotic 
childhood is concentrated 
into the film’s two-week 
period, during which the 
boys stayed with their 
divorced father every 
summer. As witnessed in 
the film’s opening scene, 
the fictional Lenny turns 
the act of getting three 
ice cream cones into a 
complicated (and ulti- 
mately flawed) tactical 
maneuver. Even though 
Lenny loves being a 
father, his many short- 
comings as a parent are obvious. Yet the real Safdie pere, 
Alberto, is probably responsible for igniting the filmmaking 
bug in his sons by shooting hundreds of hours of home mov- 
ies of them as children. 

“When we were going through all this trauma as kids,” says 
Josh, “we were always told as a comfort, ‘Well, one day this 
will make a great movie.’ Ever since then, we’ve been flirting 
with the idea of reality. We were the only constant in each 
other’s lives. We developed our own language that was kind 
of intuitive. From the beginning on we were stealing our 
father’s camera and constantly shooting little things and 
working with each other. I tend to romanticize a situation, and 
Benny can be very critical. We’re both very interested in the 
mesh of those two things and how they complement each 
other. We’ve been making films together for a long time.” 

Ronald Bronstein, who plays Lenny, was instrumental in 
helping the filmmakers translate their personal impressions 
of their father into a fleshed-out fictional character. 

Bronstein is also a filmmaker (his challenging feature 
Frownland premiered at the 2007 South by Southwest Film 
Festival, where it won a Special Jury Award). In fact, the exis- 
tence of Daddy Longlegs is a testament to the influence of 
the Festival: It is where the Safdies and Bronstein first met. 
Attending the awards ceremony, Josh recalls how “Bronstein 
gave an amazing speech about anti-careerism,” which struck 
a chord in him. “Afterward, someone who worked for South 
by Southwest grabbed me and took me over to Ronnie and 
said: ‘You two need to know each other. You will both enjoy 
each other’s movies.’” Turns out that hunch was right. “Ever 
since then,” says Josh, “he, me, and my brother have been 
best friends.” And collaborators, too. ■

I’m a huge fan of shorts - as is Doxita founder and curator 
Karen Cirillo - but they don’t always get the attention they 
deserve. Observing this unfortunate fact-of-film-festival-and-the- 
atrical-distribution life as a programmer at festivals such as 
the Full Frame doc test in Durham, N.C., and the True/False 
Film Festival in Columbia, Mo., Cirillo decided to do something 
about it. In 2008, she launched the first Doxita, a program of 
superior documentary shorts organized around a theme that 
she screened at special venues around the country - art spac- 
es, universities, museums, independent 
theatres. On July 21, Cirillo will bring this 
warmly received program to Austin as 
part of the Austin Film Society’s long-run- 
ning Documentary Tour series. 

Cirillo scouts potential nonfiction 
shorts of varying lengths (but less than 
40 minutes) at film festivals. “I’m one of 
the few people that’s actually going to every shorts program,” 
she says. “I think a lot of filmmakers start off making shorts. 
But there are many that stay with that genre - Jay Rosenblatt 
makes a lot of quality short films, and he’s a very established 
filmmaker. I also find that European filmmakers tend to make 
short films throughout their career. I think American filmmak- 
ers think they have to make features - partly because there’s

no outlet for shorts and partly because it’s a cache thing to 
make features. But there are so many films that really should 
be shorts, and I wish that people would make the film that 
fits the content instead of always trying to make the content 
fit the film. I also think that filmmakers can take more risks 
with short films, therefore they tend to be more creative, 
more unusual, more unique.” I’ll drink to that. 

The Doxita program she’s screening next week certainly 
makes her point. Doxita: Life Is a Progress is an extraordi- 
nary showcase of the quality that nonfiction films of any 

length should aspire to. They are well- 
made and thoughtful tales of life’s 
many and varied hurdles, from an ani- 
mated short about the improbable sur- 
vival of two Sudanese boys taken into 
slavery and a 9-year-old Mexican boy’s 
uphill struggle to succeed academically 
in his new American school to the psy- 
chological travails of a talented Danish 
middle-schooler who must reluctantly leave the choir he 
loves so dearly because his voice is changing. 

All in all, it’s a program that’s sure to inspire feature- 
length docmakers to take a second look at the undeniable 
power of a well-crafted short. ■ 
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DARIA: THE COMPLETE 
ANIMATED SERIES

That superhierarchical environment 
known as high school has been the 
backdrop of a number 
of iconic films and TV 
shows featuring teenage- 
outsiders from Rebel 
Without a Cause to Glee. 

Now, after 13 long years, 

Daria Morgendorffer can 
be added to the long 
list of characters who 
made their mark and will 
perhaps be introduced 
to a new, even more 
appreciative audience, 
with the release of 
this 8-disc set. Held up from its DVD 
release due to music rights issues, 
Daria was spun off from MTV’s popular 
Beavis and Butt-Head series in 1997, 



continuing for five sea- 
sons. It was created to 
tap into the female audi- 
ence that sneered along 
with Darlene Conner on 

Roseanne and 
later, Angela Chase 
on the short-lived but much 
loved My So-Called Life. 

And so a cult hit was born. 

“There was a lot less 
planning on this series than 
people believe,” series 
creator Glenn Eichler says 
in the cast interviews fea- 
turette, one of a handful of 
extras included. Tellingly, 
the first few episodes are 
rudderless. It’s hard to 
say just where Daria hits 
its stride, but it might be when she 
declares in her sullen, straightforward 
way, “I’m not miserable; I’m just not

like them.” By “them,” she 
means the revered of high 
school - the jocks, cheer- 
leaders, and other popular 
kids - but also the parents, 
teachers, and authority figures 
they grow up to be. And then, 
there’s Daria. Disaffected but always 
likable, she’s trying to make her way 
through high school the best way she 
can, with an acerbic wit and pizza. 

References to beepers, Daria’s 
newspaper reading habit, and her droll 
command to “get me to a pay phone” 
peppered throughout the series remind 
viewers that this is a period piece. Yet, 
Daria’s extraordinarily dry wit - aimed 
at her dim-witted classmates, clueless 
but well-meaning parents, and hack 
teachers - can still induce guffaws, and 
they seem as fresh and sharp as the 
day they were first uttered.

The Latin Beat 

Guanabee’s Cindy Casares covers the news 
from a unique angle

When, on March 9 of this year, in an article 
previewing the South by Southwest festivals, 
New York Times food writer John T. Edge wrote 
that “When it comes to breakfast tacos ... 
Austin trumps all other American cities,” it’s 
doubtful he anticipated the volcanic response 
his article would incite. Some first noticed the 
outcry on Facebook. There, the article was 
reposted again and again, with commenters 
jeering and wondering “WTF?” and offering 
alternatives, thereby igniting smaller flare-ups, 
including a tangent glorifying the Sonoran hot 
dogs of Arizona (they’re surprisingly good, but 
they’re not breakfast tacos). 

Leading the online fray was Austin-based 
blogger Cindy Casares, and the managing edi- 
tor of Guanabee.com spared no punches. Her 
blog post titled “Dear SXSW Hipsters: Don’t 
Follow The NY Times Advice About Breakfast 
Tacos” offered this snarky response to one of 
Edge’s endorsements: 

“The NY Times recommends Tamale House, 
but anyone who doesn’t know the singular for 
tamales is tamal, shouldn’t be cooking yours.” 

Watcha! 

Casares went on to declare that Austin, 
while creative in its renditions of the revered 
breakfast food, does not trump other American 
cities. As a Valley girl from Brownsville, she 
declared breakfast tacos from the Rio Grande 
Valley as the truly supreme (with a respectful 
nod to San Antonio). Casares’ “Dear SXSW 
Hipsters” post, out of the hundreds she’s 
written for Guanabee.com since she began 
writing in 2007, has received a raft of direct 
comments and was reposted, tweeted, and 
regurgitated so many times, Edge appeared on 
NPR a few weeks later addressing the backlash 
and sounding somewhat dazed as he backped- 
aled on his earlier, ill-advised declaration. 

The Great Breakfast 
Taco Debate was evi- 
dence of several 
things: Yeah, we love 
our breakfast tacos. 

But more importantly, 
mediawise, Latinos are 
online, are vocal, and 
in many cases, have 
a perspective that the 
mainstream media has 
simply not successfully tapped. 

“I shared with [Casares] how much I 
thought Latino media sucked and how 
Latinos were not accurately portrayed in the 
media and how I wanted to create a site that 
would remedy that,” Guanabee.com publisher 
Daniel Mauser wrote in the online announce- 
ment naming Casares managing editor of the 
site in March 2009. Prior to that, she wrote 
part-time for Guanabee.com while working 
as a copywriter for McCann Erickson in New

York. The day job was good, 
but it wasn’t exactly stimu- 
lating. Like many writers, 

Casares began blogging as 
well as commenting on other 
blogs. That’s where Mauser 
first learned of her. 

“I was browsing one of 
my favorite websites when I 
noticed a string of comments 
on one particular article that 
were some of the wittiest, 
funniest things that I had 
read in a long time. ... [S] 
he was just the person I was 
looking for,” Mauser wrote. 

Becoming managing edi- 
tor of Guanabee.com called 
for some big changes. While 
it was a full-time paid gig, 
it meant a big pay cut from 
Casares’ advertising job. 

Since she could do the work 
anywhere, she decided to ^ 
move to Austin, where she’d 
received her bachelor’s degree in English 
from the University of Texas. Besides the 
benefits of being closer to fresh air and 
family, she believes she’s tapped into a 
loose collection of writers who understand 
what it means to be Latino in the 21st 
century, something she did not find in the 
more cosmopolitan New York or trendset- 
ting California. A fifth-generation Tejana (her 
uncle is UT professor and Amigoland author 
Oscar Casares; see “The Town Crier,” Aug. 
7, 2009), Casares believes that her profile 
as an educated, tech-sawy, and information- 
hungry Latina with both feet firmly set in the 
U.S. is the answer to the question sparked by 
the current census: What’s 
the U.S. going to look like 
in the future? “We already 
know,” she said over break- 
fast recently at Curra’s Grill 
on East Oltorf Street. “We 
already know because we’re 
already here.” 
Guanabee.com is promot- 
ed as a “daily intelligence for 
Latinos,” covering the gamut 
from lifestyle and entertainment, gossip, and 
news, all delivered with a dash of snark and a 
U.S. Latino slant that is not drenched in senti- 
mentality or awash in stereotypes. With half a 
million to a million hits a month, according to 
Casares, it’s clear that there is a large audience 
looking for what she describes as Guanabee’s 
“creative way of covering the same topics 
everyone else is covering.” 

Casares starts her day anywhere from 5 
to 7am, scanning national and international

news sources, going through reader tips, and 
managing her contributors. She works in tan- 
dem with Fidel Martinez, editor of Anyguey (a 
Guanabee companion site). Casares posts at 
least two stories a day, with the first going up 
by 8am. 

“We work till about 6 in the evening, with a 
quick break for lunch,” Casares says. “There’s 
an image of bloggers, that we’re laughing and 
high-fiving each other all day, which we are, 
but we’re also furiously typing, trying to get 
enough stories out to fill the day We’re com- 
peting with outlets that have 10 or 20 writers 
on staff, and we’re just three people.” (From 
New York, Marcelo Cunning provides video 
support and occasionally posts, too.) “The 
stories we choose are pretty well-thought-out. 
We have to gauge what the majority of people 
are interested in reading about and then figure 
out a unique way to cover that.” 

Guanabee.com was the first site in the 
U.S. to identify Maria Belen Chapur as South 
Carolina Gov Mark Sanford’s mistress by 
accessing Argentinean press archives. “We 
have that advantage over most of the main- 
stream U.S. press,” Casares says. “They no 
speakie Spanish.” 

While the pieces on Guanabee.com could be 
said to lean toward the irreverent, they often 
bring readers into a discussion of larger issues, 
as when Guanabee.com posted a photo show- 
ing a brown Barbie being sold cheaper than 
the white Barbie at a Walmart. Racism? The 
simple mechanics of supply and demand? Or 
just another day in Gringolandia? Whatever 
the case, Casares and the Guanabee bunch are 
watching - with Latino-tinted glasses. ■

A couple of amazing things occurred in 
TV land last week. No, I’m not talking about 
the Emmy nominations (yawn). Well, there 
was reason to cheer when I saw that Friday 
Night Lights finally got some love from the 
Academy of Television Arts & Sciences. That, 
and some local folks in behind-the-scenes 
jobs also got nods. Congrats to all! But no, 
two other things turned my head last week. 
First was Stephen Colbert’s pledge (I take 
his on-air handshake as his word) on The 
Colbert Report on July 8 to work as a farm 
laborer and report on it some time after his 
show returns from its two-week sabbatical. 
The second was the premiere of Huge 
on ABC Family. 

Fet’s start with Colbert. I admit, 
it took me a while to take a shine 
to him, but now I adore him 
more than I can say. I was flab- 
bergasted when he had United 
Farm Workers President Arturo 
Rodriguez on as a guest, talking 
about the Take Our Jobs campaign 
(www.ufw.org), which offers any unem- 
ployed U.S. citizen the opportunity to take a 
farm laborer job - the jobs a certain faction 
of the populace believes that “illegals” are 
stealing from out-of-work citizens. According 
to Rodriguez, only three have signed up. The 
goal of the campaign is to prove, once and for 
all, that these are the jobs that no U.S. citi- 
zen would take. Farm labor is freaking hard 
work, in unpleasant conditions, requiring 
an expertise that many of us happily work- 
ing away in air-conditioned comfort have no 
desire to learn. 

It will be interesting to see how Colbert 
approaches his outing. From his respectful 
treatment of Rodriguez, it’s clear Colbert has 
some knowledge of and compassion for the 
longtime work of the UFW and its efforts to 
create humane working conditions for farm- 
workers. I know Colbert is in the comedy 
business, but the plight and demonization of 
farm laborers is a raw subject for those of us 
who have either worked the fields or are only 



one generation removed from having done so. 
Still, I am hopeful that Colbert’s field trip will 
do more good than harm. Can’t wait to see. 

The second thing that floored me was the 
premiere of Huge. Nikki Blonsky (2007’s 
Hairspray ) stars as a teenager sent to a fat 
camp. In the opening scene, the camera 
scans the incoming campers, all in swim 
suits, assembled for the weigh-in. Portly, 
plump, dimpled, roly-poly, squat: I had to 
stop the DVR and replay it to make sure I’d 
just seen what I’d seen. Yes, there they were 
- fat kids, lots of them, in all their glory. As 
if that weren’t enough, Blonsky’s Will (short 
for Willamena) is unhappy to be there, and 
she wants everyone to know it. She calls 
herself a feminist. (Hello?! When 
was the last time you heard a 
young person claim that word 
without a caveat?) Will has a 
captive audience in shy Becca 
(Raven Goodwin), telling her 
she’s not buying into the ideal 
of beauty, she loves her body 
the way it is, and she’s not going 
to lose weight. When no-nonsense 
camp counselor Dr. Rand (Gina Torres) 
informs Will that she must strip down to her 
swim suit for her weigh-in, Will refuses, but 
when pressured, she does a slow, in-your- 
face striptease. It’s provocative not just for its 
sensuality but for the fact that Will (and, pre- 
sumably, Blonsky) does seem to be okay with 
her body - a body that most of us have been 
told to cover up, alter, and most importantly, 
be ashamed of. I’m not saying that being fat 
is good for you. But I do believe there is a 
lot of power in embracing all the representa- 
tions of the female figure instead of expect- 
ing all women to aspire to a one-size-fits-all 
ideal. Now, that is provocative! Can’t wait to 
see how this series progresses.

American Splendor 

There was no distinction between life and art for comic 
genius Harvey Pekar. While his iconic American 
Splendor comic depicted the struggle and occasional tri- 
umph of the ordinary, the jazz criticism he penned for the 
Chronicle beginning in 1998 was the work of a scholar, 
steeped in the classics but with an ear to the ground. 

Like the jazz giants he covered - Miles Davis, Tommy 
Dorsey, Count Basie, Chet Baker, Thelonious Monk, 
Herbie Hancock - Pekar’s prose possessed a brilliant 
distinction, authoritative and exacting. His expertise on 
the history of Brazil’s jazz movement (see “Blame It on 
the Bossa Nova,” July 2, 1999) and also jCubanismo! 
(see “A Cultural Phenomenon,” Oct. 9, 1998) made him 
one of the genre’s leading resources. Pekar wrote fea- 
tures for the Chronicle, dozens of album and book 
reviews, and of course his own inimitable comics, all of 
which are worthy of their own anthology. For his complete 
Chronicle archive, visit austinchronicle.com/harveypekar.

The One Knite was an oasis of soul. The 
room was a little box, sitting at the comer of 
Red River and Eighth Street. Cut from lime- 
stone, it looked as though it had been sitting 
there forever, one hard rain away from wash- 
ing into the creek behind it for good. If, by 
some fluke of nature, 100 people happened to 
pack in, half of them could have been charged 
with attempted sodomy, the crowd so thick 
you couldn’t stir them with a stick. 

But in 1970, music maniacs haunting 
Downtown Austin couldn’t be choosy. The 
Vulcan Gas Company on Congress was run- 
ning on faith, a shell of its former self and soon 
to die a quiet and unworthy death. Sixth Street 
was a mix of cold Pearl, funny pills and potent 
powders, and plenty of cheap thrills. The Triple 
J and Green Spot covered the basics of coun- 
try & western and Mexican music, fistfights 
and switchblades no added 
charge. And how many cit- 
ies had a transvestite bar- 
becue joint, six blocks from 
the state Capitol, with she- 
males lined up for brisket 
sandwiches and, hopefully, 
some afternoon side-street 
trade? Scottie’s turned that 
trick just fine. 

On summer days, ther- 
mometer tipping over 100 
degrees, Grove drugstore 
seemed like one last shot at sanity, or maybe a 
short stroll over to the Greyhound station and 
a bus ride to anywhere else. The live music 
capital of the world wasn’t even a figment of 
anyone’s brain-addled imagination yet. For 
true believers, however, the Texas musicians 
drying up with the hot winds of Lubbock, 
Dallas, Houston, and even good ol’ San 
Antone, Austin held hope, slightly delusional 
though it may have been. Something magic 
inhabited its back alleys. 

Of the holy local psych triumvirate - 
Conqueroo, 13th Floor Elevators, and Shiva’s 
Headband - only the last still swung, but free- 
dom flourished nonetheless. Jimmie Vaughan 
felt it when he visited from the Big D in the 
mid-1960s, playing sticky-floor gigs at frater- 
nity houses around the University of Texas 
and finding his way to Eastside clubs Marie’s T 
Room and Alexander’s, places where the blues 
was a life raft for listeners who sometimes could 
barely afford air to breathe. Once Vaughan dis- 
covered those places, he saw his path forward. 
In 1969, the teenage guitarist made the move 
down 1-35, not unlike Mississippi bluesmen 
who took the blues highway from the Delta to 
Chicago decades earlier in search of a home 
for the sounds they made. When the music 
is living inside you, becoming the blood caus- 
ing the heart to surge and the spirit to smile, 
there’s nothing to be done but chase that love 
with every breath in your body. 


The sound of Vaughan 
alone woke other 
guitarists.

When James Lawrence Vaughan left home at 
the end of the 1960s, he carved his initials into 
the back of his best friend: a Fender Stratocaster 
electric guitar. He knew he’d run into some 
dicey characters out there and thought that if 
someone made off with the instrument, having 
his JLV knifed on the back might help him get 
it back. Practicality comes in all shapes and 
sizes, and for a guitarist, the No. 1 job is to 
hold onto an axe. Without that there’s noth- 
ing, and the young traveler knew it. 

Songs From the Big Chair 

More than 40 years later, Vaughan released 
a new album July 6 titled Plays Blues, Ballads 
& Favorites. Which, when you think about it, 
could be the man’s mantra. It’s a stunning set 
of real-life passion, told by veterans with an 
uncanny way of making 
things made out of wood 
and metal tell the truth 
about life. The people in 
the studio are conjurers, 
and while some of it may 
sound simple, the years 
and tears it takes to learn 
to speak this language of 
love are known to a select 
few. As singer Lou Ann 
Barton once said, “There 
are only two cool people 
on the planet, and one of them is Jimmie.” To 
get there was a road few start and almost none 
stick with. When Vaughan left Dallas along with 
the teasing fame of his band the Chessmen, 
Austin was the mirage on the horizon. 

Vaughan wasn’t long in the capital city 
before assembling some Dallas friends into 
Storm in 1970. Nowadays it would be called 
a supergroup: Doyle Bramhall, Paul Ray, 
Vaughan, Denny Freeman, and a few other 
in-and- outers. You had to be a private eye

File Jimmie Vaughan in that prestigious 
group of musicians who don’t make bad 
albums, but that does him a disservice. 

Co-founding the Fabulous Thunderbirds set 
up the master guitarist for a Grammy-winning 
solo career that’s produced four rock-solid LPs, 
never hurried and never overdone. New offering 
Plays Blues , Ballads & Favorites leads with “The 
Pleasure’s All Mine,” grinning atop Vaughan’s 
signature guitar and the invitation to dance. 

Sole original “Cornin’ & Goin”' needs no words, 
its sublime horn-driven shuffle suggesting the local six-stringer has a 
jazz disc in him, but it’s the understated choice of vintage covers that 
makes this eclectic album so friendly. The names you know maybe, but 
not these tunes: Little Richard’s “Send Me Some Lovin’,” LaVern Baker’s

“Wheel of Fortune,” Jimmy Reed’s “Come Love.” Flere, 
lesser-known names leave behind belly-rubbing gems 
Vaughan has polished to a blue shine; “The Pleasure’s 
All Mine” comes from Billy “The Kid” Emerson and “I 
Miss You So” from the inimitable Ted Taylor. Positioning 
Lou Ann Barton as soloist and duet partner is chrome 
on the trailer hitch and creates PBBF’s finest moments, 
such as the phone exchange in “I Miss You So.” Bar- 
ton’s decades overdue for another of her own record- 
ings, the local blues siren so yearning on Dale & Grace’s 
“I’m Leavin’ It Up to You” as she melds at the micro- 
phone with Vaughan’s own soulful vocals. Then there’s 
the platinum track. Onetime James Brown organist 
and Vaughan bandmate for 15 years, the late Bill Willis 
steals Plays Blues , Ballads & Favorites at closing, croon- 
ing the bittersweet “Funny How Time Slips Away” with veteran grace. It’s 
the kiss after the dance, and truly, Jimmie, the pleasure’s all ours.

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l had the bright idea to interview each 
guitarist separately for a cover story in

to find their shows, but the 
one drawing Austins blues 
fiends was Monday at the 
One Knite. The stage, if it 
could be called that, was at 
the back, and on those blue 
Mondays, Storm sounded like 
an answer to years of secret 
prayers. Bramhall’s voice was 
Ray Charles crossed with 
Bobby Bland, and he kept the 
beat like fate. Ray’s bass wast- 
ed no notes, glued in sync 
with Bramhall’s bass drum. 

Freeman’s guitar was a study 
in sonic elegance, mixing jazz 
and stratospheric blues runs 
through a set list of classic 
songs. That left Vaughan, who 
distilled every superfluous 
emotion from his style, leav- 
ing only the essence of ecsta- 
sy in those two hands. Even 
more, he stood onstage like 
he absolutely meant it. Any 


movement was magnified into perfection, and 
he seemed to be sending silent signals to those 
lucky enough to tune into that fiery frequency. 

From those very first nights in the dark of 
Red River, there was never any doubt a musi- 
cal savior had arrived in Austin. It was the way 
he looked at his audience, like he was carrying 
a message of hope and that if everyone pulled 
together surely we could go forth in the light 
as one. Blues is strange stuff. On the surface, 
it can be entertainment beyond belief, heat- 
ing up a room like a blowtorch and driving 
dancers into erotic acrobatics. Underneath all 
that, it’s religion, and those who fall under 
its sway almost always do so for life. John 
Lennon remarked, “Blues is the chair.” It’s 
what everything else sits in. From day one, 
Jimmie Vaughan was the high priest of blues 
in Austin; he sat in that chair, and though no 
one could have envisioned it four decades 
ago, he helped start an influx into the city that 
continues to this day. 

Most foundations are built to be topped off, 
and so it was with Storm. At one point, the 
group included a full horn section and looked 


like it couldn’t get any better. It had reached 
the mountaintop. At a 1972 Democratic fund- 
raiser in Zilker Park, the group was untouch- 
able, its power turned up to 12 and Vaughan 
playing at a personal peak. Naturally, that’s 
when he walked away, losing interest in an act 
inches away from breaking through the Lone 
Star curtain. Like a lot of seers, the guitarist 
had an eye for the next vista even if he hadn’t 
seen it yet. Blues can be a fickle mistress, and 
one man’s beauty is another man’s boredom. 
This Texan was ready to scoot and decided to 
strip it all back to nothing: a quartet without 
an ounce of extra on it. Of course, it would be 
called the Fabulous Thunderbirds. 

The early T-Birds, whether they were called 
that or not, got tagged as a Chicago blues band 
because they featured a harp player in the lead. 
Never mind that half the great Louisiana swamp 
blues crowd included a Hohner Marine Band 
harmonica in their front lines or that incom- 
parable Texan Junior Parker also played the 
Mississippi saxophone. Once Kim Wilson, a 
traveling man if ever there was one, entered the 
Austin city limits, he was destined to throw in 
with Vaughan and turn the Thunderbirds into 
a household name. It took more than 10 years, 
but in the world of roots music, that’s but a blink 
of the eye. Vaughan and Wilson quickly became 
one of the great tag teams to play together, initiat- 
ing a mission to bum down bandstands around 
the world. It was meant to be, and everyone who 
heard them at the time knew it. 
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One of those was Clifford Antone, and he 
decided to do something about it on Sixth 
Street. On a block also home to Benny’s 
Tavern, a bar that wouldn’t serve women 
but did dish up fresh deviled eggs, Antone’s 
opened in 1975 and gave the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds their own clubhouse. Now 
the old Cadillacs and Oldsmobile 225s had 
a place to go at night, and a growing crew 
of get-downers could chase closing time all 
week long. It took a minute to catch on, 
but by the time Muddy Waters came to play 
and learned what so many locals already 
knew, Vaughan, Wilson, Mike Buck, and 
Keith Ferguson had unlocked the door to 
infinity and were giving lessons. This was 
music almost too good to be true, and as 
Austin had become a way station in the 
middle of America for big-time tours, many 
of those stars ended up on the corner of 
Sixth and Brazos to grab a slice of nirvana 
for themselves. 

In the second half of the 1970s, an 
Italian restaurant on 29th Street just west 
of Guadalupe called Rome Inn began fea- 
turing music and gave the Thunderbirds 
Monday nights. If ever an audience and a 
band melted into one beautiful mess, it was 
on those Mondays. Buck’s primordial beat 
painted the isotopes with jungle hues, while 
Ferguson’s Fender bass almost played itself. 
He was so cool to the touch as his glassy 
glare cut through everything in its path. 
That left Wilson and Vaughan as Chip and 
Dale, battling each other with lead lines and 
groove moves that sent the in crowd into 
orbit, shouting and squiggling with glee, egg- 
ing on the bluesmen like a sonic bullfight. 

People like Billy Gibbons and Bob Dylan 
hid in the Rome’s dark comers, taking notes 
no doubt, trying to figure out if purity like 
this could be bottled. At a time when cosmic 
cowboys were lassoing national headlines, 
this hedonistic heaven was a secret soci- 
ety for fun seekers. Jimmie’s little brother, 
Stevie Ray Vaughan, was kick-starting his 
career with the Triple Threat Revue, so I had 
the bright idea to interview each guitarist 
separately for a cover story in The Austin 
Sun. With the headline “Young Giants of the 
Blues,” Jimmie Vaughan’s first interview was 
published April 29, 1978. 


The Big Payback 

Austin Sun: When did you start playing? 
Jimmie Vaughan: Sixty-three, something 
like. I wanted to play drums first, but guitar 
was easier. 

AS: Did you first play rock & roll? 

JV: Sure. Ventures, Little Richard, anything. I 
was playing in gyms, skating rinks, anywhere. 
AS: Weren’t you fairly young when you started 
touring in a rock hand? 

JV: That was in ’66 and ’67, with 
the Chessmen. 

AS: What was that like? 

JV: Great. I got to leave home. 

AS: When did you begin playing blues? 

JV: I always had blues records. I always 
liked it. I just couldn’t find anyone else to 
play it with me, so I did rock & roll. But I 
finally got tired of that, so I moved down 
here in ’69. I’ve been trying to play blues 
ever since then. 

AS: What brought you here? 

JV: I couldn’t play blues in Dallas, and I 
didn’t like who I was playing with. It just 
wasn’t working in Dallas, and I knew some 
musicians on the Eastside, at the old I.L. 
club. So I thought I’d move here and try to 
start something with them. I wanted to play, 
play what I liked. 

AS: Was this when you began to put 
Storm together? 

JV: Yeah, that’s where I met all those guys 
that ended up in Storm. So we kicked 
around for a few years. But it got boring, 
too. Then I met Kim Wilson, and I wanted 
a band with him. 

AS: Do people ever tell you it’s strange that 
you’re sticking with the blues? 

JV: They used to. But I’ve been spending 
since ’69 doing this, so they don’t ask any- 
more. It’s the same with the band. Kim did 
the same thing as me, played around with 
rock. But it’s always been a search. When we 
decided to get together with this, we had the 
same thing in mind. A lot of the songs we 
do are ones we make up, though it sounds 
like other blues. And we do things that are 
from Chicago, like Little Walter songs, Jimmy 
Rogers, Sonny Boy Williamson, Muddy 
Waters. But people that say we’re a Chicago

blues band because we’ve got a guitar and harp, with bass and 
drums, don’t know we’ve never even been to Chicago. I guess 
they have to call you something. It’s all the same, in a way. 
AS: Do you ever feel like you’re carrying on the blues tradition? 
IV: It’s just what I’ve gotta do. It’s what I do. That’s all. It’s 
like other people play commercial - it’s what they do. I’m not 
trying to do anything except play. 

AS: It seems that your band is in a unique position: a young group 
doing all the blues. 

IV We got all our stuff from the same people that Buddy Guy 
and those people got their thing from. It’s weird, kind of all 
twisted up. But I don’t think it’s fair to call us “Chicago.” I just 
want to go over; I want everybody to like it. 

AS: Do you ever feel like Austin takes you for granted? 

IV Sometimes, but that’s because we play here so much. There 
is not much of a scene here; if it wasn’t for Antone’s there 
wouldn’t be anything. 


AS: When you play in front of the older players 
and they like you, how do you feel? 

JV:I love it! It makes me feel like it’s okay 
to do it after all. 

AS: What’s the payback? 

JV It’s what I like, it’s the only way I can hear 
it. There’s nothing else I can do anyway. I 
could go be somebody’s helper or something. 
AS: You and Kim seem to be a pretty good 
pair together. 

JV: We don’t hardly have to talk anymore. It’s 
a certain click. See, there’s a way you’re sup- 
posed to play, a way to start it and end it. There 
are these rules, and we’ve got the same rules. 

* AS: Can you describe at all the power of 
| the blues? 

gJV It’s kinda - well, no I can’t. It’s one of 
those things where you either love it or you 
don’t like it at all. 

wrap It Up 

The Fabulous Thunderbirds’ 
first album arrived in 1979, and 
the world found out what had 
been brewing in the Austin incu- 
bator. The sound of Vaughan alone 
woke up other guitarists. How did 
he do it? What’s the secret to capturing that timeless sus- 
pense living inside every note? Who are all the influences 
we missed? Surely there are tricks involved. But that was 
the beauty of the Texan’s attack: It was full of a feeling that 
was his alone. It fueled the Thunderbirds to trust themselves 
and stay zeroed in on one thing: playing what they liked. 
Outsiders were not let in, and if somehow they did pick 
the locks, they were soon sent packing. As the band grew 


in strength and stature, grabbing hit records and worldwide 
renown, during those T-Bird years nothing really changed 
except the workload. And then it did. 

Near the end of the 1980s, Jimmie Vaughan looked around 
and realized it wasn’t fun anymore, so he left. Pure and simple. 
He made an album with his brother, 1990’s Family Style, but then 
the unthinkable happened and he lost him too. Musicwise, the 
elder Vaughan was now on his own and may have felt a bit like 
he did when he’d first moved to Austin 20 years ago. Solo albums 
followed: Strange Pleasure (1994), Out There (1998), Do You Get 
the Blues? (2001), and On the Jimmy Reed Highway (2007) with 
Omar Kent Dykes. Blues is funny business, though, because for 
charter members it’s everything. If you really hear the alchemy of 
turning pain into joy - a lyric or a lead solo or even just the touch 
of a brush on a snare drum - the caring that comes from it will 
sustain a person through everything. It cannot be explained or 
demonstrated, but once it’s understood an inner world awaits. 

This past March, Jimmie Vaughan stood onstage during South 
by Southwest, having just received a birthday cake from his wife. 
Their young twin daughters were at home, probably asleep. He 

was smiling, nearly finished with 
a set that sent the raucous crowd 
to the moon. About 10 blocks 
from the site of the old One Knite, 
now home to Stubb’s, he still 
had the smile that used to light 
up that stage then. Vaughan held 
his Stratocaster like it was a part of him, playing the strings the 
way poets choose words. The once-young giant of the blues has 
become a beacon now, a musician spoken of in the same breath 
with those who invented this precious sound. As surely as the 
Colorado River runs through the middle of the city and bluebon- 
nets will be back in the spring with their endless amazement, 
Jimmie Vaughan offers a window into what one soul can do, and 
that is play the blues for you. ■

Austin Chronicle: Any reason it’s been nine 
years since your last solo album? 

Jimmie Vaughan: I didn’t plan it that way. I 
got married and had twins. And I wrote some 
songs but didn’t like them. Then I did the 
Jimmy Reed album with Omar [Kent Dykes] , 
and that got me excited. Then I met bassist 
Ronnie James and started playing with him, 
but then [keyboardist] Bill Willis got sick 
[and died] , which was sad, so I started play- 
ing with [saxophonist] Greg Piccolo and Kaz 
Kazanoff on baritone. Between all that, it got 
me going again. 

AC: Was there a specific sound 
you were going for? 

IV: You have to try to be 
happy, and this kind of 
music makes me happy. 

And it still feels like I’m learning how to do 
it. It still feels fresh. Like I heard a new song 
today by Guitar Slim and wonder if I can play 
it. I’m still trying to get better. 

AC: Is it a quest you’re on? 

IV: You don’t really have a choice. It’s either 
that or quit, and it’s too late for that now. I’ve 
never done anything else. 

AC: Has it made a good life for you? 

JV:I Ve had a wonderful life, and the guitar has 


been very good to me. When I first started play- 
ing, within a couple of days I went: “Man, this is 
it. I can do this, get a car, and then split home.” 
AC: Is the guitar your best friend? 

JV: I have a lot of great friends, but the guitar 
was a godsend. I didn’t go out looking for it. 
I was interested in it and always liked music. 
I remember watching Elvis Presley on The 
Ed Sullivan Show, and my dad’s friends were 
guitar players. My uncle played guitar. Dallas 
was just about guitars, it seemed like. The first 
thing I learned how to play was Jimmy Reed, 
but kind of backwards. 
I didn’t know. I still 
play that way, don’t I? 
AC: What took you in the 
direction of the blues? 

JV: All those records 
that I had. I can’t really explain it. It’s more 
like a yearning, like I want to be that when 
I grow up. Still do. I want to be a blues 
guitar player. 

AC: What was it like when you started playing 
with all the greats? 

JV: I’ve been very fortunate. I got to meet 
T-Bone Walker and see all those guys play. 
AC: Did you think you could do it when 
you began? 


JV: They said a white guy can’t play the blues 
during the Sixties. So I thought I’d just play it 
and call it something else. 

AC: What about when they said the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds sounded like a Chicago 
blues band? 

JV:I had a Muddy Waters record and a Little 
Walter record and a Buddy Guy record, but 
they weren’t from Chicago either. They moved 
there. Like the Texas guys then went to L.A. 
AC: Was there ever a period when you thought 
you were really getting there? 

JV: Well, the difference between before the 
T-Birds had a hit and after the hits was instead 
of one gig a day they booked us on three, and 
you couldn’t keep up. There wasn’t much dif- 
ference except there was more work than we 
could do, and it wasn’t fun anymore. It was 
about traveling and business, and we could 
never get ahead no matter what we did. We 
always had great fun playing though, and we 
got to make all those records, and I loved that. 
I still love playing. 

AC: Why did it take you so long to 
start singing? 

JV: When I first started playing as a little kid, 
my voice hadn’t changed. I was listening to 
Muddy Waters and Bobby Bland records, but 


my voice didn’t sound right doing those songs 
so I didn’t sing. I was probably scared then 
too. I turned 40, and I got to do the Family 
Style album with Stevie. We had a meeting with 
producer Niles Rodgers, who said the instru- 
mental “D/FW” was great and asked Stevie 
what he was going to sing. Stevie said he had 
a few songs, and then Niles looked at me and 
said, “What are you going to sing?” I said, “I 
don’t sing,” and he said, “You do now.” So it 
was put up or shut up, and that was perfect to 
make me have to try. I had quit smoking at the 
same time, and having to sing helped me not 
start up again. It’s been awhile, and I’m still 
learning how to sing, but I enjoy it now. 

AC: All these years playing and your music has 
never really wavered. What’s the key to that? 

JV I’m still trying to figure how to do it. I play 
every day, and I’m still chasing that dream 
about the guitar and how to get inspired. It’s 
been a huge reward, but I have to try harder. 
The pleasure’s all mine. 

AC: What’s the payback now? 

JV: I love it. I love liberty. Nobody can tell 
you what to play and what kind of music you 
like. That’s your choice. And there’s always so 
much great music to hear. WC. Clark is still 
playing, Gary Clark Jr. [no relation], Johnny 
and Jay Moeller, Nick Curran is tearing it up. 
And I’m just getting started again. We got a 
second wind. It never ends. ■

ALEJANDRO ESCOVEDO 

Street Songs of Love (Fantasy) 

At KGSR’s 2008 anniversary concert, 
when asked how his heralded Real Animal 
had performed at market, Alejandro 
Escovedo scowled. “The same,” he said. 

We were both disappointed. Always the 
bridesmaid. Or is that Animal gateway 
“Always a Friend” never the bride? Either 
way, now nine solo studio LPs into his 
celebrated career, commercial accounting 
never stopped Austin’s Stonesy VU Stooge 
from delivering hit discs and then following 
them up in one manner or another. Debut 
Gravity spun off enough emotional baggage 
for Thirteen Years two years later in 1994, 
while his third album and first for a major 
indie, Rykodisc’s superb With These Hands, 
yielded tour diary More Miles Than Money: 
Live 1994-1996. Next plateau, Cassavetes 
verite A Man Under the Influence 
(“Castanets,” “Velvet Guitar,” 2001), was 
succeeded by a music play: By the Hand 
of the Father. This time, Real Animal tamer 
Tony Visconti (Marc Bolan, David Bowie, 

Thin Lizzy) again harnesses Escovedo con- 
siderably more effectively than Stephen 
Bruton, Chris Stamey, and John Cale at a 
juncture in the local rocker’s four-decade 
career when he enjoys a stable national 
profile. Street Songs of Love continues that 
instinctive trend, though profits are down. 
Midtempo weigh-in “Anchor” opens the 
proceedings with the crimson pirate’s tru- 
est lyrical tattoo, “I’m in love with love,” 
then follows it with a “Silver Cloud” (“I’m a 
fool for your love”). Third track “This Bed 
Is Getting Crowded” is the charm. Meaty, 
swaggering, streetwalking cheetah and 
kissing cousin to Escovedo live staple 
“Everybody Loves Me,” the king-sized sleep- 
er’s been a kill since the singer debuted the 
song last year. At 3:16, it’s the raw power 
Escovedo devotees lust for. Segued out 
of “This Bed Is Getting Crowded,” the title 
track rams that momentum home on anoth- 
er tough bassline and drummer Hector 





Munoz’s 400-pound-guerrilla backbeat, 
Escovedo’s urban blues rap as precise (the 
way he pops “pot”) as its brain stain every 
time KUT spins it into the local Top 40. 
SSOL’s interior triptych then completes on 
NYC street hustle “Down in the Bowery,” 
Mott the Hoople’s Ian Hunter adding a gut- 
ter verse and harmonies. That Stonesian 
sway is in turn swatted away by “Bed” book- 
end “Tender Heart,” a three-alarm sawtooth 
stomper clocking in at 2:26. Beware the 
real animal. Sustainability being what it is, 
Street Song's second half tends toward the 
diaphanous, “Down in the Bowery” getting 
a run for its loose change in the car-hood 
astronomy of “After the Meteor Showers” 
before “Tula” comes on through an opium 
dream. Kickers “Undesired” and “Shelling 
Rain” neither embarrass nor distinguish, 
particularly in the face of penultimate 
bell-ringer “Faith,” proclaimed hungrily by 
Bruce Springsteen, whose management 
counts Escovedo in its tight inner circle, 

God bless them. Springsteen and Escovedo 
together miss only Little Steven’s yowl for a 
Highwayman’s rock assembly. Closer “Fort 
Worth Blue” laps a languid reminder of 
Escovedo’s love of Santo & Johnny instru- 
mental “Sleep Walk.” Street Songs of Love, 
blood from a stone.

PHRANCHYZE 

The Black Larry Bird 

The stereotype’s nearly as old as hip-hop: 
battle MCs can’t cut proper studio albums. A 
veteran of both Grind Time and the World Rap 
Championships, Phranchyze is first and fore- 
most a battle rapper, but as the intro to The 
Black Larry Bird professes, the 26-year-old 
local rhymesayer 
also has “the pas- 
sion of the under- 
dog, the purity of 
tradition, and a 
vision that was his 
alone.” Phran’s 
follow-up to last 
year’s Errybody 
Hates Me!! is a 
solid, well-rounded 
affair, with something for radio (“Dolo”), the 
“Black Haired Girls,” and only one freestyle 
(“Popeye Jones”), laced with go-go Gadget 
comedic wizardry and impeccable produc- 
tion from Blacksmith Beats. Gary Clark Jr. 
helps take the Swisher sweetness of “Doja 


Sacks” higher than the VIP booth at Antone’s, 
while “Eva Angelina” chronicles a Peeping 
Tom’s desperate attempts to put a ring on 
it. There’s an oft-overlooked seriousness to 
Phranchyze, though, and the slam-poet hon- 
esty of “Never Be” and “Blood” cracks pipes 
like early Sage Francis.

Sittin 9 by the Road (Lost Art) 

The legend of Blaze Foley continues. 

True to the scattered way Austin’s Duct 
Tape Messiah lived his too-short life - cut 
short by a gunshot in 1989 - the low-tech 
recordings on Sittin' by the Road were 
left at a friend’s house in Georgia three 
decades ago and are only now seeing the 
light of day. Recorded on a reel-to-reel back 
when Foley lived in a tree house in the 
Peach State (see “Faded Love,” Oct. 31, 


as the two inner-city griots spit autobio- 
graphical while the back-in-the-day musing of 
“Reminisce” name drops influences from C.L. 
Smooth to A Tribe Called Quest. RAS’ BDP- 
styled edutainment is more the Coup than 
Dead Prez; they’ve got a lyrical agenda but 
aren’t afraid to have fun while shining light 
on the prison industry complex in school yard 
skits or chanting down Babylon on the Rasta- 
tinged “Yamentals.” Despite arriving only 
seven months ago, Speak the Truth catapults 
Riders Against the Storm into the upper ech- 
elon of the local hip-hop hierarchy.

GOSSIP 

Dear as Diamonds 

The opening 
track from local 
quartet Hollywood 
Gossip’s debut 
LP grabs you 
immediately: the 
combination of 
singer/guitarist Tyler Womack’s cadenced 
chant (“sleepwalkin’ walkin’”) and the song’s 
Smiths-esque trot get in your head like good 
pop hooks should. In that way, Dear as 
Diamonds works as a summer album, one 
you can drink in and sweat out. Its tones are 
bright and soft on “Turn It Up” and “Summer 
Haze,” while Womack’s restless lyrics never 
feel too poor-me; there’s a unique introspec- 
tion and Austin-centricity to the songs. The 
midsection loses some of its pop confec- 
tion, “I Want It All” and “Worst Day” out of 


2008), they offer the earliest known 
audio of the songwriting talent that in life 
attracted Merle Haggard and Willie Nelson 
and posthumously made John Prine and 
Lyle Lovett into fans. He had a tendency to 
rush in those days; “Big Cheeseburgers & 
Good French Fries,” for example, is too upt- 
empo, inferior to the laid-back version on 
Oval Room. In fact, these tapes create the 
feeling Foley was in an experimental stage 
with these then-new songs, still search- 
ing for the right feel. A sharp exception is 
“Cold, Cold World,” which he delivers in 
fully realized brilliance. “If I Could Only Fly” 
(also on this disc) may be the calling card 
that captured Haggard’s ear, but I assert 
that “Cold, Cold World” is Foley’s master- 
piece. For the completist, there are three 
songs here that appear nowhere else: The 
title track and “The Way You Smile” aren’t 
particularly special, although “Smile” hints 
at his later mastery of the melancholy, 
but “Fat Boy” perfectly captures his weird 
sense of humor. Sittin ’ by the Road will 
never be heard as essential Foley - it’s 
hard to describe anything he ever did as 
“polished,” but his later recordings appear 
so by comparison - but it’s a welcome com- 
plement to the collections of existing fans.

STONEHONEY 

The Cedar 
Creek Sessions 
(Music Road) 

With its lush, 
four-part harmo- 
nies and layers 
of ringing gui- 
tars, Stonehoney 
sounds like 1974. The locals’ country rock 
would fit nicely next to radio staples of the 
time like Poco, Firefall, and especially the 
Eagles. Not many acts today capture that 
sound with Stonehoney’s accuracy, and, to 
a certain degree, that’s commendable. The 
former California quartet’s downfall comes 
through its collective songwriting chops. 
Spread among Shawn Davis, Phil Hurley, 

David Phenicie, and Nick Randolph, not one 
of them seems to have experienced anything 
deeper than “She’s everything I’ve ever 
dreamed” as they intone on lullaby “Little 
Angel.” Such lyrical cliches are piled high 
throughout The Cedar Creek Sessions. With no 
attempt to break beyond the formula of heart 
songs and a little hard livin’, pretty harmo- 
nies and tasteful guitar solos can only take 
them so far.

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Labor unions’ sweet, recession-proof contract with the New York City area’s 
severely cash-strapped Metropolitan Transportation Authority last year provided 
8,074 blue-collar workers (conductors, engineers, repairmen, etc.) with six-figure 
compensation, including about 50 who earned $200,000 or more. Researchers 
cited by The New York Times in April found that one Long Island Rail Road 
conductor made $239,148, about $4,000 more than the MTA’s chief financial 
officer and about $48,000 short of being the highest-paid person in the entire 
system. Included in some of the fat payouts for LIRR locomotive engineers 
was special “penalty” pay (about $94,600 in one case) for engineers who are 
required to move a train to a different location from its normal assignment. 


LEAD STORY 

A severe but underappreciated American 
drug problem (sometimes deadly and often 
expensive) is patients’ failure to take pre- 
scribed medications - even to save their own 
lives (such as with anti-coagulants or choles- 
terol-regulating statins). In recent pilot pro- 
grams, according to a June New York Times 
report, compliance rates have been signifi- 
cantly improved - by giving patients money 
($50 to $100 a month, sometimes more) if 
they remember to take their drugs. Data 
shows that, indeed, such compliance subsi- 
dies reduce society’s overall health care costs 
by preventing expensive hospital admissions. 
Beyond health care costs is the social benefit 
when violent schizophrenics take their meds 
and refrain from attacking people. 

A PROFESSIONAL ALL THE WAY 

In May, the chief media spokesman of the 
Nye County, Nev., sheriff’s office, Detective 
David Boruchowitz, announced to the press 
the arrest of a man charged with burglary and 
assault. The suspect’s name, he reported, was 
Detective David Boruchowitz. The chief investi- 
gator on the case, Boruchowitz told reporters, 
was Detective David Boruchowitz. (Three days 
later, the charges were dropped, but that 
announcement was made by someone else.) 


GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

Arizona (viewed by some as hard-hearted 
for its April law stepping up its vigilance 
against illegal immigrants) showed a soft side 
recently, implementing a $1.25 million federal 
grant that it believes will save the lives of at 
least five squirrels a year. The state’s 250 
endangered Mount Graham red squirrels risk 
becoming roadkill on Route 366 near Pima, 
and the state is building a rope bridge for 
them to add to several existing tunnels. 

GREAT ART! 

At a June concert in Australia’s Sydney 
Opera House, American musicians Laurie 
Anderson and Lou Reed performed 
Anderson’s 20-minute, very-high-pitched com- 
position “Music for Dogs,” an arrangement 
likely to have been largely unmelodious to 
humans, who generally cannot hear such 
high pitches, but of more interest to dogs, 
who can. (Dogs were permitted in the audi- 
ence, but news reports were inconclusive 
about their level of enjoyment.) 

Manyjihadist recruiting pitches are dry 
and pious, but in May, the Somali activist 
Abu Mansoor al-Amriki, 26, who was born 
in Alabama, began streaming Internet rap 
“music” videos to encourage warrior sign- 
ups. (Sample verse: “It all started out in 


Afghanistan/When we wiped the oppres- 
sors off the land/The Union crumbled and 
tumbled/Humbled, left them mumbled/ 
Made a power withdraw and cower.”) 
Actually, there was no music but merely al- 
Amriki singing, presumably because in the 
version of Islam favored by Somali jihad- 
ists, music is not permitted. 

West Virginia’s Division of Culture and 
History announced in June it would hold a 
state-sponsored art exhibition showcasing 
the state’s arts talent. Until now, the state 
has refused such projects because the last 
one, in 1963, turned out badly. The grand 
prize that year, supposedly representing the 
character and tradition of the state, went to 
West Virginia Moon, which was a collection of 
broken boards and a screen door. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

In Rehoboth Beach, Del., it is illegal for 
men and women to publicly reveal their geni- 
tals and for women to reveal their breasts, 
but Police Chief Keith Banks, confronted in 
June with complaints about some beachgo- 
ers flaunting their shapely breasts, said there 
was nothing he could do. Banks said the 
offenders were actually biological males in 
the midst of hormonal transgendering. As 
Banks explained: “[Tjhey had male genitalia. 
Therefore, they were not guilty of a crime.” 

In April, Prince Edward Island, Canada, 
Judge John Douglas acquitted minor league 
hockey player Chris Doyle of assaulting his 
former girlfriend, though Doyle had arrived 
at her home uninvited, had annoyed and 


berated her, and would not leave. The girl- 
friend was injured when Doyle punched a 
door, causing it to smash against her face, 
but Judge Douglas accepted that Doyle hon- 
estly did not know she was behind the door. 
Said the judge: “If he was charged with 
being a colossal asshole, I would find him 
guilty. Of ‘assault causing bodily harm,’ I 
find him not guilty.” 

UPDATE 

In 2007, “News of the Weird” reported 
what looked like the bizarre dreams of an 
attention-seeking Muslim cleric: that con- 
trary to popular belief, strict Wahhabi Islam 
allows unrelated people of the opposite sex 
to meet, unchaperoned, provided that they 
were both breastfed by the same woman 
(thus symbolically making them “siblings”). 

In June 2010, two more-prominent Muslim 
clerics in Saudi Arabia reintroduced the 
debate, according to an AOL News report, by 
agreeing that the workaround could be used 
by a boyfriend and his girlfriend’s mother. 
However, they disagreed on whether the 
Quran requires the boy to take the milk 
directly from her breast or allows him to 
feed from her stored milk.

The Medford Collection of American Western Art fills the 
corridors of the Lufkin City Hall with images of snowdrifts, des- 
ert skies at sunset, and mountain ranges. When the residents 

pay their taxes, utility bills, or a parking 
fine, they walk past pictures of a time 
and place when horses were the prima- 
ry mode of transportation. This little- 
known exhibit is one of the hidden trea- 
sures of East Texas. 

The 50-plus paintings in the collec- 
tion cover the walls of four hallways and 
many years of man’s struggle against 
the harsh and beautiful elements in the 
American West. Nearly every painting 
includes an image of a horse, a cow- 
boy, a Native American, or all three. 

What is amazing about this exhibit is 
the range of colors and feelings con- 
veyed on the canvases. This may not be 
the biggest or the best collection of 
Western art, but it’s a very good repre- 
sentation of the beauty that can be cap- 
tured by this artistic genre. 

Dr. Ulen Gail Medford Jr. assembled 
the collection for his private enjoyment 
in the 1970s and 1980s. “Dr. Medford 
loved all kinds of art,” says J.P 
McDonald, executive director of the 
Museum of East Texas in Lufkin. She 
worked with him when he was on the 
museum’s board of directors before he 
passed away in 1994. 

“He was a great collector of American Western art,” McDonald says. “He picked the cream of 
the crop when it came to his collection,” which includes work by Jodie Boren of the Abilene area; 
Raymond Ryan, a local painter; the late James Boren, a former Texas State Artist of the Year; and 
Austin’s own Gordon Fowler, the former owner of La Zona Rosa. 

The grandson of an Angelina County pioneer and lumberman, Dr. Medford spent most of his life 
in the town where he was born in 1914. After college in Nacogdoches and Waco, and residency at 
Hermann Hospital in Houston, he practiced medicine in Lufkin for more than 50 years. His only 
extended absence was when he served in World War II. A lifelong bachelor, Dr. Medford acted as 
the first chief of staff of the local hospital. In 1991 he donated his art collection to the city to 
grace the first-floor halls of the then-new city government building. 

Lufkin City Hall is in downtown at 300 E. Shepherd. The collection is open to the public Monday 
through Friday from 8am to 5pm, excluding city holidays. For information on the art, go to 
www.cityoflufkin.com/art/index.htm. 

The East Texas city has a history of art appreciation, encouraged by residents like Dr. Medford 
and others. Many of the downtown buildings are decorated with murals depicting the area’s history, 
and the residents supports several art galleries featuring regional artists. The Museum of East 
Texas, 503 N. Second in Lufkin, often hosts national exhibits.

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Shoot/Get Treasure/Repeat 



If you’re faint of heart, don’t go near a Mark Ravenhill play. 
Ravenhill writes tales that hold a gun to your heart and shoot 
you in the soul, but leave you alive so you can feel every last 
drop of pain. 


In this play, originally performed in 2007 
and titled Ravenhill for Breakfast, he writes 
about people in that most extreme of situ- 
ations - war - then flips those violent situ- 
ations around, using colloquial language to 
contrast with the horror of reality. 

The play is really three short plays, all revolv- 
ing around one country invading another in 
order to overthrow a dictatorship and bring 
freedom and democracy to the oppressed. In 
the first play, “Twilight of the Gods,” the hungry 
Susan is interviewed by the somewhat officious 
Jane. On a table between them sits a cup of 
coffee and a sweet roll, and as the interview 
progresses and we find that insurgents are 
not allowing food through to the “zones” in 
which Susan is trapped, we also discover that 
something as simple as an apple can kill those 
who are starving. Still, even when presented 
with this knowledge, Susan wants the food. In 
the second, “Crime and Punishment,” a soldier 
attempts to force a captive woman to tell her 
that she loves him and to demonstrate that 
love, threatening her with a gun, then actu- 
ally shooting her in both of her feet before 
performing a most unspeakable act as a final 
compunction. In the third play, “Paradise Lost,” 

Liz is finding it difficult to sleep because of 
the nightly screaming from an adjacent apart- 
ment, so she confronts Ruth, who is gagged 
and bound to a chair, and asks her to keep the 
noise to a minimum. Eventually two soldiers 
enter and begin to torture Ruth in order to 
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extract “names,” subsequently attempting to 
persuade the sleepless Liz to join in. Before 
and after each of the plays, as the actors 
change costumes, they speak in a round about 
eating breakfast, watching television, seeing the 
bombing and feeling sickened by it, but continu- 
ing to go about their everyday lives. 

Director Becca Plunkett makes some inter- 
esting choices in staging the play, including 
the use of a live sound operator to accompany 
the action as well as a slide show featuring 
famous and infamous painted and photo- 
graphic images of war. She has quite compe- 
tent actors presenting the material, with Kristi 
Brawner standing out as both a perpetrator 
and two victims. But the real star of the show 
is Ravenhill’s provocative script. Ravenhill uses 
certain phrases, particularly the phrase “free- 
dom and democracy,” over and over again, and 
while the initial effect of the repetition is cloy- 
ing, the final effect is powerfully ironic, demon- 
strating the emptiness of political rhetoric in 
the face of violent action. Rarely have I seen 
the truth in the phrase “actions speak louder 
than words” manifested so compellingly. 

Freedom and democracy. You are being 
bombed. We are sickened. Have a nice day!

When asked what he sees there, however, the patient replies 
that he sees a snowflake, a sunflower, a map of Dresden. It 
isn’t his vision that’s causing the misperception; it’s his mind. 


For reasons unknown, the brain of this pro- 
fessional singer and teacher of music has 
stopped allowing him to piece together the 
various parts that make up an object - be 
it rose or foot or face - so that he can rec- 
ognize its complete form. He can see things 
well enough, but when it comes to interpret- 
ing them, all that registers is an arrange- 
ment of vaguely familiar components. Thus, 
he sees in the Ferris wheel a snowflake, in a 
skyscraper a rocket, in his wife’s head a hat. 

Why a man’s mind should betray him in 
such a rare and peculiar fashion is a mystery, 
and the pursuit of an answer by the attending 
physician, Dr. S, drives The Man Who Mistook 
His Wife for a Hat, a chamber opera adapted 
from the famous case study by neurologist 
Oliver Sacks. A clinical investigation, especial- 
ly one focused on mental processes, might 
seem a curious basis for an opera. Music, 
though, plays a critical role in the story, not 
only as the occupation for the patient but as 
the means by which he and his wife manage 
to cope with his condition. Composer Michael 
Nyman makes this meaning that music has 
for Dr. P the thread through the drama, a 
force that sustains and even liberates. 

That validation of music’s power made 
this work a fitting choice to open the 2010 
Austin Chamber Music Festival, especially 
since it was produced by the festival and 
Austin Lyric Opera working in partnership 
for the first time. The project’s collabora- 
tive nature underscored the idea of music’s 
profound impact, regardless of discipline 
or genre. Given the work’s small scale - it 
calls for three singers and seven instru- 
mentalists - the string quintet and harp, 
led by Austin Chamber Music Center Artistic 
Director Michelle Schumann at the piano, 
looked right at home in the cozy sanctuary 
of St. Martin’s Lutheran Church. And their 
deft handling of Nyman’s score - a wealth of 
short, often quite melodic phrases repeated 
over and over with the minor shifts of vin- 


tage minimalism - created an undertow of 
anxiety throughout the deepening of the 
mystery but also ripened into moments of 
poignant lyricism, as when Dr. P describes 
the buildings on a local street. The church’s 
compact space proved a new and intriguing 
switch for ALO, though, which rarely ventures 
out of its expansive home in Dell Hall. The 
project gave the organization a fine way to 
get up close and personal with its audience, 
although the liveness of the sanctuary had 
sound bouncing around so that a good deal 
of the text as sung was difficult to decipher. 

What the venue lost in acoustics, however, 
it made up for in intimacy. The three charac- 
ters are all rather reserved, not given to the 
splashy theatrics of the grand opera stage, 
but we were near enough to catch the subtle 
gestures and expressions that revealed the 
depths of their feelings: the cocked eyebrow 
of Brian Joyce’s Dr. S when he found another 
piece to the puzzle of Dr. P’s condition; 
the darting eyes of Matthew Trevino’s Dr. R 
unable to settle on objects around him, leav- 
ing him unsettled; the strained face of Cara 
Johnston’s Mrs. P that signaled how watch- 
ing her husband be examined was agony for 
her. In fact, though there were exceptional 
musical moments - a thrilling performance 
of Robert Schumann’s “Ich grolle nicht” by 
Trevino, with Joyce cheerfully joining in, and 
a climactic cry from Johnston that sounded 
with the chilling power of a rifle shot - it was 
the small nonverbal contacts between Dr. 
and Mrs. P that had the most to tell us: how 
she clung to him when they sat together, a 
little blown kiss between them, their smiles. 
These revealed a couple deeply in love 
and deeply committed to each other, even 
under trying circumstances. You believed 
they would see this through. The Man Who 
Mistook His Wife for a Hat may have begun 
with the mind, but ultimately, it had as much 
to say about the wondrous mystery of the 
human heart. - Robert Faires

So much vibration, so much resonance: You can almost 
feel it humming in the air. 

In this city of Austin, where Philip K. Dick’s dystopian 


novel A Scanner Darkly was turned into 
a complex animated cartoon by Richard 
Linklater and a thick cadre of artists, now 
here’s a cartoon utopia created by one 
artist, Ron Rege Jr., gloriously complicat- 
ing the gallery walls at Domy Books. 

If you don’t know Dick, be aware that 
the late visionary pulp and paperback 
writer also created what he called his 
“Exegesis,” a cosmology, shaded by a 
sort of melancholy paranoia, that explains 
the origin and nature of the universe 
and how the reality of paradise (or the 
paradise of reality) is undermined by ... 
certain forces. If you don’t know dick 
about Rege, be aware that this visionary 
zine and comic-book artist is creating his 
own cosmology, inspired by theosophy, 
gnosticism, and hermetic alchemy, redo- 
lent more of ecstasy than of paranoia, in 
which everything is moving toward - or 
can be moved toward - a spiritual para- 
dise. Be aware that much of this ongoing 
project awaits your own vision at Domy 
Books until the end of this month. 

So much vibration, so much reso- 
nance: You can almost feel it humming 
in the air. 

In Rege’s drawings, you can actually 
see those vibrations, the relationships 
between objects and the conscious- 
nesses within the earthly vessels. Rege 
works most often in simple black lines; 
his figures and landscapes leap to your 
sight, without shading, in what’s been 
tagged a “Cute Brut” style, but the pat- 
terns of those hundreds of lines can be 
as complicated as a million gray-scale 
pixels. The beauty of the flow and bal- 
ance that the artist achieves in his 


drawings - of the genesis of life, of the 
struggles of humanity against itself, 
of the wonders of spiritual peace and 
technological plenty to come - can leave 
you momentarily breathless. As if cor- 
respondence with the best material from 
last-century pulps were inescapable, 
Rege’s star-fire illuminations often seem 
a more cartoony version of the pen-and- 
ink miracles wrought by Virgil Finlay, and 
just as effective. 

Finlay, of course, worked in the pulps 
- especially in the sci-fi milieu in which 
Dick struggled to hack out a living. And 
the pulps eventually morphed into comic 
books, in which the graphic magnificence 
of Jack Kirby was the enduring pinnacle. 
And you can see, although it’s initially 
startling, that lineage carried through to 
Rege’s “Cartoon Utopia”: When the artist 
adds black fills to his work or expands 
the delicate lines beyond a certain thick- 
ness, the shapes and patterns take on 
distinctly Kirby-esque tone - not out of 
place at all, come to think, consider- 
ing Kirby’s own cosmologies, gods, and 
ubergizmos in the superheroic pages of 
Marvel and DC. 

So much vibration, so much reso- 
nance: You can almost feel it humming 
in the air. We recommend a trip to Domy 
to experience this touring epicenter of 
graphic energy, to witness the originals 
that later formed (or will form) comic 
books and pictorial albums, to enjoy the 
primacy of ink on paper from the pen of 
a man who knows how to wield it, who 
is determined to show you his alchemi- 
cal vision of the world as seen through 
a scanner brightly. - Wayne Alan Brenner

the genre: a conflicted leader who behaves 
immorally, but for righteous reasons; 
his assembled team (here, tem- 
peramentally and ethnically diverse); 
and that one last job that almost 
certainly promises our hero’s undo- 
ing. DiCaprio plays Cobb, the lead of 
a crew that traffics in a unique kind 
of corporate espionage in which they 
design a dreamscape, then trap, 
say, a CEO into said dream in order to extract 
highly sensitive, highly profitable information. 
That’s what the team usually does - extrac- 
tion - but early on, they are hired to do the 
opposite: to plant an original idea in the 
head of an heir to an energy conglomerate 
(Murphy). Inception is unproven - though not 
untested, Cobb grimly suggests - and in order 
for it to work, Cobb’s team determines they 
will have to go much further than a shared 
dream, but rather, into a dream within the 
dream within the dream. That means that at 
one point, Nolan thrillingly juggles in tandem 
almost a half-dozen loci on the time-space 
continuum... and that’s why you can’t dis- 
count the novelty and dazzling invention of 
Nolan’s premise. Certainly he’s an able action 
director, but via this dream anti-logic, he’s 
written himself full license to hurl his film 
into exotic, often otherworldly locales defined 
by an altogether other kind of physics. Hurl, 
indeed: While there is, of course, that typically 
Nolanesque self-possessedness to the film, 


what endures is its sense of desperate tumult 
as worlds collapse, multiple ticking clocks go 
off, and a broken man tries, badly, to make 
reparations. Hans Zimmer’s characteristically 
assaultive score strikes the right tone: While 
logic tells us nothing could be less life-and- 
death than what happens when we dream, 
experience tells us otherwise. The terrors and 
ecstasies of our dream lives feel just as vivid, 
if not more, than what happens outside of 
REM. The problem with Cobb is that he can’t 
tell the difference anymore. DiCaprio’s Cobb 
isn’t so far removed from his shaky and griev- 
ing antihero of Shutter Island - and does the 
actor have some kind of contract 
rider dictating bronzer and an 
undernourished Van Dyke beard? 

- but his blend of unflappable cool 
and spittle-sob emotiveness is 
irresistible here. The rest of the 
actors are hardly afforded back- 
stories, but Nolan has cannily cast 
a terrific assemblage of character 
actors, including Hardy, Gordon-Levitt, and 
Page, who are so watchable that the slight- 
ness of their characters comes off as eco- 
nomical rather than neglectful. Page, playing 
the newest member of the team, serves 
as proxy for the audience: As the rules are 
explained to her, so they are explained to us, 
and we share in her delight as whole worlds 
are built anew before our eyes. That delight 
somewhat dampens as we enter the film’s 
second hour - Nolan’s end-act pacing has 
always felt ponderous - but it’s not enough 
to ruin what is surely the most intellectually 
and viscerally engaging action film in years. 
The soul doesn’t stir, no, but everything else 
is wildly somersaulting. - Kimberley Jones

COCO CHANEL & IGOR 

STRAVINSKY D: Jan Kounen; with Anna 
Mouglalis, Mads Mikkelsen, Elena Morozova, Natacha 
Lindinger, Grigori Manoukov. (R, 115 min., subtitled) 

Perhaps it’s no surprise that French 
designer Coco Chanel, with her penchant 
for a dominant black-and-white color pal- 
ette, would be attracted to Igor Stravinsky, 
a compositional master of the piano’s 
black-and-white keyboard. Coco Chanel & 

Igor Stravinsky is the second movie about 
Chanel to be released within the past year, 
following Coco Before Chanel, and is, by far, 
the less besotted of the two films. Based 
on a book by Chris Greenhalgh (who also 
co-wrote the screenplay with Dutch director 
Kounen), this new movie takes a harsher 
approach toward the fashion icon, depicting 
her as a person who put her own interests 
above others’ and who cut a direct path 
between herself and what she wanted. In 
this particular case, what she wants is the 
married Russian musician Stravinsky, whom 
she first encounters during the infamous 
debut of his ballet, The Rite of Spring, which 
provoked the kind of riot and art scandale 
that only the French can countenance. She 
sees him as a kindred soul, a daring artist 
working outside the cultural boundaries. 
Years later, Chanel sees him again, once 
he has fled Russia after the revolution 
and landed in Paris with his wife and four 
children under impecunious circumstances. 
She invites the family to take up residence 
at her country home outside Paris, and 
here begins the sexual affair. Yet nothing 
in this section of Kounen’s film is as tor- 
rid and lively as its first 25 minutes, which 
are devoted to the performance of The Rite 
of Spring. Mouglalis and Mikkelsen are 
fine as Chanel and Stravinsky, though their 
placid exteriors reveal little of their inner 
psychologies. In fact, the most interesting 
character in this drama may be Stravinsky’s 
sickly wife, Katarina (Morozova), who, as the 
composer’s greatest advocate and adviser, 
frequently leans toward doing what is best 
for his music rather than her marriage. 

The filmmaking style is rote biopic mode; 
events sinuously follow one another yet 
disclose few details. Chanel creates her 
famous No. 5 fragrance during this time, 
a process into which we are given a small 
peek. The costume design, however, is the 
film’s most enthralling aspect; replicas of 
actual Chanel designs were created for the 
film, and a fresh costume graces nearly 
every sequence. Alas, Coco Chanel & Igor 
Stravinsky unfolds on a screen instead of a 
catwalk. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE GIRL WHO PLAYED 

WITH FIRE D: Daniel Alfredson; with Noomi 
Rapace, Michael Nyqvist, Lena Endre, Sofia Ledarp, Peter 
Andersson, Georgi Staykov, Yasmine Garbi, Mikael Spreitz. 
(R, 129 min., subtitled) 

“Played with fire” may be misleading, 
playfulness not being one of the leading 
characteristics of Lisbeth Salander, the 
black-leathered, dragon-tatted, hog-riding 
hacker - bisexual to boot! - who has, 



almost improbably, beguiled an international 
legion of readers in the late Stieg Larsson’s 
bestselling Millennium trilogy. Salander 
(played here by Rapace, reprising her role 
from the first film, The Girl With the Dragon 
Tattoo) hardly cracks a smile here, although 
she does sport an uncharacteristically 
hale-looking glow at film’s beginning, when 
she is tanned and taking a breather at an 
exotic beach locale. Pretty soon, though, 
Salander’s back in her native, pale-making 
Sweden, where she reconnects with an old 
flame, Miriam Wu (Garbi), and assiduously 
avoids her more recent paramour, Mikael 
Blomkvist (Nyqvist), a crusading journalist 
at Millennium magazine and the series’ co- 
lead. As in the source book, The Girl Who 
Played With Fire's chief frustration is in how 
removed Salander and Blomkvist are from 
each other: Even as their plot strands dove- 
tail - Blomkvist’s investigation into a sex 
trafficking ring dead-ends in a double homi- 
cide, and Salander’s fingerprints are found 
on the murder weapon - the two leads 
share nary a word. In fact, long stretches of 
the film - surveillance scenes, car tails, the 
like - play out in admittedly tense mostly 
silence. Alfredson, who replaces original 
director Niels Arden Oplev, has crafted a 
film that is heavy on atmosphere but thin 
everywhere else: Even at two hours plus, 
secondary and tertiary characters get 
short shrift (we hardly knew ye, Detective 
Bublanski) and there’s not a lot of participa- 
tory satisfaction to be had in the central 
mystery. There are no complaints to be 
made with the casting; Rapace, especially, 
is dead-on as the indefatigable Salander, 
who, like some kind of hyperjuiced, anti- 
Energizer bunny, takes a licking (and a beat- 
ing ... and a couple bullets ...) and keeps 
on ticking. Too bad this adaptation feels 
just as automatic. - Kimberley Jones

THE NATURE OF EXISTENCE 

D: Roger Nygard. (NR, 94 min.) 

Christian wrestlers, Stonehenge Druids, 
Indian yogis, and a puritanical street 
preacher. Scientists, director Irvin Kershner 
(The Empire Strikes Back), and performer 
Julia Sweeney (It's Pat). These are among 
the scores of people filmmaker Nygard 
(' Trekkies ) turns to for answers to the mean- 
ing of life. Not surprisingly (and please 
forgive me if this is a spoiler), Nygard finds 
no definitive conclusion. However, he strives 
to make the journey enjoyable for the viewer 
as he treks the globe posing life’s big ques- 
tions to one and all. The answers he gets 
are as varied as the individuals he speaks 
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with and can be as simple as “barbecue” 
or “masturbation” or as layered in com- 
plexity as string theory. Nygard poses no 
counterarguments or follow-up questions; 
the film is merely a philosophical bazaar 
for the impulse shopper. More troubling, 
though, is Nygard’s first-person narrative, 
which tends to make the film more like a 
travelogue than an inquiry. He has a light 
touch and an ear for the comical, but it 
always seems to boil down to his personal 
need for the answer, a need that began for 
him as a youngster when his father died 
and then came into greater focus in the 
wake of 9/11, a statement which, to my 
mind, greatly trivializes the event by turning 
a national tragedy into an ego-assuaging 
exercise. Apart from animated interstitials, 
The Nature of Existence is recorded in 
talking-head style, fair and balanced in its 
presentation of a multiplicity of opinions. 

Yet the even-handedness of the film makes 
this viewer wish that it had a guiding point 
of view or sensibility. Certainly there are 
filmgoers who enjoy this kind of noncom- 
mittal metaphysical quest. I am not one 
of them. It makes me think that the film- 
maker is more interested in showing us 
his vacation slides instead of sharing any 
real insights. - Marjorie Baumgarten

PREDATORS D: Nimrod Antal;

Here’s the truth: If you’re lucky enough to 
have an honest-to-grindhouse drive-in the- 
atre within cruising distance of your home 
planet, then by all means, pack up your ’57 
Chevy, Dodge Challenger, G.T.O., or - seri- 
ously? what would Roger Corman say?! 

- Toyota Prius and head on over to that 
eye-popping, mind-warping, starlit screen 
of endless sexy mayhem. Bring your best 
(or, lucky you, first) gal/guy, settle back 
into your crimson leather seat-belt-less 
backseat, put the top down, pull her/his 
top down, and get some. Badass retro sci-fi 
cinema, that is. And while you’re at it, don’t 
skimp on the popcorn and surreptitious hip- 
flasks of your favorite tipple. Summer was 
made for this kind of film, and Predators 
is almost exactly what you need to fix this 
otherwise busted summer cinema season. 
(If you can manage a full moon, all the 
better.) Produced by Robert Rodriguez’s 
Troublemaker Studios and largely shot in 
and around Austin, Predators is the sequel 
to John McTiernan’s 1987 Predator ; it’s the 


“aliens on a hunting spree” sci-fi-actioneering 
classic that should have been. Alas, we 
had to endure the urbanized Predator 2 - 
a guilty pleasure of mine thanks to the 
mindfucking Glover/Busey/Blades/Paxton/ 
Davi/Morton Downey Jr./Maria Conchita 
Alonso megacast - and the two-part Alien 
vs. Predator misfire before Rodriguez and 
director Antal (who made Kontroll and the 
more recent, well-done heist flick Armored) 
returned to the Schwarzeneggerian basics 
of this most dangerous game. But for fans 
of the original, it’s well worth the wait. (Not 
so much for nonfans, but still.) A seriously 
ripped and very serious Brody leads a cast 
of buff, tough, multinational bad guys as 
they’re dropped (literally) out of the sky 
and into an alien hunting preserve. The 
tropes are ancient, the action is abun- 
dant, and the final shot is a doozy, rivaling 
Rodriguez’s more haywire (and therefore 
more entertaining) From Dusk Till Dawn. 
Genre fans will grok inside references 
to Apocalypse Now, Aliens, and possibly 
too much of Pitch Black, but it’s bloody 
good fun to see a Frank Frazetta-esque 
shot of one luckless quarry despined 
(cranium and all) against a triple-planeted 
green screen. Notably, the real fun kicks 
off with the pr e-Predators trailer for 
Rodriguez’s Danny Trejo-starring Machete, 
but let’s be honest, shall we? This is one 
off the most giddily intense throwbacks 
to the age of New World Pictures’ Galaxy 
of Terror since, well, that selfsame 1981 
Corman gorefest. And let’s just forget 
about the whole Aliens/Predators danse 
macabre entirely. The drive-in - and all 
that it entrails - awaits. - Marc Savlov

that is supposed to explain why the sorcerer 
Balthazar (Cage) is in New York City and has 
spent the last millennium (and a few centuries 
more) searching for the Prime Merlinian - a 
gifted individual, who will have the power to 
break free Balthazar’s sorceress love, Veronica 
(Bellucci), from the curse that causes her 
to reside inside a nesting doll with the evil 
Morgana (Krige), who wishes to enslave the 
world. Or something like that. In the year 
2000, young Dave Stutler (Cherry) wanders 
into Balthazar’s Arcana Cabana while on a 
class field trip, and the sorcerer realizes that 
the child is the Prime Merlinian when a tacky- 
looking ring transubstantiates on the boy’s 
finger. But the real plot activator unleashed 
on that day is Morgana’s sorcerer accomplice, 
Maxim Horvath (Molina), who emerges from 
a swarm of cockroaches to begin laying the 
groundwork for Morgana’s return. Years later, 
Dave (Baruchel) has grown up into an NYU 
physics nerd and reunites with Balthazar, who 
gives him a crash course in sorcery spells 
(which seem to take much less time to mas- 
ter than a physics degree). Filmed in New 
York, The Sorcerer's Apprentice makes good 
use of some city landmarks, though, on a 
more mystical plane, the film’s magic tricks do 
little to dazzle the eye. Cage, as always, has a 
certain way with a phrase or inflection, but on 
the whole, his performance is a serviceable 
outing that lacks real spark. Baruchel adds 
some color as the ordinary guy with quips at 
the ready as he discovers his sorcerer within. 
He also finds that magic charms are good for 
wooing the love of his life (Palmer). Despite 
the same title, The Sorcerer’s Apprentice 
shares neither the poetry of Goethe’s original 
stanzas nor their plot, which were more faith- 
fully transformed into the wordless “Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice” sequence in Disney’s classic 
Fantasia, during which Mickey Mouse dances 
with a broom. If there were any brooms in 
Disney’s new Sorcerer’s Apprentice, they would 
have to be used to sweep this tired dreck to 
the curb. - Marjorie Baumgarten

NOT MUCH HOPE 
FOR THIS PROBLEM 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

The transaxle differential bearing on my ’98 
Toyota Sienna van is growling like a cat in the vet's 
office. This has been going on for about 5,000 miles 
now. Lately it has become more intense -just like the 
cat does when the vet starts messing with his private 
parts. So far, we’ve dealt with it by turning up the 
volume on the radio. When it finally breaks, what will 
happen ? Are we looking at a crash and burn, or will 
I be able to drive it home? Any predictor of how long 
I have? Money is tight - the longer I can prolong the 
repair or replacement, the better. - Mark 

TOM: Just before it breaks, it’ll make even 
more noise, Mark - so much noise that it’ll 
sound like the cat is messing with the vet’s pri- 
vate parts. 

RAY: At that point, most people become too 
terrified to drive the vehicle. But based on your 
letter, Mark, I’m not convinced you have that 
normal, healthy self-preservation instinct. So 
we’ll tell you what happens if you actually drive 
it until it breaks. 

TOM: What will happen, most likely, is that 
the differential housing will break, and all of the 
fluid and some of the gears will pour out. And 
that housing is shared with the transmission. So 
the transmission and differential will fail cata- 
strophically and simultaneously. 

RAY: So the answer is no, you will not be able 
to drive home. Or anywhere else. 

TOM: At that point, you’ll need a rebuilt 
transaxle, which costs about $2,000. And since 
the subframe needs to be removed in order to 
get at it, labor will run you another grand or so. 

RAY: But it’ll cost just as much to fix it now 
as it will then. So if you can stand the noise 
and can live with the risk of being stranded, 
you can just turn up the radio and keep driv- 
ing it for a while until either your financial 
situation improves or your differential situa- 
tion deteriorates. 

TOM: I suppose you might consider flushing 
out the transmission fluid. That won’t repair the 
damage that’s already been done, but it might 
remove any metal filings that are now floating 
around in there and threatening to damage 
other pieces. 

RAY: Yeah. I’d recommend that. It might buy 
you a few more weeks, Mark. Good luck.

The oil business has been getting an especially bad rap recently, especially since the 
Deepwater Horizon blowout. As with all preventable catastrophes, there has been plenty 
of finger-pointing but no truly satisfying scapegoat. In fact, saddling an actual goat with 
the symbolic transgressions of the various parties involved might ultimately prove easier 
to watch than B-roll of tarred pelicans, sludged sea turtles, and, perhaps most disturbing 
of all, beach cleanup workers in orange reflective vests, rubber dishwashing gloves, and 
frumpy lesbian-style cargo shorts. So it is. Oil spills are ugly business. People want blood, 
even if they have to bum through a few million barrels of oil to get it. They want answers 
too - not complicated, technically dense, ethically vague, lawyer-assisted depositions 
to congressional subcommittees, but flashy, shameless, simplistic confessions (ideally 
pointing toward a Machiavellian 
conspiracy by Big Oil), followed 
by public disembowelments 
by corporate executives. That 
would maybe do the trick. The 
Joe Six Packs don’t want to 
hear that average workers like 
themselves might have ignored 
safety precautions - perhaps in 
response to upper-management 
pressure to get the job done, or maybe they were just high as a bat’s ass, staring at their 
fingers. It’s hard to imagine that a couple of bad decisions by reckless individuals pos- 
sibly could have caused one of the world’s worst environmental catastrophes, isn’t it? 
There must be larger forces at work here . . . some sort of systemic, conspiratorial evil. As 
much as the foil hat people would like that to be, it just isn’t so. The ugly bottom line is 
that Big Oil might have fucked us, but Americans helped them by buying the lube. While 
we were riding to work in our SUVs we were also riding on the back of the crocodile. We 
still are. BI) like any other business, is driven by profit, not safety - occupational, envi- 
ronmental, or otherwise. It was only a matter of time before a big spill happened again. 
Yes, again. Back in 1979 the Pemex Ixtoc I oil spill infused the Gulf of Mexico with more 
than 3 million barrels of crude. For years afterward, Texas beaches were speckled with tar. 
Beach lovers sported not only tan lines but tar-ball splotches. Pemex, Mexico’s govern- 
ment-owned oil company, didn’t take nearly the heat BP has drawn. In fact, it wrapped 
up the whole cleanup operation for around $100 million, claiming sovereign immunity 
against liability claims. Not surprisingly, Pemex is still in business, still pumping oil out 
of the Gulf. During the first Gulf War, Iraqis tried to preempt a U.S. invasion by dumping 
as much as 6 million barrels into the Persian Gulf. Didn’t work. Here’s something that 
might surprise you: The worst oil spill ever happened on land ... in California no less. 
The 1909 Lakeview Gusher Number One in Kern County spewed 9 million barrels of oil 
into a desert valley near Bakersfield. That’s nearly three times the amount of oil floating 
around in the Gulf. Yes, it sucks big, stinky tar balls that the latest spill happened on 
America’s watch ... in American waters, but just because BP had the largest stake in the 
profits doesn’t necessarily mean BP should entirely shoulder the blame. Hell, the rig itself 
was actually owned by a Swiss company (Transocean) flying a Marshallese flag (looking 
to start a corporation? Try the Marshall Islands!) and employed workers from several dif- 
ferent subcontractors (including the nefarious-by-association Halliburton). If you’re mad 
enough to shoot somebody, you’re going to need a lot of bullets, including one for your- 
self. Perhaps the most productive thing to do might be to start weaning yourself from the 
oil tit - not just by buying a brand-new Prius but by turning off the goddamn lights every 
now and then, caulking your windows, or maybe walking or taking the bus or voting for 
un-American public transit. Maybe oil won’t be such an ugly word if we can reduce all 
those oil barrels to something smaller . . . like oil cans. Speaking of, this Friday, Project 
Transitions 19th annual Red Hot fundraiser is happening at Oilcan Harry’s. This year’s 
party includes performers from Cabernet Cabaret, cast members from City Theatre’s Into 
the Woods and Zach Theatre’s The Drowsy Chaperone, the Austin Babtist Women, Larissa 
Ness, the Austin City Showgirls, and the cast of Las Vegas’ La Cage. This blowout won’t 
be nearly as epic as the Deepwater Horizon, but it should be more fun!
